days, threatened to bring about a 
complete lockout of union dock 
workers.

tion, it was learned the strikers ex- 
pressed to him a willingness to return

rangements to place the entire disagree- 
tncnt once again in the hands of nego- 
tiators representing both sides. 

Meanwhile, the ship agents them- , 
eelves, after reiterating their stand and 
offering strikers such jobs as have not 
been filled by strike-breakers, if they 
will come hnek as individuals, appeared 
«t the State Hou.'-e. They held a long 
ponferenee with Kdward B'isher, chair- 
man of the State Hoard of Concilia- 
tion, placing before him their side of 
the case. 

This morning, they will meet Mayor 
Curley at the latter's request. They 
have announced they have no inten- 
tion of doing any further business with 
the three locals of the 1. I'. A. They 
question the status of Locals 7M and 
SOS, and charge that Local 800 has been 
repu'linlcd by their national president, 
Joseph P. Hyan, wlio, last week, re- 
•vokcd their eharter on technical 
grounds. 

The Mayor waited liiuc after his 
tisual time for going home, last night, 
sfter he learned the strikers would 
Reek a, meeting with him. For more 
than an hour and a half, he heard the 
Birikcrs' side of the rase, and then as- 
sured the leaders he would do every- 
thing in his power to bring about 
peace.

"Our health is not secure when they 
compel us to work In the hold of a 
ship from early morning through the 
entire day and into the night without 
stopping long enough for us to get 
something to eat or allow us to pet to 
our homes and change elothiiig, soak- 
ing wet from perspiration. 

"All wc ask is for conditions that 
are humane and if we cannot get them, 
then the right to penalize those re- 
sponsible lor compelling us to work un- 
der conditions, which might break our 
health through sickness or quiekl.v snuff 
out our lives through accidents." 

The strikcis insist that extra over- 
time pay whleli they desire for work- 
ing during regular meal bours is in 
the form of a peualty to be exacted 
Rgainst their employers. 

Yesterday Senator John Buckley of 
Charlestnwn filed a complaint with 
Kegistrar of Motor Vehicles Morgan T. 
Rvan and with the police authorities 
against the usage of trucks in trans- 
porting the strike breakers to and from 
the docks. Kuekley insisted such use 
of trucks was not permissible under 
the law. 

The federal government took cog-

DOCK STRIKE'S 
END NO NEARER 

Ship Owners Threaten to 
Ignore Union Men 
Entirely 



Prospect of a settlement of the strike 
!of union longshoremen appeared dim 
today, It was disclosed, following a con- 
ference between Mayor Curley, John N. 
Levins, representing the steamship oper- 
ators, and Richard Parkhurst of the 
port authority. 

The operator.s, it wa.s reported, are 
not inclined to resume relations with 
ithe Longshoreinen'.s Union, and unless 
there is a change in attitude they will 
continue to adhere to the policy of em- 
ploying workers as individuals. 

The mayor submitted a proposal In 
behalf of the 1'200 men on strike, but 
Levins said he had no authority to In- 
terpret the attitude of the .steamship 
lines and proposed to submit the prop- 
losltion to the representatives ot the lines 
'today. Levins outlined to the mayw 
what he thought the operators wovud 
submit to. 

It was definitely learned today that, 
ithe number of men actually out Is esti- 
mated at 1200. These have 'been en- 
tirely supplanted by strlkebreakm, 
about 30 per cent, of whom are experi- 
enced but non-union. The waterfront 
was guarded by a heavy cordon of 
police. 

The steamship operators issued a 
statement charging the present strike 
is the result of years of friction between 
employers and dock workers. This 
statement tended to increase the gen- 
eral tense feeling. The steamship own- 
ers presented their view of the case to 
the state board of conciliation and arbi- 
tration, and now both sides have been 
iheard.

Mayor Curley will endeavor thLs 
morning to end the longshoremen's 
strike, which virtually became a lock- 
out yesterday when the steamship op- 
erators refused to treat with the unions 
and Indicated their intention to smash 
them. 

A proposal from the strikers will be 
presented to the steamship operators 
at 1 o'clock, when they have been in- 
vited to confer with the mayor at City 
Hall. 

While tlic mayor declined to tell what 
happened at yesterday's conference, It 
was learned from other sources that 
the lonRshoremen told him that they 
are anxious to return to work in a 
body, realizing that strike-breakers are 
available in unlimited niunbers. 

Steamship operators are willing to 
employ the longshoremen a.s individuals, 
but not as members of the unions, 
which they insist have no standing since 
the charter of one local was suspended 
by President J. P. Ryan of the Inter- 
national Longshoremen's Association, 
and the two other locals indorsed the 
suspended unit. 

The waterfront, still guarded by de- 
tails of police ready to cope with a riot, 
was ten.sc yesterday as the mayoral con- 
ference was held, and l>ecamc even 
more tense when the steamship opera- 
|tor!i, after a conference, is.sued a state- 
ment attacking the strike leaders. 
I TKXT OF STATEMENT 

The statemcnl follows; 

The present strike Is the cul- 
mination of many years of imsatls- 
factory relations between the em- 
ploying Kteam.s!iip lines and the 
waterfront worker;,. Some radicals 
among the union officials and dele- 
gates, together with some radicals 
among the membership, have been 
responsible for this condition. 

They have provoked and encour- 
aged frequent disputci and un- 
necessary stoppages of work. They 
have proceeded in direct violation 
Of tJie agreement •with «mj)loyers. 



They have refused to discuss rea- 
sonably the necessary modification 
of the former mijust and discrim- 
inatory working rules and condi- 
tions. They have repudiated the 
leadership of the Int<Tnafional 
president of the longshoremen's as- 
sociation. 

It is the firm belief of the steam- 
ship lines that they do not repre- 
sent the opinion of the many fair- 
minded men among Boston water- 
front workers. The steamship lines 
tiave been obliged to employ men 
outside the union membership in 
order to keep the commerce of the 
port moving. These men are ren- 
dering a satisfactory service. The 
available jobs are being rapidly 
filled. Such of the former work- 
ers as desh'e to be re-employed may 
apply at the individual docks, and 
they will be given consideration j 
when jobs are available. j 

The conditions of employment 
are those under which union in^n : 
at New York, Philadelphia, Balti- 
more and Norfolk are working con- 
tentedly. The basic wage is 85 cents 
an hour straight- time and SI. 20 
per hour overtime, and there has 
been no attempt to cut the union 
scale of wages. 

J. N. Levins, chairman of the steam- 
ship operators' committee, explauied 
that each vear the steamship interests 
neet with the international heads in 
■iew York and negotiate a wage .scale 
'or the whole north Atlantic district. 
Individual agreements are then made 
il earh port »■-■■ !" working conditions. 
■While Mavor Curley was conferring 
with the longshoremen for nearly an 
hour at City Hall, the steamship men 
were giving their version to the state 
board of conciliation and arbitration ar 
the State House. Chairman Edward 
Fisher later said that his board now 
has both sides, and the ca.sc has been 
taken under advi.sement. Gov. Ely will 
be nntifiecl of any deci,sion made by 
the board.

Mayor Curley has called on repre- 
sentatives of ship owners Involved 
in the longshoremen's strike to con- 
fer with him at his office In City 
Hall at 10 a. m. today. 

The mayor made this peace a»ove 
after a lengthy confereuce late yes- 
terday with a committee of strikers, 
who called at City Hall shortly after 
Charles Woods, conciliator for the 
U S. Department of LAbo-. had 
held a private conference with the 
mayor.

Peace in the lonREhorcmen's strike 
rests on the conciliatory efforts ol 
Joseph P. Ryan, president of the Inter- 
national LonRshoremen's Association. 

Following llie flat declaration of loca' 
steamship ojxirators that they will deal 
only with Ryan, who quit the confer- 
ences here when the men refused to 
accept the New York aRrccmcnt, Mayor 
Curley declared that if the men will 
not invite Ryan he will do so. 

The wage conference committee of 
the men, w'w rejected Ryan's original 
proposal for the settlement of the strike, 
met last night but made no definite de- 
cision on Inviting the international 
president. They will resume their di^- 
cu.ssion this morning. 

The workers have expressed a willing- 
nc-is to concede nearly all their original 
demands if they can be taken back in 
a body, but Ihp operators thus far have 
held the position thai, they will deal 
with the men only individually. 
; Mayor Curley yesterday met with 
'John N. Levins, representing Ihe oper- 
ators, and Richard Parkhurst of the 
port authority. It was after this meet- 
ing that the operators announced that 
they will deal only with Ryan and will 
not recognize representatives of the 
three local unions. 

Laf^r the mayor met with a delega- 
tion of longshoremen and impressed on 
them the necessity of summoning Ryan, 
Last night Mayor Curley issued this 
statement : 

The steamship agents Insist that 
any dealing on the question done 
by them must be done tlirough the 
head of the International Long- 
shoremen's Union. Mr. Ryan, bas- 
ing their position on the fact that 
their steamers do business along 
the entire Atlantic coast and on 
the fact that the International 
Long.shorcmen's Union covers the 
entire coast and rather than deai 
Individually with local unions in 
each city, they uisist on dealing 
with one chief agency— the inter- 
national and President Ryan. 
The wage <'onfcreuce cormnlttce of 
the unions met last night at the Grain 
&, I'lour Exchange building to discuss 
tire mayor's demand that they invite 
Ryim to J3o£ton, but thu discussion was 
so protracted, both lor and agauist such 
action, that no argument was reached. 
The committee finally decided to ad- 
journ until 9 A. M. to discuss the mat- 
ter further. 



Thomas H. Mahony, attorney for the 
union, la.'it night issued a statement, 
telling of President Ryan's connection 
with the controversy. It follows in part: 
Mr. Ryan came to Boston without 
being requested to do so by the local 
unions and took part in the nego- 
tiations which were then gomg on 
with both parties friendly and about 
ready to reach an agreement. By 
his talk and actions in opposition 
to the union committee he con- 
vinced the employers' committee 
that the Boston men were asking 
for something that did not tselong 
to them, even though what they 
were asking for were conditions 
they have had for many years. 

Mr Ryan did more by his opposi- 
tion t-o the Boston union in forcing 
a strike Uiau the steamship opera- 
tors did. The oix-rators were treat- 
ing the situation with a friendly, 
o,>en mind when he convinced 
them that the only terms m ques- 
tion were the terms of the contract 
signed by the lntiX"ational com- 
mittee at" New York. 

I did not sit in on the confer- 
ence whore Mr. Ryan created ^all 
the trouble, but the reports of the 
union commitbce members prove 
t'hat the facts are as I have stated 
Urcm. , . 

In reply to the steamship opera- 
tors that 'the strike is the culmina- 
tion o£ years of unsatisfactory re- 
lations, i say the strike was caused 
by the steam.ship agents ti-ying '.« 
force conditions on the men that 
are dangerous to health and safety. 
For years, it ha.s been the prac- 
tice to allow the men who started 
to work early in the morning, thne 
oft between 5 and 7 P. M. to go 
home, get a hot meal, and when 
necessarv, change their clothing 
before starling in for a long stretch 
of night work. 

In cverv contract, a penalty 
clause provided that when the men 
were kepi at work during lUese 
hours, they would be paid at 
double the prevailing rate of wages. 
This clause wa.s for tht pmpose of 
making it unprofitable for the em- 
ployers :o \»ork ihe men, unless it 
was a ca.se cl extreme emergency. 

Never before has this clause been 
questioned by the employers in the 
many years that they have been 
doing bu.sines;i with the union, but 
witlr Mr. Ryan walking uninvited 
into tlie situation and expre.s.smg 
his opinions, then the employers 
had a change of heart and followed 
Mr. Ryan, 'vhen they saw the way 
to save a fe'.- dollars. 

As far a,s Mr. Ryan and the em- 
plover.s cliarging that the strike 
wa.s unauthorized, the committee 
acted, when putting the strike into 
cflect, aceordinr to instructions 
voted by the members of the three 
unions in formal meetings and by a 
vote of the three memberships in 
ma.s.s meeting as.semblcd which 
sustained the action of the com- 
mittee.

Business Leaders to Meet 
Tuesday at Chamber 



For an efTpctlve presentation of the 
reasona why Boston husineaa leaders 
believe the Charlestown Navy Yard 
should bo kept open, Pres Henry I. 
Harriman of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce h»s called a meetinp for 
next Tuesday at 12:M, when service 
representativeK, husinesa inen and 
civu; leaders will express their pro- 
tests. 

This was the first result of the atate- 
ments in Washington that Uie Charles- 
town y;\rd i.i on tho. list lor closing 
m the interests of economy. Veteran 
I organizations were planning ma&a 
I meetings of protest yesterday, 
I Mayor Curley offered as an alter- 
native to tho closing a proposition that 
! the Navy Department save J8,000,000 
operation expense annually by turning 
over the airplane carriers Lexington 
and Saratoga t-j passenger service be- 
tween Boston and European ports. 
Expense of operation of tho Charles- 
town Yard Is estimated at $6,000,000 
annually. 

Mayor Curley' s Plan 

In his statement, Mayor Curley said: 

"The announcement from Washing- 
ton of the Secretiiry of tho Navy, 
i Charles Francis Adams, of the con- 
Oimatlon of the rumor that President 
Hoover favors the closing of tho Bos- 
ton Navy Yard, coming at this time. 
Is both unfair and unwarranted, and 
will unquestionably prove extremely 
burdensome to the cities and towns in 
which the 2000 men now employed at 
the Navy Yard reside. 

"A group of New England citizens 
have under consideration a proposition 
to be submitted to tho Navy Depart- 
ment and the United States Shipping 
Board for the taking over of the Sara- 
toga and the I^exington and their 
operation from the Port of Boston to 
Europe, on a four-day sailing schedule. 
The transfer of these ships from the 
Navy Department to private New Eng- 
l.ind interests would ies\tlt in nn an- 
nual maintenance saving of $8,000,000. 

'Mt is poRsihle through the li-ansfov 
lof tho I..exington and the Saratoga to 
the New England interests to effect a 
saving of t2,0OO.000 in excess of what 
would be saved, provided the Navy 
Department continued to operate ihe 
Saiito^a and the Ijexington. In addi- 
tiim, an opportunity would he nflorded 
to establish competitive saiUnga wi'h 
European superships of madem con- 
struction, upon a four-day basis, be. 
tween Boston and Europe. The trar.s- 
fer of these ships to tho New England 
Interests now seeking them would not 
only save the situation and make un- 
necessary the discharge of a single 
man now employed at the Bo.ston T^avy 
Yard or at Newport, but would In ad- 
dition prove a tremendous impetus to 
commercial and Industrial Boston."

Walsh Depends on Congress 

Navy Yard employes were stunned 
by the announcement, citing a letter 
received from Senator Coolidge Thurs- 
day by Thomas McCarthy, one of the 
civilian attaches. The letter said in 
part: 

"You and I know very well that 
rumors like the present ones have been 
applied to probably most of the navy 
yards throughout the country at vari- 
ous times. Secretary of the Navy 
Adams Is our friend and I have every 
reason to believe that his Interest in 
the Boston Navy Yard, with Its splen- 
did record in history for so many 
years, will not be disturbed." 

Senator Walsh arrived ' home early 
yesterday after his hurried trip to 
Washington, where he lodged a vig- 
orous protest at the Navy Department 
against the closing of the Charlestown 
Navy Yard. 

"If the Administration insist j nn 
closing the (Charlestown Yard we sh^ll 
have to fight it tooth and nail in Con- 
gi'csti," he said.

Wisest Financial Method| 
Joint Committee Says 



The Joint Committee on Municipal 
Finance, representing tlie Boston Real 
Estate Exchange and the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce, released a 
statement yesterday in which sug4 
gestion WdH made that the best way 
to Insure the wisest possible use of 
the city'H money Is to prepar* and 
carry out a long-term financial pro- 
gram for public Improvements. 

The rfatement say that several 
American citita have prepared thssa 
plans, Including St Ixiuis, Kansas CltyK 
Cleveland, and Schenectady. The stata- 
ment. In part, follows: 

"In the 12 years from 1920 to 1»81< 
the City Government of Boston h«« 
authorized the expenditure of over 
^160, 000,000 for capital outlays <tf all 
kinds. 

"The future will witness the sam# 
experience as the past. In that coDtiitu^ 
ous pressure will be>exerted from tw« 
extremes; The demand for public imi 
provements and the stern necessitv of 
I keepinf; taxes down. But regardlesa 
of that conlllct, large expenditur.>« for 
public improvements must inevitabljr 
be made In the next 12 years. 

"Tn his inaugural message. Mayor 
Ciniey announced his intention of 
ercating a committee to prepare sucti 
a p'an for 'all .ictivlties of the municU 
pality,' but as yet It has not been done. 
Recently he directed the Boston City 
Planning Board to devise a plan of 
publt; works with which to meat 
future depressions. Our suggestion 
contemplates no such restrictions upon 
the apjillcatlon of the plan. It 18 
needed wholly apart from the presenc« 
or absence of pcriod.s of economic de« 
jiression, 

"We stated that we recognized t 
inevitability of future expenditures ■« 
fact, the general dimensions of wi, t 
is now demanded, point to ' • 
necessity for .-areful planning. 'i.;.t 
city already has a major thorough- 
fare plan which is estimated to cost 
$50,000,000 and to require 25 years to 
execute. .'School building needs for the 
next three vcars are said to cost 
515,0:n.000: additional millions may b« 
required thereafter.

Plans for a hupc local shipping 
project, featuring- possible fou.- 
day crossings nelsveen Boston and 
Kiirope by naval airplane car- 
riers converted into liners, are ex- 
pected to materialize this week 
with the filintr of incorporation 
paners in the State Hou.se. 

The project is to be bandied *y 
the New Enpland Transoceanic 
Corp. for which papers have been 
drawn, accordinc to reports, and i>< 
to be part of the development of 
the port of Boston by the Port Au- 
thority. 

The chief feature of thp plan ". 
the proposal to acquire from the 
Navv riepnrtment the airplane car- 
riers Saratoga and lycxincton. if 
President Hoover aeries, and eon- 
Vert them into express mail and 
pa'--.senj:er steamships. 

The Boston Port Authority, with 
Mayor Curley, T^nurence R. Wilder, 
whose company built the Saraloca; 
Thomas .T. A. .Tohnson; Prof. Wal- 
lace R. nonhani. dean of Harvard 
Business School, and .Tame.s L>. 
Richards were said to be con- 
nected with the initial stapes of 
the project. 

Conferences have been held with 
official.s of the New Haven, Bos- 
ton * Albany, Boston *. Maine and 
the Pennsylvania railroads, in con- 
nection with operation and traffic 
'features. 

Initial financing; up to $7,m)0,000 
is TFpnrted to have been under- 
taken by the First National Bank 
and bee, TligRinson & Co.

>r^»e of Protest Over 

Plan to Close Navy Yard 

The wave of proteirt against the de- 
rision of the Xavy Department to close 
the Boston Na%y yard as a part ot the 
Administration's economy program con- 
tinued to rise throiigrhout the State today. 
Already the cnrnsUion to the proposal, 
which would throw 1500 men out of work 
and resnlt in a Iofs o( an annual pay- 
rill ot $3,0nn,0on, has gained such pro- 
portions that its opponwits are confident 
that it will he defeated by congressional 
action. 

It Is not the first time that threats 
have Iwen made to close the Boston yard, 
but it has always remained open and will 
remain open for many months longer, 
even if Congress should ajjree with the 
budgret propo.sals and fail to appropriate 
the .neoess.ary funds to maintain it, for it 
is now opcratinfr under an appropriation 
made by the last Congress which is am- 
ple to carry it until next June. The cuts 
which the Navy Department is now mak- 
Inp In its budget for the next two years 
will come before Congress next winter 
and Congress will have the last word 
about the size of tlio appropriations for 
I the Navy and the closing of the Boston 
yard. 

Organize for Action 

Meanwhile, every possible Influence Is 
being organized here against the pro- 
posal. The M.as.sachusetts delegation In 
Congress, i)ubli(^ officials, and civic and 
veterans' organizations are being united 
in solid opposition to the plan. The lirst 
formal protest meeting is scheduled for 
next Tuesday noon at the Boston Cham- 
ber of Commerce and has been c.^lled by 
Henry I. Harriman, president of the 
chamber, to make plans not onl.v to pre- 
vent the closing of the yard, hut to make 
sure of its continued operation on a basis 
ot equality with navy yards in other 
parts ot the country. In Inviting a large 
group of prominent business men and 
leaders of other civic and veterans' or- 
ganizations to the meeting. President 
Harriman wrote. "The Chamber of i:!om- 
merce believes that good and sufficient 
reasons exist why, despite the necessity 
for econom.v, the Boston Navy Yard 
should he kept intact." 

Mayor Curley for.virded to Secretary 
ot tlie Navy Adams the proposal that in- 
.ftead of abandoning the navy yard the 
naval budget he cut by converting the 
airplane carriers Saratoga and Lexington 
into pa.ssenger ships to operate on a four- 
day service between Boston and Europe. 
The mayor said that a group of Hnanciers 
was being organized in New England to 
carry out the plan by T-aurcnce I'. 
Wilder, prcRiflont ot the New York Shlp- 
bviilding Company, which built the Sar.a- 
togn. The transfer of the ships to pri- 
vate Interests would result in an annual 
maintenance saving of $S, 00(1,000. the 
mayor said, and would make it \inneces- 
sary to discharge a single man now em- 
ployed at the JJoston Navy Yard, besides 
proving a tremendous impetus to the 
commerce of Boston. 

To X .Kht "Toodi and Nail" 

Senator David X. ^Valsb said, "If the 
Administration insiRts on closing the 
Cliarlestown yard we shall have to fight 
It tooth and nail in Congress. The peo- 
ple of Mas.-.ichuselts may depend upon 
tlielr representatives in '\V'.a>:liington lo 
fight this move of false eonnomy. Repub- 
licans and Democrats. I am sure, will 
unite in preventing the closing of one 
ot the oldest and best er(uii)pcd yards in 
the country, throwing ISOo cinployees out 
of work and adding to the large numbers 
ffeRklnir employment." 



LONGSHOREMEN ASK 
OPERATORSTO REPLY 

Strikers Want an Early 
Decision on Conference 
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NAVY DAY WILL 
BE OBSERVED OCT 27 

Tard and Vessels Open tc 
the Public 



The wage conference comroit»ee of 
the striking longshoremen «ent a let- 
ter to the Boston Steamship Commit- 
tee yesterday, asking for a icrly to the 
renewed request for a conference, 
within 48 hours. The letter calls at- 
tention to the letter sent Thurslay in 
which the union men declared they 
were ready to meet the local coimiit- 
tee in conference, if .»uch conference 
was sanctioned by the New York 
headquarters of the inlcnational 
union. 

A representative of the onerators' 
commitieo admitted that such a letter 
had been received and said that, in 
all probability, it will be answered 
tomorrow, which, he asseried, comes 
within the 48 hours set by the union's 
committee for an official reply. He de- 
clared, however, that the ope-ators 
yesterday rcafllrmed the position taKen 
by them Friday afternoon, tnat tt.ey 
will not do bu-siness with the local 
committee, unless Joseph P. Ryan of 
New York, president of the Icteina- 
tlonal Longshoremen's Association, is 
present at the proposed confere.iceB. 

The Port Authority, through its sec- 
retary. Richard I'arkhuist, last night 
denied telephoning to Ryan ycstoiclnv, 
urging him to come to Boston to take 
a hand in an attempt to settle tlic 
strike. The board has had this idea 
in mind for several days, but has 
taken no nction. 

Over the long-dist.ini e trlcplmne 
from New York I-'rjriny niglil, Pres 
Ryan declared hr would not come into 
Boston unless he was invited by the 
members of the I^ngs.ioremen's un- 
ion, and advised the calling of special 
meetings of the locals to determine 
their sentiment toward ni.'s coming 
here. 

According to representatives of the 
wage conference committee, no meet- 
ings of the Longshoremen's unions 
will be called until after the commit- 
tee receives a mijly from the Boston 
stcamsliin committee tomorrow. 

It is understood that thcie may be 
a meeting of the full wage <onference 
commlttPo of the unions this after- 
noon at the (Jrain and J'-lnur Exchange 
RuiliiiMg. It is b.-lipvcd the commit- 
tee fHvors j.'l.ilciiig bcloii- the luial 
unions for decision tlie qnr>.stion of in- 
viting I'rcH Ryan to come to Boston. 

l'r>s Ryan yesterday reiterated his 
statemenl. to Major L'urlcy and the 
lircis, that the chnitci- ol Local 800, 
ol whicli John I'. Mullen is president, 
will bo restored. He said ho received 
n. telnginm frrmi Mullen asking that 
a new <hartpr be issued and that he 
replied that the intcrnatiojiii will issub 
a <barter upon payment of nine 
months' dues and the Jl,") (■hiut''r fee. 
Thi-. local will arrange to meet these I 
terras. 



"Navy Day" will b« observed Tues- 
day, Oct 27 at the United States Navy 
Yard at C\ -lestown. The Navj 
League of the United States has de- 
signated next Sunday as "Navy Day" 
and there will be exerchses In all Navj 
yards and jstetions In the country. 

In Boston the program will get undet 
way Monday night Oct 26 when Mayor 
Curley will speak at 7:30 p m from 
Station WNAC. There will be mu»t<; 
by the Navy Yard Band before and 
ifter the oration. 

The Navy Yard and Naval vessels 

stationed there will be open to tbs 
public. Regular activities will be 
carried on but provision has been made 
to lacilitato public inspection. Naval 
Reserve units will assist In the ob- 
servance. 

■Vessels present at the Navy Yard 
win be the destroy.'rs Schenck and 
Jacob Jones; the gunboat Asheville 
and the fuel ship Brazos. Other vessels 
In commission at the yard will bo the 
U. S. S. Wandank, U. S. S. Eag.e, 
U. B. C. G. Tampa and Mojave, U. S. 
C. G. Herndon, Conyngham, Cassin, 
Wilkes and Walnwright; U. S. C. G. 
Acushnet and U. S. S Southery. 

It had also been planned to have the 
destroyer Tillman at the yard but an 
order recently came through, sending 
thia vessel to New Bedford. 

The program at the Navy Yard will 
optn at 8 a m and will be brought tc 
a close at 4:30 p m. All Navy Yard 
shops will be open for inspection. From 
.■;:30 to 4:30 there will be a band 
concert. 

The national chairman has arranged 
fur a chain broadcast prog^ram of the 
National Broadcasting Company from 
10 to 10:30 p m. It Ls planned to have 
a broadcast from the deck of the Con- 
stitution if possible, followed by a 
broadcast from the Akron In tlie air. 

The Columbia Broadcasting Company 
■will have a program from 1 until 
1:3C p m. 
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Regarclleas of whether they are

ice," the mayor said.

Harriman Demands Reasons For Move 
—Ely, Curley and Walsh Speak 



"Boston asks for a full bill of par- 
ticulars as to the need for closing the 
Boston Navy Yard,' Henry I. Har- 
riman, president of the Chamber of 
Commerce, declared this noon before 
a protest meeting against the proposal 
to close the yard. 

Mr Harriman presided at the meet- 
injf, which was attended by leaders in 
public life in Greater Boston and rep 
resentatives of the navy, as well as 
nearly the entire Congressional delega- 
tion from this part of the State. 

"The existence of the Navy Tard 
means $10,000,000 of business to Bos- 
ton annually," Mr Harriman said. "Of 
the 1600 employed, 600 are war vet- 
erans and 200 are disabled veterans 
who would be thrown back upon the 
Soldiers' Relief Department of Creat- 
or Boston, 



Harrimaji's Address 

Mr Harriman 's addre.ss follows: 
"The closing of the Boston Navy 
Yard would be a most serious blow to 
New England, and while I am in sym- 
pathy with the President's desire to 
effect reasonable economies in the.se 
times of financial stress it is my fettl- 
ing that New England has every right 
to ask the Administration for the full- 
est and frankest statements of tho rea- 
sons which have led it to recomm'^nd 
to Congre.ss the closirig of the Navy 
Yard and for a statement of the econ- 
omies which will be etfected, and even 
if certain economies are shown we 
have the right to ask whether the Fed- 
eral economies are a fair offset to tl.e 
many losses which will result from 
closing the Navy Yard. 

"The Navy Yard was established in 
1800 after .-studies and surveys by 
naval experts to determine a logical 
location lor this important branch of 
the naval establishment. Naval 
strategists liave stated that Boston is 
likely to he one of the principal points 
chosen for enemy assault in case of 
war and tho sense of security of mil- 
lions of our citizens depends largely 
upon an efficient naval base at Boston. 
Part of such a naval base is an cfli- 
elent navy yard. The people of New 
England will look with the greatest 
apprehension upon any plan which 
contemplates the abandunmcnt of this 
yard. 

"As the Boston Navy Yard Is one 
of tho oldest, so it is one of the best 
equipped and most elllcient units in the 
naval e.'-tablishment both for construc- 
tion, repair and reconditioning of 
navy vessels. Tho yard embraces sev- 
eral highly organized industrial plants 
with millions of dollars' worth of ma- 
chinery and equipment which have 
been built up over a period of years. 
Iti working force is recognized as one 
of the best trained and moat compe- 
tent In the country. The construction 
and repair work which have been ac- 
complished here in tho past have 
brought the highest praise from naval 
expert*. 



Blow to 1600 Worker* 

"The closing of the Boston Navy 
Taid will take employment from about 
1600 civilian workers at one of the 
most critical economic periods in our 
, history. The annual payroll of the 
I Navy Yard is in exce.ss of $.3,000,000, 
and the existcnie of the yard repre- 
sents to the communitv business of 
some •$10,000,000 annually. Further, 
of those employed at the yard, 600 are 
war veterans, and of these 200 are 
classified as disabled veterans, wh' 
would be thrown back upon the Sol 
diers' Relief Departments in the citie 
and towns of Greater Boston. Fur 
thermore. a large percentage of th 
Navy Yard employes, probably mor. 
than 50 percent, are over 50 years o 
age. It would be exceedingly difflcul 
to find other employment for thes. 
workers and, as a majority of then 
are heads of families, their loss o 
work would mean tragedy. 

"The Government has recently au 
thorized the construction of a d.'stroyei 
at the Boston Navy Yard. If the yarc 
IS closed, the construction of this de- 
stroyer will he a.ssigned to some othei 
navy yard and thus Boston will be 
made to suffer in order that f^ome other 
section of the country may gain 

"Outside of its advantage to the 
navy, the Boston Navy Yard has per- 
I formed indispensable service in coniec- 
I tion with conimercial shipping, trans- 
atlantic travel and the great N..W Eng- 
land tishmg industry. L-j.-ateil the 
nearest of any of the important Gov- 
ernment stations to the establtnhed 
ocean traffic lanes, the ya d his re- 
sponded to Innumerable cills of dis- 
tress in the North Atlantic hv .ser.Iing 
vessels which have rendered incalcu- 
lable ssrvices in the saving of life 
shipping and csrgocs. Gov-rn-nent aid 
of this kind is imperative d':-!-!- the 
rigorous Winters which prpvii,] in the 
North Atlantic.

The meettnK showed a stron;? tend- 
ency to critlclza President Hoover for 
the announced decision to clost the 
Navy Yard. 

Blames Department 

Mrs Rogers had another expla.nation. 
Not thT President, but the .^favv De- 
parlment was to blame, sne declared. 

"Irft's put the blame where It bs- 
lon^s,"' she .-sajd. "It belooKB to the 
Navy Department. Yoti know as weii 
as I do that the President had nothing 
to do with it. The President insisted 
that ever\ department economize. 
There is plfntj' of room for economy, 
in every dciinrtmcnt. But the Navy 
Department is the clevereat depart- 
ment in Washington.

"It Is time for the President to post- 
pone economy that Increases the bur- 
den of unemployment." 

The Mayor recalled that the city of 
Boston is now building a tunnel to 
East Boston at a cost $3,000,000 more 
than a bridge would have t>een. When 
the city wanted to build a bridge, it 
was told, he said, that that would in- 
terfere witli ships sailing to the Navy 
Yard. 

.Senator Walsh said tliat he apoke 
for th(! entire delegation in Congress 
when he declared "we propose to leave 
nothing undone to save to New Eng- 
land the Boston Navy Yard." He could 
lountori the other New ilngland mem- 
bers of (jongreas and the Semite, too, 
he said, to stand with Massachusetts 
on the question. 

"It is the worst blow that the Port 
of Boston has ever been given" he 
.vnid. "It is an attack upon the Navy 
itself. It is a failure to realiza what 
tlie Navy means to our Government. 
I, for one. do not propose to have the 
police force on our borders lessened 
until the police force la reduced within 
the country where pencefnl people 
live. 

"In time of depression, to begin by 
reducing ttie police force of the Nation 
is unlhmkahle. There are plenty of 
wa>s lo reduce without beginning with 
an indispensalde arm of our Govern- 
ment. It is time for us to say aji 
citizens of a great Commonwealth to 
the Federal Government- 'hands ofl— 
begln somewhere else.' This Is a par- 
ticularly unappropriate move when our 
Navy is below treaty strength." 

Senator Marcus f;ooIIdKB declared "I 
will be as keen as anyone can be as 
regards losing the Navy Yard."

pressions and will shortly right itself; 
and second, from this mental attitude 
there grows within the minds of an- 
other class of our people a belief that 
the dole is the only way out; that we 
must have our unemployment for a 
session and therefore these people 
must be provided for. The dole sys- 
tems have never contemplated giving 
men work, with the opportunity to 
produce increased values for the hu- 
man race, but have operated principal- 
ly upon the basis of taking away from 
thosg who have and giving to those 
who have not. One must realize that 
this can only survive for a period of 
tiftie; that it i.s bound to bring one 
portion of the population into pauper- 
ism and Indolence, and that it must be- 
come Intolerable to all people. 
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Increasing Thought 

"Consequently, today there is an In- 
creasing amount of thought being 
given to a modification of the dole sys- 
tem whereby those who receive such 
money give in return some work which 
will be of value to the community. 
If this plan is carried out to its con- 
clusion it would amount in time to 
much the same thing as we see in Rus- 
sia. Certainly if a large portion of 
the population is out of work, eventu- 
ally becoming ward.s of the Govern- 
ment and as such arc set to work, then 
necessarily we would eventually have 
the Government jn busuiess. 

"But we already have the dole in 
various forms, and if it is to be con- 
tinued under any form it would seem 
that it should be the duty of the Gov- 
ernment to see that sonii' value is re- 
ceived for the money paid out. 

"If instead of the dole we could pro- 
vide legitimate work for all by spread- 
ing the available work among the 
whole population, then we would recog- 
nize the right of all men to work for 
a living, rather than to as.sume that 
they have the rig'it to be given a 
living. 

"Relief for Unemployment has got 
to come this Winter and it is apparent 
that it may come in legislative form 
from our various Governmental agen- 
ries. It is probably too late to avofd 
it and if so it ought to be initiated 
locally where po.ssible in order to ob- 
viate the "pork barrel" tactics which 
go with all .=iuch national programs;

F. R. Carnegie Steele of Boston, 
certified public accountant, was chair- 
man of the meeting and the speakers 
were Thomas S. Adams of New 
Haven, Conn, cx-presldent of the Na- 
tional Tax Association, ajid Alexander 
Whiteside, vice president of the Massa- 
chusetts Tax Association. 

Mr Whiteside said these are bad 
times for busitiess, but good times for 
governmental economy. He said that 
never in his experience has he seen 
.«.uch a widespread interest in taxa- 
tion nor such an earnest desire to re- 
strict the cost of Government. Mr 
White.side said that in times like these 
th eburden of taxation becomes « load 
too great (o staggpi under. To illus- 
trate some of the iH(ihlpm.= that the 
people are fating as rrgarrts ta.xation. 
the steaker aaid that hla contact with 



municipalities has impiessed him -that 
most of them felt that free spending 
is good politics and economy the death 
knell of the Individual politician who 
would attempt to practii.e it. In part 
he said: 

"Some Maye>r.s— Mayor Cuiley of Boa- 
ton is a conspicuous example— have no 
real desire to economize, but, on the 
contrary, think free spending Is good 
politics. Mayor Curley, for in»tance, 
in the bad times in the Fall of 1930 
and the early part of 1931, deliberately 
filed with the legislature bills asking 
that the city of Boston be allowed to 
borrow an aggregate amount exceed- 
ing $30,000,000 outside the debt limit, 
for a number of unusual and large pub- 
lic projects— an arterial highway es- 
timated at $11,000,000, new school con- 
struction estimated at ?14,000,000, 
dredging out the old South Bay (a 
project the need of which is in the 
far distant future), estimated at J3,- 
000,000, the East Boston Strandway es- 
timated at .$1,000,000, and so on. How- 
ever desirable these projects might be 
in ordinary times, and there were good 
arguments to be advanced for some of 
them— in the middle of the worst de- 
pression the country has known for 
over 50 years it wa» the height of folly 
to advocate them. 

"Instead of economizing. Mayor Cur- 
ley wanted to spend. Naturally the 
legislature reported adversely on .some 
of them and cut down otners, but ow- 
ing to Mayor Curley's infistenre and 
the activity of his lobby he got from 
the Legislature a good deal more than 
was wise under existing ronditiona. 
In other directions he has made a 
great display of virtue in reducing 
.slightly the city budget for 19.T1, hut 
he has made no real attempt at radi- 
cal economy. 

"Other Mayors are conscientious and 
smcerely desirous of reducing city ex- 
penses and keeping the tax rate 
down. 

Dr Adams discussed the question of 
whether Federal taxation should be In- 
creased. 



Business Outlook 

In his discussion of the business out- 
look for 1932 at the luncheon session of 
the Associated Industries of Mussachu- 
setts at the Coplcy-Plaza, Samu»i p 
Allison of Babson's statistical organi- 
zation appraised the perscnt status of 
business, considered the forces making 
fo rrecovery, a»d asked, "when will the 
turn come?" The speaker said that it 
would be foolisdi to attempt to name ' 
the day or hour, but he gave general 
views to the effect that business will 
drift along aliout as at present through 
the Fall and Winter until next Spring, 
when.

HIS 'SLUMP CURE' THEIR AID TO MAYOR 



Firm in Belief Rip Public 
Works Plan Is Solution 



In answer to criticism by Alexander 
Whiteside, vice-president of the Massa- 
chusetts Tax A.s.scK-iation. for his plan 
of generous expenditure of public money 
a,"! a cure for depression. Mayor Curley 
,vesterday branded the Whiteside pro- 
gram as a "cowardly brand of economy" 
and added that he is tinii in the opinion 
that if a cotuapeous, coii.-tniclive policy 
had been adopted a year apo, it would 
have ended industrial depression then. 

In closing his an.^wer to the White- 
side attack the mayor said: 

"Faith and good works are what is 
needed at the present time, Mr, 
Whiteside, not the cowardly brand of 
economy and inaction which you rec- 
ommend and nhi<h might better be 
characterized as trea.son at tills time." 

The proposal tn close the Charlestown 
navy yard is pointed out by the mayor 
as a coincidence with the ptiblishing of 
a request that all employers refrain 
from di.srhar^ing help or rcdticing 
wages. The 1800 men with de|iondent 
families would have to seek relief from 
the municipalities and become objects 
of charity if the yard were do.sed, he 
.said. 

That Boston has provided for the un- 
employed and the needy witlioiit re- 
rour.se to appeals for funds or the crea- 
tion of a commimity chest is pointed out 
by the mayor. Fortified with the belief, 
he continued, that eveiy decent, .self- 
re.si>ecting citizen prefers an opporlunltv 
to work for a livelihood rather than re- 
ceive charity from any individtial or 
municipality, the city will continue to 
provide for its jobless, 

Vaious projects now underway, such 
as the tunnel exten.sion at Governor 
squHie and .school houses are outlined 
bv the mavor in that thev give emplov- 
I ment to men whom the city would have 
to care for. He explains that 1500 ex- 
I service men. given employment at the 
tunnel extension, would be entitled by 
law to $60 per month on an average 
until work wa.s furnished them. 



Promise to Help in Oaring 
for City's Needy 

In a communication sent to HaytX 
James M. Curley yesterday, Mrs Wal- 
ter Duncan, colonel of the Volunteeri 
of America, the New England head;- 
quarters of which are locat^ at 5S 
Cambridge at, assured the Mayor that 
the organization 'wouli do everything 
it can to alleviate the sutreringa from 
need and unemployment and stated 
that every effort would be mad* to 
care for women and children, 

Mrs Duncan declared that Theodora 
House, the orgranization'a home for 
widowed and deserted mothera and 
their children, will be available for 
special cases and that plana were b«« 
Ing perfected to expand relief tanaM' 
ures for the coming Winter. 

Mrs Duncan said that besides flnaa* 
cial relief the needy will be giveii 
shoes, rubbers, food, fuel, milk and 
clothing. It is the intention of th« 
Volunteers to give out as many pairs 
of ahoes as possible to help families 
depending on meager Incomes. It is 
expected that the organization wUI 
give out some 7000 pairs of ahoes to 
men, women and children. 

"Our Thanksgiving dinners and 
Christmas baskets for the poor Will ba 
continued," Mrs Duncan said. "Aa la« 
crease in the number will andoubtsdlf 
be required, owing to »o mu<n> pro- 
longed unemployment. Bspeoially d9 
wo intend to see that aged mea and 
women, in lonely tenements, are'ttro* 
vide<l with Christmas fare and food 
cheer. 

"As we are advlaed at this tlma 
we do not propose to create any bread 
lines or establish soup liltchens. Wbat> 
ever help it afforded, should in out 
opinion, be given in the horns and 
without nn attempt to capitalise o« 
the misfortune of the poor by su^ 
jectlng them to humiliating pubUettIi, 
Our relief department will contina* tS 
care for those who appeal to ns f5 
temporary relief and this departaaattt 
can also be expanded to meet spsetal 
needs that may arise.

Mayor Cuiley's Navy Day Proc- 
lamation follows: 

"With the approval of the President 
and the United States Navy Depart- 
ment, the United States Navy League 
has designated Oct 27, 197,1, as Navy 
Day, and asks the cooperation of the 
country at large in mailing the cele- 
bration successful and fruitful of re- 
iults. 

"This retjuest makes a special and 
powerful appeal to Massachusetts 
which is know., the world over, cvei 
since the early days of our country, 
for her supremacy on the sea. If yo i 
seek the causes of the riches of so 
many of the old families of'Massachu- 
setts, and Boston in particular, you 
will find they lie in the wealth ot 
shipping, in which Massachusetts 
Rloricd for generations. Jloston sent 
her vo.-isels to every port in the world, 
and her name became i\ cfjmmonplaco 
wherever industry and commerce 
reached a high level. 

"Time was when certain families of 
Boston, still .surviving, liad a vessel 
on the ocean for cvcr^' day in the 
year, and their descendants have 
maintained a position In the business 
world, the sliniuius to whicii wa^ 
give!i by the interest which the an- 
cester took in shipping as a moans of 
enriching, not only Bo.'^ton, but the 
c-ntlre Atlantic coast, giving it a repu- 
tation which survives even to today. 
In these days when our chief intcres' 
i; the development of the Port of 
Bo.-^ton, it is particularly fitting that 
we celebr.'iti> Na\'- Day. It will give 
an urge to the movement of the return 
to her earlier shipping activity, if w) 
recall the past and review it with 
the pride lo which it is entitled. 

Navy's Romantic Story 

"The story of the Navy of the TTnlted 
States is so interesting as to be al- 
most romantic. Who does not know 
the names of Paul Jones, <'ommodore 
Jack Harry, and O'Brien of Machi.is, 
who, by their high moral courage, 
championed the cause nf Die colonists. 
and challenged the mighty .Navy ot 
the greatest Naval Power on the face 
of tlio earth? 

"The War of 1812 was fought very 
largely on Ihe seas, and the namc.^ ol 
Stewart, Lawrence, Perry -ind Mc- 
Donough are held In Inghest esteem 
wherever Naval heroes arc mentioned 
In history. 

"But (he one vessel that stands out 
in the War of )K12, as all the world 
knows. Is the frigate (Constitution, 
built hero in Boston. Every child 
knows the story of her fight with the 
(Juerriere, and how the American 
marine made the British man Df war 
strike her colors. 

"The Constitution never met with » 



defeat, and her story continues to b( 
lovingly told to generation after gen- 
eration. Oliver Wendell Holmes, wher 
it was proposed to send her to the 
scrap heap as havlne finished her work 
summed up the indignation of the en- 
tire people by writing 'Old Ironsldea, 
and thus this glory of the se^.s WPS 
saved. Her history was not forgotten. 
Time and again movements were made 
for her reconditioning, and now we 
find the old Constitution appearing In 
harbor after harbor, In a country 
which, in the early days, she did so 
1 much to save. 

"All through her history the Navy 
has maintained iho same glorious rec- 
ord and, in the Civil War, the names 
of Farragut, Porter and Winslow chal- 
lenge comparison for the victories that 
they gained with those of Orant, Sheri- 
dan, Thomas, McClellan and Sherman.' 

Asks General Celebration 

"In 1S98, Sampson and Schley gav« 
added luster to the Nivy. But what 
shall we say to the almost miraculous 
achievement of the Navy in the Grtal 
World War? The Allien Powers had 
their ba< ks to the wall, and uttered ati 
almost despairi.-.g cry to America tc 
come and save them from destruction. 

"Troops had to be moved across the 
Atlantic Ocean, and the United States 
Navy was not found wanting to the 
j accomplishment of oerhaps the great- 
est aciilevcTnent registered in the his- 
tory of warfare. As a result, the 
Allied Powei's took courage, their 
morale was restored, they assumed 
; again the will to victcry, «nd finally 
triumphed in the crcatcst of all wars. 
This must he considered the greatest 
triumph ever achieved liy any navy. 

"Shall we be less .appreciative of thf 
work of our Navy t-"'an those who 
have gone before? Shall we not, In the 
schools and at our firesides, tell again 
the story of the achievement of the 
American Navy? Shall we not take 
pride in the work which she has done, 
sido bv side with the Army, to guar- 
antee to us protection in peace and in 
war? Shall we not exhibit to the world 
a fine example of a lust appreciation 
of a service that ha« never looked 
back, but whose watchword from the 
very beginning has been forward? 

"As Mayor of Boston, I ask the 
citizenship to ohservo Tuesday. Oct 27, 
loni, as Navy Day, and I urge them 
to fly the Stars and Stiipes, in honor 
of the day, i*roni thi ir homes and 
buildings and, by virtue of the 
authority vested in me. 1 direct Ameri- 
can fl.igs to be raised over every 
schoolhouse and public building In Boa- 
ton, and I urge that suitable patriotic 
exercises be observed in the schools, 
public and private, in commemoration 
of the American Navy and Ita achieve- 
ments in war and pcacs."

Curley Denounces Request to 

Avoid Controversy, Assails 

Disarmament Programs

Exposing the seciet Instructioni 
given by the Navy L^eague to all 
"Navy Day" speakers to avoid contro- 
versial Naval subjects such as main- 
tenance and appropriation programs 
und discuss only topics relating to the 
history and purpose of the Navy, 
Mayor James M. Curley, opening the 
Boston observance over station WAAB 
last night, made a fiery attack on 
those people who would consider It 
distasteful to advocate an adequate 
National defense. ] 

Mayor Curley's attack came after he ; 
had finished one-third of a prepared ' 
talk on the meaning of Navy uay in I 
wliie'u ho had carefully refrained from I 
discussing the forbidden subjects. Sit- I 
ting at the microphone at the stuiiir j 
at the Hotel Buckminster, he cast , 
aside his written talk and launrled 1 
into criticism of people who would re- j 
duce the Navy to a mere skeleton anl i 
almost forced the Navy Yard band, ' 
sitting with him In the studio, to break 
Into cheers. 

Criticizes Instructions 

After referring to tlio part 1!ie Navy 
has played in the history of Massa- 
chusetts, he toM of instruction.s from 
Walter Bruce Howe, national chaU- 
man for Navy Day, that Navy Day 
speakers, whether riviiinns or officers, 
be nsked to avoid Naval topics which 
are or may become controversial. "For 
example, the instructions read," he 
said, " 'avoid such topics aa treaty 
ratios, building programs, mainte- 
nance and appropriations therefor, and 
select topics relating to history, tra- 
ditions and purpo.se of tlin N.wy. Cio 
Merchant Marine and the oversea* 
commerce ot the United States.' " 

Mayor Curley, mentioning Mr Howe 
by name, paid his respects by asking 
over the radio: 

"Hoiw much better if we were told 
to give a discussion of the cultivation 
of the silk worm in China or a t.-ilk 
on millinery and let a'.one the ques- 
tion ot national defense. 

"Everything America has and hopes 
to have may be traced to the United 
SUteB Navy." 

Comment on the Constitution 

Mayor Curley recalled that only a 



short time ago when the U S S Frigata 
Constitution wa sreconditioned at th« 
Charlestown Navy Yard and was de. 
clared ready for a trip to the vario- « 
ports, and he remarked that "in tha 
policy of disarmament that is in the 
minds of many in America, the time 
might come when the old Constitution 
might be the leading fighting ship of 
the American Navy." 

"I wonder if that prophesy is coming 
true," the Mayor asked. 

"It appears distasteful to discuss tha 
question of adequate National De- 
fense," he said. "Yet it was tha 
courage and daring that enabled 
Americans to build out of nothing a 
fighting fleet that has shed lustre and 
glory on America." 

"I hope the day never comes." ha 
said, "when it is considered an offena«( 
to pay homage to makers of history o? 
the character that will safeguard con- 
ditions of happiness and security that 
we have simply become custodLtnt 
of." 



Points to Russian Menace 

Paying compliment to the progrea* 
made by the Merchant Marine (Ined 
the war. Mayor Curley said that aai 
long as Ameriia is engaged in thia 
work without adequate protection. Just 
so long is there menace to peaca an4 
harmony for the American people. Ha 
said the only way commerce can be( 
canied on is through the protectioMi 
fiimished by the American Naryj 
thereby safeguarding the rlghti of 
American ships. 

The Mayor picked up a cUpptng freiMj 
the Ijondon Dally Mall referrlnip ^ 
fttalln of Russia, and discussed th# 
five-year program there, which, ha 
said, means 17,000,000 armed and 
trained men in five years. 

He t:aid that we all want universal 
disarmament, but declared that «)i long 
as such a threat remains in the worll 
there is no way lo Justify any die* 
armament of the United Statei Navy 
or Army. 

He also declared that there ehould 
be no limitation of discussion to th« 
Merchant Marine and its cargoes on 
past history when such a eituatloa 
faces the world. 

"It Is time for the people of Ameriet 
to take stock,'' he said, "and take 
more pride in the achievement ot 
naval heroes."

At 
the suggestion of the board, Boston long ago made itself a class 
A city. In fact, Boston has followed completely the advice of 
the underwriters. 

Now Mayor Curley neatly calls the bluff. He demands a 
25 per cent, reduction in fire insurance rates. He calls upon 
the board to keep its side of the bargain.

Curley Conference Urges 

Committee to Work with 

State Group 

BATTLE OVER WAGES 
ENLIVENS MEETING 



ThP unomployniPiit rnnlcrencc called 
by Mayor Curley at the Boston City 
Club yesterday, with only 130 of the 
500 invited attendhig. after a heated 
discussion relative to labor wage reduc- 
tion, concluded its session by reciuesling 
Ihe mayor to organize a Boston unem- 
ployment relief committee to work in 
co-operation with the .slate commLssion 
headed by William Phillips. 

Phillips urged an organization that 
would devote its effort.', to the .'spreading 
of available work and to finding jobs. 
The mayor suggested the establi-shmenl 
of an honor roll of employers who have 
not reduced employes or wages during 
the year and who will net do so during 
the coming winter. 

Morris Gcst gave a.-nsurance of a three 
weeks' presentation of "The Miracle" at 
Ballon Garden In March, the estimated 
net profits of $250,000 to be donated to 
Uic employment relief fund of Boston. 
As Boston buslnes.s Interests have not 
reacted favorably to an invitation for 
them i^ underwriLC the revival of the 
famed pageant, he announced that Mrs. 
Gest. daughter of the late David Bela.'ico, 
would guarantee the expenses. He pre- 
dicted he would attract 500,000 to the 
performances. 

The prediction of Matthew Cummlngs. 
prominent Boston contractor engaged 
in the construction of four municipal 
buildings, that an open shop will exist 
in the building trades within three 
months, unless the building trades hall 
the "guerrilla warfare which is now 
wrecking thi.s line of business." tempo- 
rarily subordinated the discu.'ision of 
methods of relieving unemployment at 
the conference. 

Ru.sscll .S. Codman precipitated the 
controversy by suggesting consideration 
of a propasal to the building trades to 
voluntarily accept a 20 per cent, reduc- 
tion in wages for six months. He de- 
clared that building tradesmen arc re- 
ceiving from $1.50 to $2 per himr, and 
argued that a reduction would stimu- 
late building and provide opportunities 
for employment. 

James T. Moriarty, president of the 
state branch of the A. F. of L,. took 
Codinan to task for injecting a contro- 
versial l.s.sue Into the discission of un- 
employment relief. He followed ■William 
E. Bri'gham who proposed to Mayor Cur- 
ley that a survey be made to determine 
how many building projects would be 
started If a wage reduction should be 
made. 

Moriarty Insisted that In the discus- 
sion on the wage reduction proposal be- 
tween Building Trades Council and the 
Building Tiades Employers' Association 
the latter had been unable l9 specify 
one project which would be started if 
the concession should be made. The 
contractors engaged in building Jobs, he 
continued, figured their prices on the 
basis of existing wage scales and a re- 
duction would only benefit the con- 
tractors, unleas it could be shown that

ARGUE WAGE CUT AT 
CURLEY CONFERENCE 

CJodman, Moriarty Debate 
Building Trades Scale 

Mayor Oiirlpy's conferencR of finan- 
cial, commercial, industrial and labor 
experts on unemployment; problems 
yesterday turned into a livfly debate 
when R. S. Codman suggested tiiat 
building trades laborers take a volun- 
tary 20-perrent cut In AvaRea. 

James T. Moriarty, St its president 
of the A. F. of Ij,, upheld labor and 
th» j.esent wage jcale in the argu- 
.lent. 

Codman said that with t!i» purchas- 
ing power of the dollar Increased, la- 
bor should come forward, cartlcularjy 
the building trades, and accept a 10- 
percent cut. 

Codman stated that laborers in the 
bnilding trades wer*" receivinfj p'./ of 
i$1.50 an hour, J1.7."> an hour and $2 
an hour. He contended that if the 20- 
percent rut In waRes was effected on 
jobs where lOfl men aro now am- 
ployed tliere would he employment lor 
150 to Sfifl men. 

He asl<ed that th« rut be acecpl d 
as of .Nov 1 and continued to May 1j 
as a trlfll. 

Mr Moriarty immediately took ".s<iue 
with the speaker, denying that any 
man in the building trades received $2 
an hour. He said building' costs were 
cheaper per cubic foot now than they 
were in 1921 and declared the con- 
tracts now in effect between employeri 
and laborers had, at the request of the 
employers, been made to run for h per- 
iod of three years. He argued that the 
employers had building contracts based 
on the present wa^e scale and the 
present liuiUiing program. 

Moriarty asked Codman to produce 
one owner or one nr<;hltect who could 
assure the laborer that building 
activity would be inrreasod if there 
was a. decrease in snlary. He asked 
that an owner or architect, be prod'.iced 
with new building projects wnicn 
would show an Indication of more 
building activity. 

Mayor Curley statedylhat he would 
like to see a comrnitto* formulated to 
spread work and stabilize labor. He 
suggested an honor roll of employers 
who hi- not discharged any men In 
this depression and had not cut wages. 
He suggested a supplementary honor 
roll of employers who would agree 
that they would not discharge any 
help this Winter and not cut wages. 

Chsirmsn Thillirs of the State Com- 
mittee on Unemrlo.vment suggested 
that Boston should appoint a repre- 
sentativn committee of business men, 
church people, financial men and mem- 
bers of woman's clubs to act in the 
\memplovmcnt situation. It was hl.s 
suggestion that the Mayor appomt 
such a committee.

Former R«pre«entatfv« Henry L. Shattuck's Proposal Is Discuesed

Aa a means of improving eco- 
nomic conditions now faced by 
communities and individuals all 
over the country Former Ropvc- 
sentative Henry L. Sliattuck, once 
?halrman of the Massaolnisetts 
[legislature's ways ami means com- 
mittee, has propotied a cut in State 
en<l Federal salaries. This pro- 
posal J« discussed hy (Me SiJring- 
nel4 flepubllcan as follows; 

Mr. Shattuck's two definite sug- 
gestions are drastic indeed, ynt 
financial conditions . jiromisc to 
force their serious consideration liy 
the Legislature next winter. A 10 
per cenl. salary cut among all pub- 
lic employes would have fully as 
much Justification in the reduced 
cost of living as the 10 per cent. 
wages cut in mills of the Ameri- 
can Woolen Cdro.pany. 

Mr. Shattuck ehould have urged 
also that the salaries of members 
of the Legislature should be re- 
duced, and have emphasized that 
"public employes," the phrase used 
by him. Includes every nfiicial fi'om 
the governor down. Doubtless that 
is what he had in mind. Even King 
Qiorgo ha« taken a heavy cut in 
his royal allowances and the prime 
miniiter's salary has been plaslied. 
So have the salaries of a number 
of our greate&t corporation presi- 
dents. Th©> Repul)lican susKested 
weeks ago that President Hoover 
announce his own williugue.sa to 
t.'ike a cut as the proliminarj' to 
recommending Tetrenchment in all 
Government salaries. Consre.ssnian 
Treadway's a<iyocacy of a re-riuc- 
tlon In the salaries of t'liited States 
Mnators and representatives is 
brought to mind in thit; fonneotion. 
Wltfai the salary veiUution move- 
ment going strong, tliroufih tlio 
iBiUative of the governor and 
Legislature, Maaaachuselts, cities 
an4 towns would probably follow 
along, as Mr. Shattuck advisee. The 
real solution of the depression 
problem is that the American 
people must dig themselves out. 
Let us absorb our deflation ami 
readjust our living costs to our in- 



Only there must bo no favoritism, 
no preferential classes. The re- 
duction ill .salaries sliould obvious- 
ly Ijo Jieavier in the "higher 
bracket.s." Mayor Curley could 
stand a 20 povTUBt. I't'dti'ction more 
comCorta.lily than a public school 
t'.'aclier in llie lowf>r grades could 
stand 10 per cent. 

A special levy nn incomes is sUK- 
ge.1t cd by Mr. Shattuck to provide 
more relief funds. That is what 
we are coming to douhtlcM. There 
will bo many to agree that Govern- 
or Ely's public works huildins pro- 
gram of last winter has exhiusted 
its bPMPtit.ial potentialities and 
cannot wisely bo extended at the 
next se.st-ion, If tliera must he more 
short-term boiKl issues. Such pro- 
grams were ))aKcd on the assump- 
tion that tlie <lepres6ion would be 
of short duration, just as the op- 
position to them wa.s largely based 
on the .13 me assumption. The de- 
preseion's prnRressive intensifica- 
tion and widening range has 
changed the situation i>n far tliat 
new public works not actually 
needed, aro to be avoided. Unem- 
ployment relief, however, will re- 
main ur.t;e)it and a direct attack on 
the financial problem through a 
special levy ori incnmos may be the 
most feasible policy to <'ombine 
with drastic econom." In public ex- 
penditures. 

Since tlvia Is an emergency prob- 
lem. The Uepublican wishes that 
.Mr. Sliattuck would now explore 
critically the whole Held of tax- 
exempt property in tliis common- 
wealth to .see if a speiial levy on 
some of it would not bo practical 
as well as justifies!, by the circum- 
stances. The State contains this 
kind of property in really and in- 
inuKibles to the amount of hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars. 

I'''or example, Harvard Universi- 
ty, of wliicli Mr. Sliattuck i.s now 
the treasurer, had property reput- 
ed to be valued at $100,000,000, not 
long ago.

va)ur.<i and to i>ay curr»nt expenses. 
We must rrirench. an'l pay a.s we go. 
\ moratorium shoubl he rleclaied on 
.ill hoiTowinss initside the debt limit, 
and debt inside the limit should be in- 
curred oniy for pres.sing and unusual 
jieeds. No other course is consistent 
with solvency.

pn1rvo•.^.;Ly iiptciai levy on indivldtiat 
incomes from earnings and invest- 
ments. But if this is to do s:oL>d, it 
must lie p.edicated upon drastic econ- 
omy in municipal expenditures, tm- 
less this is done, the added source ot 
revenue would simply give greater 
opportunity for extravagance. The 
aggregate burden of taxes would be 
gre.-Tter than ever; real efltate would 
not benefit, and more harm than 
good would lie (lone. I appreciate 
that tl.<^re are <lifncultie.<i in enforcing 
such economy, but the mayors appear 
now to be in a mood to cooperate. 
Theji are now calling for retrench- 
ment in ptiblic cxi>endituros. 

I also appreciate that a special levy 
; on incomes will nut be popular among 
thase who have to pay, but I believe 
that in such tlme.s as we are now 
going thrnug!.- those who have the in- 
comes with which to jiay taxes ara 
under a spei;i,il obligation, fertaln it 
is that they have .a stake in the com- 
mtmit.v and in the .solvency of the 
municipalities in wliich tb-ey Vwe 
whicli justifies nn einergenc.v contri- 
bution. Thf"y also have a slake til 
the mnintenanre of leal estate valupa, 
bocaiise on the inaintenanre of real 
estate values the solvenc.v of the 
municipalities nnd of many of our 
bank.li depends.

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STRIKES CAN NOT FAIL TO BE HARMFUL 

The strike of the textile workers in Lawrence and the 
strike of the longshoremen in Boston seem to be so ill- 
advised and so untimely that it is apparel t that the drastic 
decisions reached by tlie workers have not been conclusions 
reached after sober and careful consideration. 

If the textile industry is driven from Lawrence, there 
will be 25,000 residents of that city who will have no oppor- 
tunity to obtain employment. . Similarly if the longshoremen 
of Boston persist in demanding wages and working condi- 
tions which are not enjoyed by similar workers in other 
Atlantic ports, there is a grave possibility that the com- 
merce which Boston has enjoyed and which Mayor Curlej 
and many others have been trying to greatly augment will 
be diverted to Nev/ York and other ports. 

For months it has been truthfully said that "anyone who 
^as a job is lucky." 

I We do not claim to know the merits of the contentions 
of the mill owners of Lawrence. If their public stetements 
oan be accepted as accurate portrayals of the financial con- 
ditions of the. mill corporations, and there has been no 
challenge of their accuracy, it is increasingly difficult for 
the mill owners to successfully compete with the textile 
plants of the South where child labor is employed and 
where wages and working conditions are not comparable 
with conditions in Lawrence. 

It would seem that the Lawrence workers should have 
awaited the final outcome of negotiations to amicably ad- 
just the dispute which resulted from the announcement of 
p. 10 per cent wage reduction. The sudden strike, a week 
before the reduction was scheduled to become effective, 
seems to indicate that the textile workers lack the proper 
leadership. If they drive the mills from Lawrence as the 
shoeworkers of Lynn drove the shoe factories from that 
city, the workers, as well as the municipalities will be the 
sufferers. 

The Boston strike is of an entirely different character 
It has been described by national officials of the longshore- 
men's union as a "wildcat" strike. It will be harmful to 
Boston. It is satisfying perhaps for workers, laboring under 
great stress, to give up their jobs, regardless of the situa- 
tions in their homes, but sober reflection sometimes proves 
the folly of spontaneous action. This strike should be 
settled without delay.

AST Sunday one of those undenorr>inational preachers, the 
kind who, unhampered by set rules of conduct and making 
their own standard of ethics, gathered a group of unem- 
ployed about him on Boston Common, and then, making 
sure the newspaper camera men were on hand, distributed free 
lunches. He got the publicity he was seeking. May or Curle y has 
warned him not to repeat the performance and hSsTbld him that 
the city of Boston does not need any such help. 

It is well for ever}' municipality to make sure of the motives 
of all these volunteers.

The longer the legislative hearings 
on motor liability insurance go on 
the more the disputants appear to 
be speakins: difTerent languages or 
dealing with different sets of facts. 
The committees on insurance and 
judiciar.v , if they should ever be able 
to make a report, would have ac- 
compli.^hed the seemingly impossible. 
It would need as much ability, ap- 
parently, to fit the irreconcilable 
facts into a measure that would 
please u single .soul aa it would be 
to reciuirc by statute that the color 
sliouiil weigh so much or that pov- 
erty should be quarantined. 

It is clear, however, that the in- 
surance companies are against the 
field and that the field is pulling and 
hauling against itself. The insur- 
ance companies want only the adop- 
tion of the financial responsibility 
idea of Connecticut. They want com- 
pulsory insurance as now practiced 
by Massachusetts abolished and 
everything else that anybody wants, 
from the governor down, cast out. 
They do not want the 1931 rates 
promulgated for 1932 under any cir- 
cumstances, whatever devices for 
cutting down los.'ies or costs might 
be adopted. They want rates that are 
20 per cent higher than at present 
and threaten court, action if they 
cannot have them. 

But the solidarity of the com- 
panies again.st compulsory insurance 
does not mean that they are certain 
or even likely to get it. The field, 
even if its iilea^ are scattered, is 
I mors or less united on the belief 
that compulsory insurance in some 
form niu.st remain. Nc body likes the 
situation, but nobody seems to b3 
able to Ki:"",;-- ' an ir.!-irovr-'"nt tliat 
pieases anybody else. Gov Ely seems 
to ' ' only one of a crowd of recnm- 
menders. No army of backers has 
.sprung up to fight for demerit rat- 
ing or deductible policies. The Good- 
win- Curloy scheme convinces no- 
body; it simply stirs controversy. 

Why would it not be the logical

of Springfield, the worlc of strag- | 
gling priests following his example I 
■n-ent on and grew and we read the 
names of these apostolic men, and 
view with astonishment the results 
of their work In this part of Mas- i 
sachusetts. The harvest was full, 
but the workers were few. The ; 
few. however, made up in enthusi- 1 
asm and in hard work for the lack 
of these early missionaries exhib- 
it's to the world a religious enthus- 
iasm comparable wilh that of any 
ether diocese in the country. 

I have marveled as I have read 
the history of the Church in New- 
England, since Cheverus was con- 
secrated in ISlfi. at the labors ot 
the pioneers who HG-.\'ed the first 
seed, wlio bore the storms of win- 
ter and the heat of summer, who 
deprived themselves of the merest 
pece.ssaries of life, who tr.aveled 
alniosl through .iungles to bring the 
consolations of religion to the liv- 
ing in the form of the Holy Sac- 
rifice ot the Mass, The pioneer 
spirit was strong among these 
upostles. 

The growth of C.itholicity In 
Ne\y England is shown by the 
number ot now dioceses created, 
and the fifty which sa\i. the begin- 
ning of St. Jerome's church, wit- 
nessed the creation of the diocese 
of Rurlingloii, Vermont, in 185.1. 
and the appointment &4 De Goes- 
briand. a.s Us first hisliop. Ho 
had been a missionary in the far 
parts of the coimlry. and was .tustj 
the. man to connect himself witlil 
the pioneer work going on here. 
In these days your parish wae 
organized, lis beginnings are in- 
teresting. Sit\mt''d in a town 
which has twice the water power 
of any other ci(y in tlic world, it 
sets whirling the whe.ds of a hun- 
dred industries. Labor in largo 
numbers was reeded, and the Inij 
mlgranln flocked to secure employ- 
ment and find here an abiding city. 
Jt hn.s been callerl the Irish city, 
and indeed was first known to the 
world as the "Ireland Depot." The 
Irish came to work with their 
hands, for they were poor, and 
! needed wages to .■JUslnin tliemsel- 
ves and their families. I havi 
often a.sked niyflelf the q\iestion, 
whether the eontrlbution of Ihe 
immigrant to American pro.sperliy 
haa ever been pr-ojierly asses.'^ed 
and recognized. 

A great aulhorily In finance and 
economics, and one not too well 
disposed towards the foreigner, 
several years sgo calculated that 
ths country re.ached a degree of 
imiterial prosperity In ISIT., thiit, 
without auch Immigration, It coul 
not have reached (111 isn5, and 
thlfl immigration -was largely Irish.

"I have often asked myself 
whether the contribution ot the im- 
migrant to American prosperity ha.'!

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To the Editor of the News:— Tho 
executive committee of the Nation.il 
Grange, meeting to deal with the 
agricultural crisis wliich so directly 
concerns it^s 800,000 members. Issued 
Wednesday a .statement which flatly 
contradicts the "bring better business 
by beer" bunkum with which the 
public is beiug so a.ssiduously besieged 
jvust at present. Had this statement 
been wet in .sentiment it would liave 
greeted us in the morning pajjers in 
gigantic headlines. Being so absolute- 
ly pro-prohibition, the Metropolitan 
press hid it— in my jjaijcr it was on 
page 10 and not given a very large 
headline. The big city i)ress gave 
snnilar treatment to Gandhi's con- 
demnation of the liquor traffic in In- 
dia in the course of hLs recent radio 
address. 

May I have space to quote from the 
statement issued by the Grange exe- 
cutive committee? It tells us "At 
various tiries during the past few 
years, the National Grange has made 
studies regarding the economic ef- 
lects of prohibition upon the farmi.ig 
interests. The facts dlsclo.sed by these 
studies show conclusively tli'at the 
resumption of the brewing indu.stry 
in the United States would be detri- 
mental to the interests of agricul- 
ture." Stating that the xxr capita 
consumption of dairy products has 
increased 242.7 pounds during the 
period of 1917 to 1929, the committee 
.says, "If, because of the resumption 
of brewing, the per capita consump- 
tion of dairy and poultry i^oducts 
should droii to the same level as in 
the days of the saloon, agriculture 
would suffer a tremimdous loss and 
one it could ill afford to bear. It 
stands to rea.son that if the Ameri- 
can jjcople should spend a large pro- 
portion of their earnings for beer, 
thiy would have just that much less 
to spend for food, clothing' and 
shelter." 

In other words, not only the farm- 
er but every worker in industries 
producing socially valuable products 
would suffer as a consequence of the 
resumption of a business that is so- 
cially detrimental and could give em- 
ployment to only a small number 
com|)ared to the number that would 
thereby be thrown out of employ- 
ment in legitimate industry. It Is 
very noticeable to those who think 
dec))ly and unselfi.shly that Germany 
and England, perhaps the two coun- 
tries sulTering most financially at the 
present time, arc countries where 
beer flows freely. 

Those who are shouting for beer 
would serve God and country far bet- 
ter by i^eeking the real causes of the 
great crisis in which the world finds 
itself. I often find my.self in sharp 
disagreement with Mayor Curley of 
Boston (as on this ;ntW5f"1il3ffition' 
but it seems to me that he spoke the 
truth in saying, "I firmly believe that 
what wc should do today to solve the 
great problem that confronts us in 
connection with these war debts. Is 
to abrogate all war debts on the 
agreement by the foreign countries to 
a plan of universal disarmament up- 
on a basis acceptable to us. Now is 
the psychological moment to ac- 
complish this." He furtlier says. In 
speaking of the saving which would 
be effected in America by abolition of 
our armed forces, "In 16 years this 
would pay off our own federal in- 
debtedness." 

This suggestion of Mr. Curley would 
need to be accompanied by the adop- 
tion of some such program of in- 



dustrial planning and co-operation 
(a.s^ opposed to ruthless competition 
and unplanned individualism) as the 
recently advanced "Swope plan," 
name^d for the originator who is 
president of the General Electric;, 
Company. Let the foolish and futile 
shouting for a socially undesirable 
and destructive drink give way and 
let us all put our shoulders to the 
wheel and secure such changes in in- 
ternational relations and our eco- 
nomic system as will bring us la.sting 
peace and an ample livelihood for 
ei-ery family on earth. In tlie la.st 
analysis what wa need is deeper even 
than any plan or program; it is a 
spiritual revolution for which every 
bcneyer in a good and loving per-

Because the new Board of Tax Appeals hasbeei 
reducing valuations fixed by the Boston asseasoi 
Mayor Curley urges its abolition and the enaci 
ment of'STfaw requiring abatement cases to bi 
tried before a jury. 

That cities and towns would fare any better i: 
Mr. Curley's proposal were adopted is question' 
qble. He stresses the fact that in land takings byl 
the city the juries frequently award damages in! 
excess of the assessed valuations.*^ So they do, butl 
fixing the sum which a property owner should be 
paid for his land is different from fixing the suml 
at which he should be assessed. Juries frequently! 
.show a disposition to soak the city. In cases ofl 
land-taking.s this would lead to high valuations.j 
and in abatement cases to low ones. 

The mayor was stirred to action by a case in: 
which the owners of property placed on It a val-l 
uation of $7.'5,0O0. The assessors put it higher, but| 
compromised on $95,000. The owner appealed andjl 
the board fixed the value at $4,5,000. The owner's] 
assent to the $75,000 valuation does not prove the 
board in error. The fact is that real estate is gen-jl 
erally over-assessed, and valuations would be dif-j 
flcult to sustain before any impartial tribunal, '' 
The assessors are supposed to know land val^j 
ues, but we sometimes wonder whether the fulll 
and fair cash value stipulated in the tax law can] 
be determined with any certainty. It is amazin, 
how real estate men of sufficient knowledge o£| 
values to qualify in the courts as expert witnesses 
disagree in such matters. In conderanatfon pro- 
ceedings, for example, the city's experts will value! 
property at twenty thousand dollars, and the own-] 
er's experts at sixty — an amazing discrepancy, yet] 
not larger than is found in many cases tried in 
the courts. Who can say, when the doctors dis-J 
agree like this, what the true value is? 

The law being what it is, uniformity in valua- 
tions appeal.s more to the taxpayers than the fai 
cash value. Valuations, after all, are only one fac-; 
tor in the essential thing, which is the amount o: 
taxes paid, and there Is no particular advantage; 
in getting valuationa lowered if the gain is offset 
by an increase in the rate. Owners do want ti 
feel, however, that their valuation is on the sami 
general level as all others, and that all are bein 
treated alike.

Pre- 
viously they received $1.30 per 
hour for overtime, and they insist 
on getting the same now, as well 
as a double amount for work ac- 
complished during the lunch hour.

CURLEV BOOMS ROOSEVELT 

(Worcester Telegram) 
Mayor Curley of Bcston has a 
perfect right to work for the nomi- 
nation and election of Governor 
Roo.se\-elt of New York as the next 
president. Mr. Curley's vigorous 
Lexington .speech, however, is weak- 
ened by two Uiing.s. In the first 
place his attack on Pi'esidcnt Hoo- 
ver is much harsher than the cir- 
cumstances justify. Both Mr. Hoo- 
ver and Mr, Roosevelt are engaged 
in planning for the relief of the 
needy next winter, Theii' methods 
are not wholly the same. Mr. Hoo- 
ver evidently places moi'c reliance 
upon individuals and private organ- 
izations than Mr. Roosevelt does. 
But when Mr. Curley unreservedly 
praises Mr. Roosevelt while un- 
reservedly condemning Mr, Hoover, 
he shows a large exce.ss of partisan 
enthusiasm. 

Secondly, Mr. Rcxxsevelt's plan 
cannot be adopted without republi- 
can help, .since the democrats are 
not in control of the New York leg- 
islature. Similarly, Mr. Ely needed 
republican support for his program 
of public works expansion this 
year, and received it, although some 
.compromises were made. In many 
ways the Ely policies and the Roose- 
velt policies are alike. Yet Mr, 
Curley extr;ivagantly lauds Mr. 
Roosevelt's .services t,o New York 
while virtually ignoring Mr. Ely's 
.services to Ma.ssachusetts. That 
looks queer, tio say the least.

BOARD ON AUTO 

^INSURANCE ACT 



The special committre of city so- 
licitors and town coun.-'els for thp 
rrveral rounties of the Slate, »p- ' 
pointed at a mertinir railed by 
Mayor Curlev of Boston, has adopt- 
ed Ssm'Mr rerommvndatinns per- 
lalninic to the motor vehicle liabil- 
ity insurance act, which are to be 
presented to the special session of 
the leitislalurc, ( ity .Solicitor 
Thomas W. Prince represents Tly- 
mouth county on the committee. 

Alty Prince vifrorou.^ly nppo.se;; the 
fifth rl.Ti.se of the (general jiroposa! of 
he comnilttpp brcau.sr it provides for 
the elimination of lifibillty to guests 
of the in.sured while riding in the car 
of the insured. 

Mr. Prince advanced a proposal 
which wa.s not adopted by the com- 
inlttpc but which he believes will as- 
sist Rreatly in the solution of the 
present problem. The most salient 
point of his plan provides for the 
creation of a general fund to Ije s' .1- 
scnt>ed to by autoists who are in ac- 
cidents involving personal injury. He 
declares that such a fund could t* 
apportioned in several ways, including 
the setting aside ol a sum to pay the 
costs for hit and run drivers. He also 
suggests that cities and towns should 
be reimbursed in proportion to the 
number of accident* and that .such 
money could be used for the imme- 
diate and thorough investigation of 
accidents. 

The Recommendailonx. 

The rrcoininendationx of the special 
cominittee loUow: 

"At «n ttJjourned imetitiK «* the 
committee of city ioHcitors •nd 
.own counaeU for Ue Mveral coun- 



itles of the caRunonwealth. appointed 
at a meetinc called by Hik Honor, 
Mayor JaiOM^sJUmijy of Boston, 
it was voted that the following 
recommendations be m.tde to the 
special ses-sion of the legislature. 

"That we are oppo.sed to the re» 
peal of the present compulsory 
motor vehicle liability insurance act. 
"That notices within a limited 
time be required from claimants 
under the provisions of said act for 
per.sonal injuries or death, with ad- 
ditional provisions properly safe- 
gTiardlng and protecting the right* 
of the claimants.

report their findings to the said 
commissioner, district-attorneys 
and other pubhc officials or 
bodies which they deem proper. 
"That the present law requiring ! 
that fatal accidents be investigated 
be so amended as to require that all 
liccidents liivohing per.sonal injury 
.sliall be promptly investigated. The 
benefits to the public of prompt 
rn»rt «nd lnvestlg«tton of accidents 
tnvohinp personal injuries Is so ap- 
parent that we recommend the ap- 
pointment of such numtier of In- 
spectors as will assure prompt in- 
vestigation of all such accidents, and 
that the reports of such inspectors 
be final in the registry of motor 
vehicles and open to nublic inspec- 
tion. 

"The elimination of liability under 
."iaid set to guest* of th« Insured 
while in the car of the a.ssured. 
, "That the legislature promulgate 
I for 1932 the present 1931 rates or

mendattons may warrant," 
It wa.s further voted: 
"To oppose the writing of de- 
ductible policies under said act be- 
cause no form of deductible policy 
seems expedient or practical, and 

"That no practical demerit plan 
can be devi-sed under the existing 
conditions which would promote a 
reduction in rates, 

"The merits of either a monopo- 
listic or competitive State fund as a 
substitute for the pre.sent act were 
not considered because neither plan 
meets the oresent ^mer«»nrv 
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' "^Motor Imnrance Ideas 

The four principal forces now ob- 
aen'able In the motor liability insur- 
ance engragement now being waged 
on Beaton hill are Gov Ely and the 
adniinistration; former Registrar 
Frank A. Goodwin, Mayor Curley 
and the committee of city solicitors 
and town counsel, now jn alliance; 
the insurance companies, and the 
"jrood" districts and "good" drivers 
,^0 do not want their rates to • \i 
ii$, Most of these forces are pushing 
or pulling in different directions and 
tjiere are numerous lesser ideas and 
influences, representing about every- 
thing that has ever been thought of 
in the way of insurance and high- 
Way reform. 

The insurance companies at pres- 
ent appear to be standing almost 
Alone in their desire to have com- 
pulsory insuwince repealed, and this 
in epite of the fact that none of the 
other states has followed in the 
ffjotsteps of Massachusetts. But Gov 
Ely, Mr Goodwin and M^,i;(yt Cur- 
Ji t^^'a. . city solicitor committee have 
deiinitely declared against the re- 
peal of compulsory insurance snd 
the feeling in the districts now fa- 
vored by low rates is reported as fa- 
vorable to its retention. 

But the lefenders of compulsory 
insurance d.'ffer widely among them- 
selves. Whereas Gov Ely wants de- 
merit rating and a deductible policy, 
Mr Goodwin and tlie Curley com- 
mittee want neither. The Goodwin- 
Curley program adopts the Ely pro- 
posals regarding the outlawing of 
guest accident claims and the 
prompt investigation of accidents by 
state officers, but it proposes fur- 
ther the creation of a state rating 
and accident bureau in place of the 
present bureau maintained bv ♦K'- 
insurance compani'".s. A state insur- 
ance fund ia not proposed for the 
present by either Gov Ely, who has 
lately suggested it as an alternative 
should the insurance companies be 
iinresponaive to liis proposal of cen- 
tralizing the iompuliory business, or 
by Mr Goodwin, who heretofore has 
been the chief advocate of state in- 
fsuran^n. 

I Little lias been heard of flat rate 
insurance since Gov Ely proposed 
that the zones be modified. In view 
of the strong feeling in Boston and 
other- still more heavily penalized 
municipalities in the eastern part of 
the state, it vtiW be strange if the 
tpecial session should not see a 
strong drive for the abolition of 
zoning and a strong resistance from 
the cities *nd towns which now en- 



|oy favorable rates. Flat ratinjr 
would probably nlean increasing the 
present rates in about half the state 
in spite of demerit rating, deductible 
insurance and increased efforts at 
eliminating fraud, and reform in 
highway behavior.

Governor Ely would not comment 
publicly oil the.sR developments 
Tuesday night. Those clo.se to the 
aximinlstration indicated his feeling 
was the opposing programr, i-oulrl 
not accomplish re.sults. The gover- 
nor was represented as entirely 
confident that when the Legisla- 
ture acted it would be to adopt his 
program "because it is the only so- 
lution that offers permament re- 
sults." 

The Curley committee voted to.

McGrath Backs 

Curley On Tax 
*^Appeal Issue 

Mayor McGrath strongly approves 
cf Mayor Curley's determination to 
file a bill v.'ith the incoming legisla- 
ture to do away with the tax appeal 
board recently created by law. While 
Quincy has had no direct association 
with the appeal board so far, the 
mayor has always found that a state 
board of this type was nothing more 
than a direct invitation to the great 
army of i)rofessional tax-dodgers to 
.seek their aid rather than take the 
matter to the court. 

The city has had some experience 
with this class of citizen, which is 
numerous in all communities and 
never wants to bear its just propor- 
tion of the public tax. Now that the 
matter can be carried to the state 
it is reported that the docket of the 
board is overwhelmed with applica- 
tions for abatements- 
It is questionable, however, if the 
Boston mayor's proposal to leave the 
settlement of the problems to a jury 
is the proper method because of an 
impression that juries are seldom 
judicially-minded when it comes to 
differences between a city and a pe- 
titioner. 

In order to fully safeguard the 
municipalities the better method 
would be to leave such complex ques- 
tions which involve higlily expert 
knowledge of values and an exact 
knowledge of law to either masters 
or the judges of the superior court, 
thus^ eliminating the personal and 
political factors which tnust enterl 
into determination by other bodies. 

Boston's experience has, according 
to reports, not been satisfactory and 
consequently the move to do away 
with the present board and set up a 
substitute has gained con.slderable 
force. The legislature may hesitate 
however, to undo work so recently 
accomplished, but the fact remains 
that the solution of the vexed prob- 
lem of dealing with dissatisfied tax- 
payers has evidently not been met by 
the board of tax appeal.

MOTOR INSURANCE RATES. 

■ The Insurance commissioner, hav- 
ing announced a tentative new sched- 
ule of insurance rates which Is a good 
deal higher than the old one, hecomes 
a target for every vote-mongerlng 
politician. Mayor Curley. who hopes 
to become governor, is r-ii'ticularly 
wroth and wants the commissioner's 
scalp forthwith, as if it were reall.v 
the commissioner's fault. The trouble 
seems to us not to be with the com- 
missioner at all, but with a peculiarly 
ridiculous law. The Boston mayor 
is much nearer the right line when 
he says that the present preposterous 
system should be done away in favor 
of one which will make the careless 
drivers pay the iiighcr premiums and 
the careful drivers lower ones. "Why 
take It out on Commissioner Brown, 
who is merely dcing his duty under 
the law which our General Court has 
thus far refused to change? He didn't 
make the law, but he has to act 
under it. 

No other state has seen fit to copy 
our statute, and no wonder. It com- 
mends itself to no one, and the won- 
der is it was ever passed in the first 
place. The idea of compelling every 
motor owner to insure his car, so as 
to make it certain that redress can 
be had by victims of rarelrss driving, 
is sound enough. It is right and Just 
to compel those who operate these 
dangerous agencies over public roads 
to insure against damage to others. 
The trouble lies in the way it is done, 
splitting the state into zones with 
varying rates, and prescribing differ- 
ent rates for different grades of car, 
as it a man whose log was broken by 
a Ford would be less injured than 
one whose limbs were fractured by a 
polls-Royce. It would be fairer all 
ground to make the drivers with .1 
record for accidents due to their own 
fault pay more for their insurance, 
because they are worse risks, and not 
take it out on the careful operators 
who happen to live In a high-tre- 
ciucncy zone, but who never them- 
selves invite trouble by their reck- 
lessness. 

If the next session of the lp>;i.sla- 
ture does nothing else, it would be 
well for it at least I0 stihstitute some 
sensible insurance system for this 
universally execrated one. If the 
rVrcsent law is kept, higher rates can 
hardly be avoided, though politirians 
bellow as never before. An thinss 
."land, tlie premiums do not make 
whole the insurers and they ought at 
least to do tliat. We can see no rea- 
son for the state's undertaking an 
Insurance business for itself; but 
there l.s abundant rea.son for appor- 
tioning the premiums on a "demerit" 
basis. 
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PROTEST NEW K.4TES 

Nobody will be surprised to read 
that Mayor Curlpv of Bo.ston and 
Frank A. GofXt^ii, former motor 
vehicle registrar, are dlsgu.stcd with 
the automobile liability insurance 
rf'.tes posted by State Insurance 
Cominis-sioner Brown and these two 
publicists are getting front page 
po.sitions in most of the newspapers. 
But, after all, why should these per- 
sons get any more space for their 
opinions than John Smith? Neither ' 
is a superman, neither is any more ' 
entitled to set himself up as a jjtib- 
Jic benefactor than is the afore- 
mentioned John Smith. A similar 
rate schedule posted by either of the 
gentlemen as being just right would 
be hammered just as much as the 
one filed by Commissioner Brown. : 
All of which goes for Ex-Governor 
Fuller et al. Puller says if we elimi- 
nated the frauds the advances 
would be needless though this doe;-; 
not seem to explain it all. It wouki j 
be passing strange if there were not f 
.some inequalities in Commi,s.sionei- i 
Brown's rate sheet, but his principle | 
of charging higher rates in localities 
where there are the most accident 
is in accord with the policy of fire 
Jn.siu-ancc companies in graduating 
their rates according to the number 
of fires in certain localities. 

A building equipped with sprink- 
lers gets a lower fire insurance rale 
than one that is not, so Commis- 
sioner Brown .say.s that liability in- 
s-urance rates ought to be more in 
regions whet* there are the most 
accidents. 

But to sum up the entire matter, 
owing to the fact that so many un- 
usual situations arise in the field of 
compulsoi-y automobile liabilily in- 
surance, 'it is not ea.sy to frame a 
perfect insurance rate.

Mayor Curley formaliy launched 
the 'RgC Bc ve lV boom at Lexington 
last Saturday. His political judgment I 
seems excellent, lor Franklin D.I 
Roosevelt certainly is the best candi- 
date whom the Democrats can bring 
forward. If not exactly electric and 
inspiring, he is certainly safe, sane 
and sober. Under the circumstances 
he has a chance for election and 
that, we feel, is more than can be 
said of any other Democratic candi- 
date. Mayor Curley did well to re- 
buke the Democratic factions which 
are standing out for other candi- 
dates.

Already in political ciryleX there is speculation as to wliether Qov- 
frnor Ely Avill seek re-eleci^ion.NLienteiiaiit Governor Younpman and his 
friends arc most anxious/to find just what the governor's intentions are, 
relative to seeking a seo.Ond term. 

Perhaps this desire to find out whether Governor Kly will be a can- 
didate for re-election is intensitied by the current rumor that Mayor Curley 
of Boston will be a candidate for the office of chief executive next year. 
Among 15o.ston politicians, it is rogurded as almost a certainty that Mayor 
Curley will be a candidate for the higher oflice. This would hardly be fair 
to Governor Ely or to the democratic party. The governor won a victory 
over a republican opponent and brought his party into power. That being 
so, he should have a second term without opposition in his own party, 
provided he makes an able and efficient executive whose administration is 
creditable to himself and his party. 

Governor Ely's administration since he entered the office, has been 
entirely creditable. Indeed it has marked him as an executive of eminent 
ability, fairness and sound judgment in dealing with the very onerous 
questions that called for executive action in one of the most trying 
periods in the history of the commonwealth. 

In case Mayor Curley attempts to secure the nomination against the 
governor next year, he will naturally be expected to show some reason 
why ho should be preferred to the governor. In that case, he would have to 
pick flaws in the governor's record in office. Such a course would lead 
to a conflict within the ])arty which would jirobiibly leave soreness among 
the adherents of both cinnlidiUes that would not be healed on election day. 

Thus the party strength would be weakened and the I'liance of electing 
the nominee proportionally lessened. That woidd serve the interests of 
the republican party in materially aiding Mr. Youngman or whomsoever 
the republicans nominate. We do not believe Mayor Curley would improve 
his .jolitical fortio.os by ndopiinf; a course cabMdated to split the party 
in the state and destroy the assurance of victory offered by a united party 
in support of Governor Ely.

He can 
well afford to avoid a course that might jeopardize the solidarity of the 
party which is an essential political asset for any democratic aspirant for 
the office of governor in this stat0\

can point, and lead, the way out? These sugges- 
tions are on record: 

A stale fund; a demerit system; a merit sys- 
tem; a vigorous reform among lawyers, doctors 
and insurance agents, to eliminate crooked claims; 
and an inventigation. 

An interesting fact in connection with the pre- 
vailing agitation is that at the moment there Is 
less assault on the essential principle of the law 
than on the manner of its operation. It appears 
to be generally accepted that tlie principle, re- 
quiring every operator of a car to be financially 
responsible for any injury to persons, is sound 
and to be preserved. This 1» a change from the 
attack which sought to wipe the whole law from 
the statute books. 

The personal political application of this issue 
is chiefly to the present governor — because while 
any other polltii'al figure Is free to offer suggea- 
tlong, destructive or constructive, it Is within the 
power of the governor not only to present a solu- 
tion but to make it Work. Thus, the governor's 
radio broadcast next Tuesday will have Bigniti- 
cauce in relation to his renonilnation and re-elec- 
tion — assuming that he wants them. He has (his 
issue almost entirely In his own hands now.

bation, reform, moral reconstruction, the salvage 
of human character. Jails have been modernized, 
made more healthful, less oppressive to the In- 
mates. More and more entertainment has been of- 
fered prisoners. Greater degrees of personal free- 
dom have been theirs. Honor systems have been 
multiplied. The problem of crime has been ap- 
proached on a basis of theory and psychology. 

The state's commissioner of correction Is of 
those who believe sincerely and intensely in the 
modern methods. He is a psychiatrist of dislinc- 
ilou, an authority ou the whole wide subject. Can 
he, or will he undertake to, combat the wave of 
drastic suggestion which is at the point of trying 
to demolish what the theorists have been so care- 
fully building up over a generation? 

Against him and his associates in thought are 
arrayed such practical men as the Middlesex dis- 
trict attorney, a judge of the Superior court; and 
the political mind that undertakes to read public 
sentiment. 

Here, again, (he political significance applies 
principally to the presput governor. His "shoot-to- 
kill" thORPht does not offer a practicable cure for 
the situation, though it probably expresses what 
is in the minds of many persons.

He celebrated Labor day by an- 
nouncing that beginning with the 
new year city employes here will 
work on a flve-day week basis.

The fedoral postoffice department 
tries to operate more nearly on a 
strict business basis than does the 
goverrmionts of our liKindreds of 
municipalities throughout the coun- 
try, and that is one big reason why 
one finds Mcssr.s. Curley and Brown 
singing out of harmony on the moot 
question of a shorter working week. 
If the government, whether it is 
municipal, stat<;, or federal, conducted 
its affairs on sound business princi- 
ples, it would never advocate increas- 
ing production costs by jacking up 
the payroll at a time when business 
was !)cor and income was declining 
A politician, of course, does not 
have to think of the consequences of 
his rash moves. Mayor Curley may 
propose offhand in a Labor Day 
speech a five-day week for municipal 
employees, and as far as he is con- 
cerned the matter ends there. But 
the taxpayers do not find an end of 
the matter so quickly and easily. 
They are left holding the bag; they 
must foot the added bill which the 
five-day week will mean. 

A municipality should be run in 
many respects like a large business 
roi-poration. It functions to give its 
citizens certain services — police and 
fire protection, refuse collection, 
ctiect. consUuction and maintenance, 
sui)ervision ot water supply, public 
health, parks, playgrounds, and simi- 
lar services. For every dollar of the 
ta.xpayer's money the government 
should aim to obtain for the people a 
jfull dollar's worth of service. 

Certainly, this business procedure 
jcannot l^e followed when the mayor, 
or head of the corporation, advocates 
less work for the same pay on the 
part of subordinates. Su"h ? mayor 
may be compared to a corporation 
chairman who says to his subordi- 
nates: "Tlie books are showing this 
year o loss where la.st year they 
showed a profit Consequently, I am 
going to give each and every one of 
vou an increase in pay."

It is also true that 
they go up because the business ol 
making false or exorbitant claims grows 
every year bolder, and the Insurance 
companies yield to such claims without 
fighting them. They also go up because 
careless and incompetent drivers are 
not properly penalized and the good 
drivers who seldom or never have an 
accident are required to bear the 
burden of other people's offenses. It 
does no good to demand the remov.il 
of the Commissioner as Mayor Cujjeyl 
and countless minor polifliSlSfK" arc 
shrieking for.

Wliat organized labor has sorugtht 
for a decade. Mayor Curiiy grants by 
a stroke of the pen, oT rather by a 
few melimuoiis words Irom that la- 
cile tongue. How does he do It? By 
v/hat authority does he add. 800 peo- 
ple to the pay roll? Most people are 
so dazed by the strange happenings 
or the.se ominous times that they do 
not question the mayor's authority. 
However, Mayor Curley Is not yet a 
czar, and we have no doubt that tax 
payers through the courts Will ques- 
tion his right to confiscate their 
property by increasing their tax bur- 
dens. What the country needs is low- 
er taxes rather than higher. 

Selectman Bremer of Brookline ap- 
proves the mayors action except In 
one respect. He would have flv- days 
pay given for five days' labor. Tils 
would not suit the mayor, nor ort,J.n- 
ized labor whose votes he o 'eKS.

Almost universally we are 
obliged to cut down our expenses and 
live within a reduced Income. Pub- 
lic employes have the same income 
as before, and have it every week In 
the year. Moreover, the cost of living 
has "in fact raised the buying power 
io' their salaries, and they are sitting 
pretty. Municipal employes, postai 
clerks and carriers are better off thi>a 
ever in these hard times. Mayor Cur 
ley however, does not ask for an> 
sacrifices from' this privileged class, 
and will give them five and a haU 
davs' pay for five days labor. 

Thus we go on defying economic 
law. Chile has had a rebellion be- 
cause for years that nation has de- 
fied economic law. Fall River Is In 
the receiver's hands because she ('.- 
ficd economic law, and several other 
Massachusette cities are hastening 
toward the same goal. The whole 
country is depressed because it has 
been defying economic law. He also 
wants the nation to borrow five bil- 
lions for an enormous building pro- 
gram.

Mayor Curleys ^'ive-Day Week 

As the city of Boston's contribution toward 
a ;-')lutioii of the iinemploynient problem, Mayor 
James M. Curlcy has announced th;it, beginning 
Jan. 1, all municipal employes directly under 
the control of the City Hall will C'o on a five- 
day working week basis in order to provide 
more work for the jobless. It is estimated that 
about 7000 of the city's 20,000 employes will be 
aft'ecfe<l, as for obvious reasons the new plan 
cannot include the police and fu'cmen or em- 
ployes in certain other city <lepartmcnts. 

Mayor Curlcy is (|uoted as saying that it 
will provide work for 800 additional pcr.s,ons on 
the five-day week basis. It should do more than 
that, if the 7000 eslimate is correct, for to 
ran-y on the regular work schedule, six men 
\"orking five days a week will be required to do 
the work five men have been doing in six 
ilays. This would call apparently for 1400 ad- 
ditional persons, or a total of R-)00 instead of the 
present 7000. 

Bo that as it may, a highly interesting 
feature of the Mayor's plan is that while it 
reduces the working time of eacli employe by 
one day a week it does not reduce his pay. The 
compensation will be the same for five days as 
i-, now is for six days, not only f "^he present 
employes but also for the SOO or :i)n, which- 
ever it may be, additional employes to be taken 
on. This should make it agreeable to the em- 
ployes, present and prospective, but possibly not 
so agreeable for the taxpayers. 

It is stated in one Boston paper that esti- 
mates of fhe additional expense involved inin 
fi-om !?2.'>,000 a week up. Whatever tlie correct 
figuiu may be, it is certain that the payroll of 
the city is, in the words of the Boston Post, 
"bound (o be vastly increased," and equally 
certain "that the money must be provided to 
meet it." Of course, there is only one source 
fnmi which this money can come and that is the 
already somewhat burdened taxpayers, the great 
majority of whom will continue to work on a 
six-day .schedule, if by good fortune they ni:inage 
to retain their work or business. 

The Post refers to it a.i an "ambitious pro- 
t;ram," and, calling attention to the fact that 
Mayor Curley recently announced that there 
woidd be no salaiy increases for city employes, 
makes the point that reducing the hours of 
l!;bor one-sixth and at the same time continuing 
Ihe wage scale now in effect is in reality a raise 
in pa;,-.

However, Mayor Curley is jubilant about it 
now. if he may not be nhen be tackles the city 
budget and has heard Trom the taxpayers.

In developing such 
a system. Selectman Specht eexplaln- 
cd this moinnif; that the peicentairo 
of drivers with pood records Is so 
much fri-eater than those who have 
been involved in accidents that the 
additional premium for the latter 
frroiip would be unreasonable and 
therefore suRRests that the percent- 
ac-e of the demerited sroup be in- 
creased by including not only those 
who h.avo been involved in accidents 
involving per.,onaI injury hut also 
those who have been convicted of 
speeding or other major ^^olations of 
tne motor vehicle la-.v.s.

STRANDWAY HEARING 
CLEARS SOME POINTS 
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Mayor Curley Urges Both Sides Make Concessions. 
McDonald to Draw Another Compromise Plan 



The nieetinK in the council cham- 
ber on the Strandway location last 
Friday, helped to clear up a lot of 
misunderstanding and it is hoped will 
prepare the way for the best poaalble 
solutions of the problem in the inter- ! 
ests of the entire locality of East Bos- 1 
ton and the public. The efforts of] 
politicians to make a pow-wow out of 
the meetiuK were definitely squelched 
by Mayor Curley wlien he came in and 
took over its condu<^t after ('hairnian 
Long; had described the several plans 
In an opening statement. 

The Park Dept. Plan 
The location of tlie Strandway. as 
proposed in the Parji Commission 
plan, starts at the Neptune Ud. 
bridge over tlie Narrow fiauge, hugs 
the railroad lo<ation closely and 
passes through Coleridge St., leav- 
ing the I'igeon and other property on 
tlic shore side, continuing on about 
parallel to the Narrow (iauge, curving 
around the edge of the cove to Bays- 
water St.. whicli it parallels the en- 
tire length. tluMue around by the boat 
yard and liimbei- yard to Saratoga 
St. The plan is for a road 150 feci 
wide and willi \w provision for a 
beach front. Outside tluil lo<-ation tlie 
Boston I'ort Development company 
owns nearly 12.000,(100 .square feet of 
flats, or nearly a fourtli of the entire 
larea of the company jjroperty in I'last 
I Boston. It was poiTited out that the 
company and Its predecess(H-s have 
paid a heavy lax during all I lie years 
It has been held. In tlie last :!0 years 
the ta.x on these Hats, covered at high 
tiile by water, has approximated 
$12,000 to $15.00(1 a year. In favoring 
the Strandway location of tlie I'ark 
department many peisons iiave in- 
sisted that when the Strandway is con- 
structed on the Park department lo- 
cation, the flats on the seaward side 
shall become lieacli property and a 
yacht roadstead, foi' which no com- 
pensation may be jiaid to the owners. 
Tlie plan iirovlded for two 40-foot 
vehicde roads, a 20-foot reservation 
between tlicm and a lO-iowt sidewalk 
on ea<'h sidiv It presided for no 
beacll or parking reservation for the 
public. It left the land in front of 
It to be utilized by the Port Develop- 
ment company for industrial pur- 
poses, railway yard trackage or any- 
thing it saw fit. Those favorlnR that 
plan did not vision anything but a 
l»e^utlful bench and a yacht h.a8in, 
wjileh would have to ,tHi conBtru<gt«4 



Claim Riparian Rights 
The proponents of tiie skiiting road 
have claimed that people bimght land 
on Shay's hill with riparian rights. 
No land, however, was thus sold with 
any shore riglits in the entire Bays- 
water St. section. The Shay's hill 
section was sold fo A. O. Tomasello 
many years ago by metes .ind bounds. 
What the purchasers of lots from Tom- 
asello were told, they only know; but 
there was neillu.'r written deed nor 
private uiiilerstanding that gave own- 
ers of that land any interest in tlie 
Hals (If llio company. 

Plans on Exhibition 
When the hearing in City hall 
opened, the Park (loparlmenl plan, as 
above described, was on exhiliition. 
The Development comiiany also had a 
large plan showing in different, colors 
the three proiiosed routes -first, the 
I'ark iilaii; second, the cdinpaiiy's or 
original substitute plan wliicli touched 
only the eastern end of Hayswater 
St.. on its way to Saratoga St., 
and third, (he conijiany's compromise 
Iilan ('onnecting with Hayswater St. 
at Waupello Kd. No plan except both 
those iiroposed l)y the company, pro- 
vided for a l)ea(li frontage or for 
parking sjjace. 

There are 10 bouses fronting on 
Hayswater St.. from Thurston St. to 
Waupello ltd. In or<ler to give Ihi.s 
limited number of hinises frontage on 
the proposed lioulevard. th(> propo- 
nents of the Park department cove 
plan favored a narrow boulevard, with 
a sbaiply acute angle a( Thurston 
St. 

Development Company's Plan 
The Development company plan 
showed a Strandway, 225 feet wide. 
coniiecliiig with Hayswater St. at 
Wauiiello Kd.. thence around the 
shdic on Hayswater St. to Saratoga 
St. 'I'bere was also a highway con- 
nection from the lioulevard to Austin 
St. or St. Kdwaid's Hd. In front 
of tlie boulevard as laid out was a 
beach 500 feet wide, partly on public 
land but for the most part on land 
of (be Develoinnent company Front- 
ing on the beach was ample area for 
(he parking of thonsands of cars by 
which the Strandway could be made 
a real and attractive resort for the 
people of (ireater Hoston. It supplied 
a continuous waterfront construction 
from Wood Island park almost to the 
Winlhrop line. Mr. McDonald ex- 
plained tliat by the selection of that 
location the company would consider 
making a proposition under which the 
enterprise could be carried through 
for the amount of the appropriation. 
Mr. Lions; bad said that the Interior 



road plan,' providing for no beach and 
no parking space, would cost in ex- 
cess of the appropriation, for con- 
struction purposes only. 

McDonald Stresaet a Point 
Mr. McDonald made It very plain 
that the Development company would 
not stand for any further emascula- 
tion of its property rights nor of its 
own plan of port development without 
adequate compensation. When asked 
by Mayor Curley what the company 
would ask for the million feet of its 
land required under the Park depart- 
ment plan, he replied that the State 
paid the company for similar land, 
originally taken by eminent domain 
tor seaport purposes, but now tem- 
porarily leased to the airport, 18 cents 
a foot. Mayor Curley thought the com- 
pany should part with its land for 
five cents a foot, the approximate 
valuation thereof for tax purposes, 
and urged Mr. McDonald to consider 
that price, which the city would then 
try to take care of. 

Plan for Development of Flats 
It was then Mr. McDonald brought 
into view another plan of development 
for the fiats which contemplates the 
use of the entire area for piers and 
railway connections, fronting on a 
deep water turning basin. He seems 
to he convinced that East Boston 
must be a great shipping and railway 
terminal in the not distant future. 
If the area acquired twenty years ago 
tor a marine port is now to be used as 
an airport, he knew of no other way 
to bring the balance of the company 
land into development except by the 
creation of piers and worehouses on 
its own land. For navigation pur- 
poses to the main harbor channel, 
the picture showed a channel running 
on either one side or the other of 
(iovernor's island. To some of those 
present, this possibility so often re- 
ferred to in the columns of the Argus- 
Advocate, was moat acceptable. To 
others, the picture of piers and ware- 
houses in East Boston was horrible in- 
deed, and tlieir disgust was openly 
registered.

AT LABOR MEETING 



Hits at Machine Age and Advances Opinions OflFered 
by Argus-Advocate. A Fine Address 



Speaking before one of the largest 
Labor day gatherings ever to as- 
seml)le at the Boston Common, Mayor 
Ciirley struck a popular chord with 
East Boston people Monday morning

In his fine address, Mayor Curley 
said in part:

chine age and advocated a five-day 
week. This year's labor meeting 
meant vastly more to the average per- 
son than those of the past, as was 
manifested by the big (nowd on hand. 
The people realized that here was a 
chance to hear some of the best minds 
in tiie state speak their opinions on 
wliat was wrong and what steps were, 
needed to help matters. For every 
person present at the common, it is 
safe to add that there were four lis- 
tening to the addresses as they re- 
sounded through the radio. 

Curley for Five-Day Week 
Without beating around tile bush. 
Mayor Curley advanced his views on 
the unemployment situation which 
faces our country today. His idea of 
a five-day week, starting .lanuary next, 
should have a far-reaching effect on 
conditions. There can be no doubt 
but that it will prove helpful. Should 
other cities and towns fall in line, and 
the idea spread to other parts of the 
country, there Is no telling what the 
final result would be. This much 
«eems certain, however, and that is 
that thousands of people, who are 
without jobs at the present time, 
■would be employed, and that more 
money would be put into circulation. 
Whether or not the wages of people 
now working would he cut to any ap- 
preciable extent remains a matter for 
discussion, the big point being that 
more p%)ple would be employed. The 
idea of a five-day week hinges around 
the fact that in order to produce the 
same quantity of work over the 
shortened period, it would be neces- 
sary to take on additional help. Sucli 
an Idea would be welcomed with open' 
arms in a community such as Kast 
Boston, where the real working man 
is to be found. 

Hits at Machine Age 
Mayor Curley also took the oppor- 
tunity to say something on the ma- 
chine age, which was right to the 
point and quite logical. It was par- 
ticularly Interesting to East Boston- 
luna because tlie Argus-Advocate In its 
Issue of August 28th, editorially com- 
mented on the machine age, without 
any knowledge that the mayor was to 
speak on the same subject. This is 
a major problem, which must be faced 
and discussed sooner or later. In some 
respects and In certain branches of m- 
duBtry, machines have been a helpw 
addition, but there is such a thing a* 
rnt-rvtiMT it too far. *nd this aotwiry

Clifford of the Telephone Com- 
pany has been placed at the head of 
another commission created by Presi- 
dent Hoover to devise ways and means 
of saving the people of this country 
from starvation during the coming 
Winter by conversation. 

"What has the Telephone Company 
done? They have displaced more peo- 
ple from eniployment tlian any other 
single company in America. They 
have put In an automatic device which 
makes a telephone operator out of 
every person who has a telephone In 
nis home or place of business. You do 
the dialing and the work. 

"Down In Wlanno they have an ex- 
perimental station and not a single 
person Is employed there. It is locked 
up.

V THE FIVE-DAY WEEK. 

Past experienro h.ns .shown that 
improvements in labor conditions, 
p.articularly with- regard to working 
hours, have quite generally been 
Initiated in the public service, and 
have eventually been ailopted to a 
considerable extent in industry. It 
therefore seems profiable that Mayor 
Cuilcj^s decision to introduce the 
flveM:iny wecK iu r..~..itcn '« in line 
with a current tendency on the part 
ot offlcials to regard favorably the 
view ot the labor leaders that a uni- 
versal cutting-down ot hour.s ot labor 
would contribute materially to the 
solution of the, problems attending 
the machine age. 

Possibly this view is correct, but 
it should not be a,ccepted without a 
clear understanding of what fewer 
hours of Work arc to mean. AVe may 
leave out ot the question any plan 
for securing free Saturdays by 
lengthening the other working days, 
and assume that the aim is to estab- 
lish a 40-hour week. It this should 
be done, with a proportionate de- 
crease ot weekly pay, presumably the 
effect would be to distribute employ- 
ment more evenl.v and relieve much 
acute distress. This is not, however, 
what labor Is asking. It wants fewer 
hours ot work — but at the same 
weekly rate. As a matter ot fact In 
many occupations wages are already 
so near to the hare cost ot living that 
the.v cannot well be reduced, even tor 
the sake, of securing more leisure for 
the -workers and a better distribution 
of jobs. 



From the earliest period of the 
campaign for shorter hours ot labor, 
it has been evident that the work 
accom.p'lshed has not decreased in 
full proportion to the reduction In 
working time. An ordinary man can 
do more than nve-sixths as much 
work in 10 hours as he can do In 12, 
and more than tour- fifths the work 
in tight hours that he can do In 10. 
That rule, however, might not apply 
indefinitely and it is possible that 
about as much can be accomplished 
per hour in a 48-hour week as In 
one ot 40 hours. Of course any 
speeding-up to compensate for the 
shorter labor period diminishes the 
benefits to be expected from the em- 
ployment of a greater number ot 
workers. On the other hand, it fully 
proportionate speeding-up could be i 
accomplished, there would be no need 
ot reducing the -weekly wage. 

Of course If the flve-day week is 
to be granted with no decrease in 
weekly pay and with no material 
increase ot hourly production, the 
proposal, from the owners' viewpoint 
s to all intents and purposes a 
:all tor ar increase in wages. Just ' 
It present that is not within the ! 
power ot all, or indeed of most, in- I 
lustries to grant. Some have been , 
absolutely forced to reduce, and 
othera may be obliged to follow. 

For the smaller units of industry, 
both those Independently owned and 
those which are run as parts ot con- 
solidations, the question of "over- 
head" comes in. That is proportion- 
ally larger when the factories are 
run or'" .e.'-" d.Tvs in the week in- 
stead of six. Where .several hundred 
operatives are employed, probably 
the "stagger system" could be used 
ao as to keep the mills riuining Sat- 
urdays .and give a different free time 
to those who work on tiiat day. That 
could not be done in the small cstab-i 
llshments. 1 

It It is a basic fact — ^and we be- 
lieve it may be — that the resources 
ot the country and the total earning 
capacity of all its employable men 
and women are sufllclent properly 
apportioned to give everybody a 
decent living with 40 hours' work 
each week, then the flve-day week 
ought to come- Yet It Is quite evi- 
dent that the practical obstacles to 
putting It into effect at once are 
formidable, and that progress must 
necessarily be .slow, .just as all other 
gains tor labor have been obtained 
by degrees rather th.in by any revo- 
lutionary movements.

Boston continues to fume at Ma yor Curlay 's 
schema for putting city employes on a Hv6-d8y 
wpek. The project justilles the hostility It is 
croatinK. If President Thomas J. Cudmore of the 
MoasnchUKetts Krai Estate Owners Association 18 
right on his figures, 2000 additional workers will 
be added to the city's pay rolls at $25 apiece 
weekly. 

On a yearly hasis, this works out to a total QJ 
$2,500,000 of the tax payers' money, with an In- 
cieaise estimated at $1.50 in the Boston tax rate. 
Mr. Curlpy goes on the theory that it is better to 
give a man a job than to give him charity. That 
is a sound theory, if you can find a job or create a 
,npw one to give him. 

The state created new jobs in its public con- 
struction work. But the state did not propose to 
pay six men to do the work which five men were 
doing. Mills and factories, obliged to cut employ- 
ment, have divided their force into shifts so as to 
spread the work among as many employes as pos- 
sible. 

No one expects a factory to give a man six days' 
pay for three days' work. On that plan the "stag- 
ger" system would put the concern into Ifftnk- 
ruptcy, and it t»oiild have work lor nobody dKcept 
the receivers. JMayor Curley himself 'wouldn't' 
venturo to double the force in the city departments 
and double the labor cost ot running them. 

Hut the idea ot paying six men to do five men's 
work means wasting the public money. There Is 
never any justification for that. When it is pro- 
posed to have the ■vraste run up to a couple ot mil- 
lion dollars, the Boston taxpayers ought to find a 
way to prevent it.

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THE BATTLE OF 1912 

Nineteen years ago one of the greatest battles 
in Democratic politics was fought. On one side 
llie lale (jhanip Clark on the other the forces 
iiehind our late President, Woodrow Wilson. 
New Fuigland was a prize sought by both camps. 

Dudley Field Malone, that eminent interna- 
tional barrister was sent to Boston in charge of 
the Wilson headquarters. He immediately opened 
an elaborate suite of offices and started out on 
what looked to be an easy victory. 

(ilhamp (Jlark's friends realized the importance 
of gathering into their camp the New Kngland 
States delegations. To this task they assigned 
Senator Joe Robinson of Arkansas, Kepresenta- 
five .1, M. Graham of Illinois, the then (Congress- 
nian and now Mayor of I5oston, Mass James M. 
Curley and Congressman Scott Ferris of Okla- 
homa. 'I'his delegation of four arri\ed in Boston 
with nothing but a burning desire to get New 
I'-ngland in the Clark column, they had no cam- 
paign fund, they had no elaborate headquarters, 
they had no great newspapers back of their candi- 
date, they had nothing, and at the same time they 
had more than enough. 

In Congressman James M. Curley they had a 
man who has since, and even at that early date 
been adjudged second only to \\'i!liaiii Jennings 
I'i'yau as an orator. 

With an old table and fi\e kitchen chairs for 
office furnitin-e this quartet set out on their her- 
culean (ask. rhey held meetings all over New 
I"3ngland. They made as many as ten speeches 
each day, they never seemed to tire of work. 
Of course in the meantime the Wilson headquart- 
ers were not laying idly by, they likewise were 
in action every minute of the dav. 



Finally the campaign was centered on the City 
of Boston. Both sides cut loose with all their 
guns. It was here that the Clark forces played 
their trump card. Instead of all four going to 
different meetings it was decided they all attend 
the same meetings, that each would speak not 
over three minutes and then Congressman Curley 
^^■ould finish with the speech of the day. 

Curley would take the platform, one minute the 
audience was laughing one minute crying, in fact 
he had them eating out of his hand, so much so 
that when the delegations were elected New Eng- 
land went to Champ C]lark by two and a half to 
one. 

Of course the rest of the story is history, we 
all remember how for a whole day Champ Clark 
had better than a majority of the voters cast at 
Baltimore and how William Jennings Bryan made 
the speech that swimg the convention to Wilson. 
(;;iark immediately upon the nomination of Wood- 
row Wilson, wired his congratulations and prom- 
ised his support and that of his followers. In 
the campaign that followed Scott Ferris, Joe Rob- 
inson, Jim Graham led by the only man who had 
a chance in a debate with the Great Commoner, 
Jim Curley, again campaigned New England and 
once again were victorious. 

To-day Jin. Cjraham is practicing law with his 
son in Springfield, 111.; .loe Robinson is LJ. S. Sen- 
ator from .Arkansas: Scott Ferris is Democratic 
National Committeeman from Oklahoma and 
\'ice Chairman of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee; Jim (]urley is now Mayor of the City of 
Boston, having served in this capacity on three 
different 'occasions. 

This group was to the campaign of 1912 what 
the four horsemen were to Notre Dame.

Interesting Topic of Discussion Furnished 

by Mayor Curley's Announcement of 
\tf Change PRTIntends Making 



Mayor James M. Curley's Labor Day announcement 
Df his intention to inaugurate a five-day week next Janu- 
ary for Boston city employes other than those wprking in 
nstitutions and in the police and fire departments provides 
;he basis for interesting and far-reaching discussion, par- 
;iGularly because he expressed' the hope that the Hub's 
example would be followed by every other community in 
America. 

Boston's mayor declared that he proposed to institute 
Lhe policy to assure the workers of the positions they now 
have. Mayor Curley pointed out that the adoption of the 
five-day week willincrease the number of employes sixteen 
per cent and will offset the vanishing job. He contended 
that the .shortened working week is the only answer to the 
results of the inventive genius which has eliminated 
3,000,000 opportunities for making a livelihood in the past 
ten years and which may wipe out 4,000,000 more in the 
next decade. The details of Mayor Curley's plan are only 
m the formative .stage and he declared that it probably 
woiiJd be sixty days before (liey were complete. 

A rather decided reaction followed in the wake of 
the announcement, favorable in some instancesand unfav- 
orable in othens. Many of the. Boston business leaders 
approved, e.spccially those in industries where the five-da:y 
waek has been successfully practiced. Others were, non- 
committal and still others were obposed because of the fact 
that the Curley plan proposes no loss-of wages in connec- 
tion with the shortening of the working week. 

There has even been talk already of fourt action by 
Ko.ston taxpayers in an endeavor to prevent Mayor Curley 
from carrying out his .proposal on the ground that it would 
be illegaMor the city to use public .funds to pay over to 
thousands of municipal employes six days' wages for but 
hve days of service. He contends that the plan can be 
worked out so that it will hot' burden the taxpayers 

The' first city to fall in line with Mayor Curley's sur- 
ges ion was Cambridge, where the city council Tuesday 
night adopted an order calling for a five-day week with 
full pay for city laborers. However, the order only be- 
comes effective when endorsed by the mayor. Mayor 
n Hara.of Worcester is not in favor of the change at thi', 
time, having been quoted as of the opinion that the ques- 
tion requires much consideration and adding that the 
interests of the taxpa.yers must be safeguarded. 

The five-day week has been in effect among certain of 
the Lawrence municipal employes 'for several years past 
Right now the employes cif the sanitation department are 
on a five-day week schedule and have been for the greater 
part of the pa.st five years. However,.they do not recede 
a full week s wages, but are paid on the basis of the exact 
amount of tmie they work.

(hilc employees are usually the last to Inherit labor reforma or Im- 
'-ing conditions, including higher wages. The man or woman 
municipality, county, state or the federal government is 
lxp«cted, It seems, to take what he or she can get and be satisfied. 
There is a lot of charity in public service. 

These statements are not refuted by the fact that 7,000 city em- 
ployes In Boston will start on a five-day week next January. They are 
letting another day of rest only because tlie unemployment crisis com- 
pelled the city administration to do something, and it was given grudg- 
ingly because it means more money from the pocket of John Smith, tax: 
J>ayer, who would be the Jirst to protest In normal times 

Boston's decision gives enormous Impetus to the flve-day week move- 
ment. A municipal corporation is an effective recruit in the little com- 
pany of private corporations already in line. Tt will bear considerabli 
weight with thousands of business executives and may force other citiei 
ijito similar action to relive the unemployment situation next winter. 

This concession to the public employes of Boston, if you can call an 
Involuntary surrender a concession, is in strange contrast to New York

MANY UNIIt IN

New Schedule Scored 

at State House 

Hearing. 



Boston. Sept. 11.— (HP)— State- 
wide protests against the proposed 
compulsory automobile insurance 
rates for 1B32 were voiced by legis- 
lators, rily and town officials, and 
private citizens at a public hear- 
ing at the State House to-day. 



Approximately 400 persons crowded 
Oardiner auditorium whore State 
Insurance Commissioner Mcrton L. 
Brown presjiJed over the session. 

ThE licaring appeared to have 
been robbed of much spice by Gov. 
Ely'.s recent announcement that he 
would call a Epcclal session of the 
legislature shortly to solve thp auto- 
mobile insurance problem. 

Commls.-iioner Brown announced 
that the purpose of the hearing was 
to Kive anyone tliat desired an op- 
portunity to be heard on the pro- 
po.'ted rates. 

H. F. Sl.oddard. manager of the 
Bo.-iton AutomolMle Club, said mem- 
bers of that organization believe 
they arc not being properly served 
by the increase in rates. He declared 
that they are not blaming the in- 
surance commls.sioner and that Gov. 
Ely in placing the matter before the 
legislature was a step whereby they 
hoped to get nroper relief. 

Rep. James W. Clark, republi- 
can, Amesbury. presented a peti- 
tion signed by 175 motorist.s of 
Amesbury and vicinity protesting 
a.galnst the schedule, claiming 
that the rate for a small car in 
their territory had lacen increased 
from $16 to $25. 

Insurance Firms Protest. 
Representing 45 stock companies 
writing automobile Insurance, Judge 



Frederic Chase then attempted to 
put In the case of the Insurance 
companies which, he said, was to 
criticize the schedule. j 

Judge Chase declared that what I 
the outcome of the special session of 
the legislature would be "no one can 
tell. Until the present act is re- 
pealed or amended it stands as the 
law of the commonwealth and must 
be observed and followed." 

He declared he would introduce his 
evidence in the way of sworn testi- 
mony and was about to call his first 
witness when Samuel Silverman, cor- 
poration counsel for the City of Bo.s- 
ton. appealed to the insurance com- 
missioner that he had ruled that the 
people from the western part of the 
State were to be heard first and not 
the insurance companies. 

Rep. Daniel J. Coalcley, democrat, 
Chicopee, also joined in this protest. 
Coakley didn't think it was fair to 
have the insurance companies give 
their evidence at the start to off.set 
what the people propo.'ipd. 

"I think the people throughout fhf 
commonwealth who have come here 
should be heard first," Coakley .said. 
"These represent ati re:; of the ins\ir- 
anee companie.'--. are getting paid to 
come here and ihey can come any 
time." ' ' 

Further, the legislator pointed 
out that nobody knows what the 
legislature is going to do. and 
therefore the rates should be held 
up anyway.

Mayor Curley i« a staunchadvocate of a five day work 
week. He believes that the development of automatic ma- 
chinery has resulted in such an increase of speed in produc: 
tlion and has eliminated so much manual labor in industries 
that this gain can only be offset by a shortened working 

w^eek. 

There is much upon which the mayor bases his convic- 
tion. But the inauguration of his plan to cease municipal 
activities in Boston every Friday and allow city workers who 
can be released from their regular employment Saturday 
forenoon to enjoy a full holiday does not mean that it will 
be adopted either by governments or by industry. 

The five day week is the goal of organized labor. Their 
idea is that there shouldbea shorter working week without 
any decrease in wages. It is the idea of Mayor Curley to try 
this experiment. 

There is grave danger at this particular time in the a- 
doption of such a radical departure from recognized stand- 
ards Just now Boston is hitting the pocketbooks of the tax 
payers a terrific blow and the fact that 6500 of them were 
unable to pay their taxes of 1930 indicates that the blow has 
been more than they could stand. ' 

The Gazzetta would like to have the five day week uni- 
versally adopted provided that it did not incease the cost 
of living or unduly disturb existing tax situations. 

With unemployment the outstanding trouble through- 
out the world, those who have a job are lucky. Those who 
have federal, state or city jobs are even more lucky. They 
have been working and drawing wages regularly while mil- 
lions of less fortunate men and women have been starving 
or living upon doles or other forms of charity. 

If the five day week would be universally adop^ed, and 
we doubt that such a record will be attained within a few 
years, it would be wonderful. 

Talking of five day weeks ^vhile millions are unemploy- 
ed unless it means that many of the jobless would have steady 
work is not particularly encouraging to the unemployed who 
are hungry. 

We wait with keen interest the definite announcement 
of what Mayor Curley propoes to do in Boston. It will not be 
until a concrete plan is envolved that it can be commented 
upon fairly. Meanwhile we praise the mayor for enunciat- 
ing such a radical departure from recognized custom. It is 
with regret that we note that jobs are no more numerous 
than for the past year. The jobless ar«» entitled to orefer- 
ence over those who have jobs and if the mavor can work 
f^tit some scheme of creating job* without further burdeninjr 
Boston taxpayers, he will be acclaimed as the foremost of 
American leaders. -

I'rohably what Interests 
the most of us. being more or less motorists, is 
(he severely practical side of Die problem, What 
we want Is lower rates -wa want not only so 
much as we can get for our money, hiit we v.ant 
to pay as little ag possible for what we get. Any 
solution that lower* the rates will bo popular 
among motorists. Any aolution which keeps the 
rates up and justifies them will make no popular 
]ilt. The public Is now thinking in terms of dol- 
lars, not of priuciplea at taxation. 



Thiis, a good deal of the prevalent discussion of 
this Insurance is beside the point, from the public 
viewpoint. The average motorist, being sure he Is 
a good driver, Is less interested in the debate on 
contribution of the existing or any other law to 
road safety than he Is in saving a few dollars per 
annum.

(j- The Five ^ .y Week on City Work 



Mayor James M. Curley of Boston, who is nursiing a highly 
developed cast- of giibprnatorial itch, now comes to bat with the 
project to establish a five-day week schedule for city laborers at 
ihc Hub with a six-day week rating on the payroll. The ostensible 
purpose of this arrangement, of course, is to relieve the uiiem- 
ploynient situation in some degree. While the oVjject may be 
most laudable, the method siiRgested savors more strongly ol 
politi( s than of an altriustic effort to help the community as a 
whole. 

The idea of distributing public employment over a wider 
field by further limitation of the periods of employment of those 
now on the payrolls, is whollj' in keeping with the need of the 
times, but increases in compensation of well paid public employe.' 
enjoying the boon of steady work, are preposterous in the existing 
circumstances. Had His Honor proposed a five-day week with a 
five-day wage, he would offer something constructive, and his 
plan would meet vv'ith almost unanimous approval. Thereby, 
employment would be afforded to 16 per. cent, more workers 
and no additional burden would be imposed upon the taxpayers. 
Incidentally, because of the ! :^wer prices of the necessities of life, 
I the loss of one day's employment each week would entail a 
niiniiinuu of sacrifice for the regular workers who now are 
privileged to collect six days' pay on the basis of war-time wages. 
As an aspirant for the governorship, however. Mayor ( urley was 
not inclined to ask this slight concession from the men in the 
municipal service, probably deeming it more expedient, politically, 
to saddle added financial responsibility upon the goats of all 
public emergencies, the taxpayers. 

Were the five-day week to be inaugurated in the Lowell 
street department, the actual gain for the unemployed would be 
but one-half a day a week for each worker now regularly employ- 
ed, as local street department wo.kers are employed but 44 hours 
a week, though re. f-iving 48 hours' pay. The working time was 
reduced a few years ago without any reduction in wages, the 
•iiangr bring Ipo^ali/.ed by raising the hourly rate of compensation. 
When 48 hours constituted a v.'erk'.-. rvnrk in this department, the 
daily wage was $'); under the 44 hour schedule it is ,$5.20. Un- 
like Boston, there is no six-day week in the local street depart- 
ment. Hence, the opportunities of increasing the working force 
by adopting the five-day week are comparatively limited. 

In any case, the adoption of the five-day week is calculated 
to raise new prf>blems, one of which concerns the annual vaca- 
tions of city laborers. To be eligible to a vacation of two weeks 
without loss of pay, the law requires that a laborer shall have 
worked at least 32 weeks of 48 hours during the previous year. 
jConsequently, a Lowell laborer who has been employed only 32 
iweeks does not meet this requirement, for he has worked 128 
hours less than the law stipulates. With a five-day working week 
(40 hours), it would be necessary for a laborer to work more 
than 38 weeks to give the equivalent in service of 32 48-hour 
weeks. This is a situation that w^ill have to be met under the 
Curley plan, and it is not impossible that the shorter working week 
also might have some bearing on the term of service essential to 
pension eligibility. 

But considering the plan in a general way, it may be said 
that it requires no great intellect, no masterly leadership to pro- 
vide extra employment through the medium of additional taxes. 
The veriest tyro can do that. The ofBcial worth while is he that 
can make the existing resources cover more ground without work- 
ing an injustice to anybody. Yet this is quite possUvle in th^ 
public service. ^ ' -^/^ 



"^» OVERPRODUCTION 

Mayor Curley .says that overpro- 
duction ha.s cau.sefl world wide de- 
pres.sion. Rogpr nab.son says there is 
no such thing as overproductlor.; the 
trouble is under-consumption. When 
we loolc at the facts wc find it diffi- 
cult to believe that the world has 
produced more wheat than it can eat. 
It is underconsumption in India and 
China which has created a deficit. A 
change to the gold standard in China 
has decreased the buying capacity of 
China, already lessened by war and 
flood, by at least two-thirds. So 
wheat rots in our bins, while the Chi- 
nese starve. To irtiaginc that the suf- 
fering poor of England and Europe 
have all the clothes they need is rid- 
iculous. They have not the money to 
buy our cotton. It is underconsump- 
tion which creates our surplus of 
cotton. 

We still think the world can con- 
sume all it can produce. The difficul- 
ty lies more in distribution. Ttie 
(Whole subject is of course most com- 
plicated and every decade some new 
factor upsets all previous calculations 
and statistics. The world-wide lower- 
ing of the price level has made more 
trouble than the lowering of 10 feet 
in the ocean would do. The fact that 
no article is worth as much as it was 
two years ago. has puzzled, depressed 
and paralyzed hundreds of thou- 
sands. All sense of values is confused. 
Inventories have varied hke the 
ocean waves in a storm. Firms have 
been ruined by the lower valUe of 
stocks in hand. No power can seem 
to check or control this changing of 
the price level. About aU business 
men can do is to hold on as a ship 
does in a storm until times are.:bet- 
ter. 

Mass production may not be good 
for us. Its vast economies may not be 
worth its dislocation of local mar- 
kets. Mass production must be for 
the world, and not for one nation. A 
belLcr day for smaller productive 
units is coming. There is much Inst 
motion in the great corporations of 
which literally it may be said that 
their right hand knoweth not what 
the left hand doeth. The depression 
marks an epoch, and our experts 
must plan for a new era.

11 there has been exaggeration, it is partly the 
administration's fault, because President Hoover, 
by his actions and his utterances, has given the 
impression that the coming winter would be 
worse than the last. Ifc was to prepare lor this 
eventuality that he created the committee of which 
Mr, Glfford is the head. Indeed, the President 
appeared to take such a gloomy view of the out- 
look that Mayor C urley called him the country's 
"champion gasoline pourer," although Curley him- 
self has since joined the band wagon with others 
who foresee the wor.st.

L A Taxpayers' Strike 

An idea for the imagination to play with 's of- 
fered by President Thomas J. Cudmore oi the 
MassachusctU Real Estate Owners' Association. 
Assailing Mayor Carl5^;s plan of a five-day week 
for city employes, Mr. Cudmore urged members of 
(he a.ssociation to refuse to pay their taxes if it 
were put into effect. "That is our one best weap- 
on," he .said, "a taxpayers' strike." 

We arc not .so sure of that. If all owners of 
real estate refused to pay taxes the immediate 
consequences to the municipality would be disas- 
trous. The real estate levy is the major part of 
the local tax. Without the money the city could 
not retire its temporary loans. It would be a year 
before the property of the delinquents could be 
sold for taxes, and there would be no certainty 
tlien of the money's being secured, because there 
might not be any buycr.s, and the city would have 
to bid the various parcels in. 

In such a situation some way would be found, 
of cour.sc, to carry on municipal activities. The 
question is what would happen to the property 
owners. A taxpayers' strike would be a revolution, 
and when you start a revolution over one thing, 
it is hard to prevent other people joining in over 
other thinRs and, perhaps, taking your revolution 
away from you and giving it, a turn that you 
don't want. Prcs.-^'d too far. a strike by taxpayers 
would soon become a menace to the private own- 
ership of land and the rral estate owners wmild 
wish they hadn't. —

We still think the world can con- 
sume all it can produce. The diffi- 
culty lies more in distribution. The 
whole subject is of course most com- 
plicated and every decade some new 
factor uijsets all previous calculations 
and statistics. The world wide lower- 
ing of tile price level has made more 
trouble than the lowering of 10 feet 
in the ocean would do. The fact that 
no article is worth as much as it was 
two years ago has puzzled, depressed 
and paralysed hundreds of thous- ■ 
and.s. All sense of values is confused. 
Inventories have varied lilce the 
ocean waves in a storm. Firms have 
LM:.en ruined by the lower value of 
stocks in hand. No power can seem 
to check or control this changing of 
the price level. About all business 
men can do is to hold on as a ship 
does in a storm until times are bet- 
ter. 

Mass production may not be good 
lor us. Its vast economies may not 
be worth its dislocation of local mar- 
kets. Mass pioduction must be for 
the wdMd and not for one nation. A 
better day for smaller productive 
units is coming. There is much lost 
motion in the great corporations of 
which literally it may be said that 
the right hand knoweth not what the 
left hand doeth. The depression 
marks an epoch, and our experts 
must plan for a new era.

Mayor James M. Curley i)rofesses to see in a five day working 
week for city employ&wf'a panacea for all unemployment ills. 
He plans to get five days work for si.x days pay and put all new 
employees on the same wage basis. Industry is today 25 percent 
five day week throughout the country. 

To this plan Thomas Cutmore, president of the Massachusetts 
Real Estate Association ofi'ers violent protest, as.serting that it 
will add $2,500,000 to the city payroll and increase the tax bill 
$1.50 per thousand. Pic has counseled all taxpayers to oppose the 
plan. 

On the sam<> line Howard Coonley, president of the Walworth 
Company, declares that business management, and not govern- 
ment, must assume the burden and the responsibility of readjust- 
ment, and in this he is siipportod by over two hundred business 
executives of greater iJoston. 

Finally Roger W. P.ab.son, while admitting that the five day 
plan has some virtue as a temporary expedient, would not go so 
far as to give six days pay for five eiavs work. Thtit, he main- 
tains, is really an increase in pay, and the country is not ready for 
it. Taxpayers are already o\erburdoneii.

It is nothing against Aimee Semple Button ensconced in the respect of intelligent persons, 
or her four-square gospel that Boston continues

ployment relief. Aijijee paid a public compli- 
ment to Mayor_ Curfey's business acumen in 
striking the baigam, hut expenses were heavy. 
Salvation is no longer free. Some 5000 wel- 
comed her the openiiiK night and more than 
20,000 welcomed her departure at the closing 
sers'ice. It may be hoped that Boston has been 
improved by her visit. Many sincere follov.'er? 
End admirers doubtless were benefited, but the 
majority con.sidered her just another gooil 
"show." 

Aimee is no profoMnd thecdogiaii. The Bible 
she accepts as her ultimate author; y, without 
the change of a jot or a tittle, and for reason- 
ing she substitutes texts. The Harvard boys 
who took her to lunch were impres.sed more 
by her personality than by her theology. The 
hardened sinners of Boston found her person- 
ally attractive and highly entertaining, but re- 
mained unconverted for the most part. 

A historian states that a nation has always 
aeterioratcd when it has lost faith in its re- 
ligion if it did not get something better in its 
place. The Billy Sundays and the .\imee Mc- 
Phersons lament that the nations are deteriorat- 
ing while others maintain that the people have 
something better than (he "old-time religion." 
This will be true to some and false to others. 
Religion, properly defined, plays an important 
role in civilization but little trust may he placed 
generally in the definitions of professional re- 
vivalists. 

More than once in history it has bceti shown 
that bla.sphemous defiance of sentiments of re- 
spect for the Infinite Being has been followed 
by a breakdown of nioralt; in a people und 
that the resources of a nation are helpless when 
morale is broken. It is still true that the last 
line of defense is not material but moral. The 
strongest nation is doomed when its moral laws 
are disregarded generally. Governments and 
political systems may change, but the instinct 
to rely upon a superior personality remains. 

God cannot be legislated out of tiie universe. 
Even Uus.^ia is discovering that. As soon as 
the foundations of social life are shifted from 
thu law of truth and justice, society will decai' 
and crumble. The philosophic ideal of the .stoicR 
and epicureans was perverted aiid corrupted by 
the frivolity and triviality of the later Alexan- 
drian schools. The n\ilitary ideal of the middle 
aa«s was harden«d into intolerable tyranny. The 
artistic ideal in the Renaissance decayed" ii 
luxury and self-indulgence. The social ideal in 
the French Revolution was finally distorted Inti 
anarchism. Its fundamental error was in at 
tempting to change the strucUire of socictv

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s 1^ REVIVAi. FINANCES 

To a« extent never before experienced the public has 
been let in on the financial end of a big revival campaign 
in Boston. When Gypsy Smith or Billy Sunday, or other 
noted evangelists have come to Boston the services have 
been conducted with the cooperation financial and other- 
wise by the Boston Protestant Evangelical churches. 
Contributions have been taken up among the crowds at- 
tending. If there has been a spread between the receipts 
and expenditures either way it has not been regarded as 
news. With the visit of Aimee Semple McPherson Hut- 
ton, a different plan has been followed, and spotlighted 
by the rather peculiar demand on the part of Mayor Curr 
ley that half a collection be turned ever to Boston s 
charity fund, a la the proposal of Texas Guinan, in seek- 
ing permission to give a show in one of the suburbs. So 
the actual finances came into the limelight. It appears 
there was considerably less than $ 1 00 for the split ; al- 
though the sum which Aimee actually turned over is a 
quite considerable amount over $900. 

While the emphasis on this side of this revival bus- ' 
iness is regrettable, while it mitigates the good which might 
be done, this Boston incident with the colorful Aimee in 
the stage center, is illuminating; it buries the ghost of the 
conception in the public mind that these folks are in it 
for the millions they stand to get out of it, a conception 
which is not true.

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Boston Five Years Behind Lawrence in 

Eliminating Public Telephones in the 

Homes of Officials 
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The Boston newspapers Saturday gave considerable 
publicity to the newest municipal economy move of Mayor 
Curley, whereby he will cause the discontinuance of a 
long-established custom of granting telephone service in 
the homes of important municipal officials at the expense 
of the city of Boston. 

Setting the example himself, the mayor personally 
will pay for the telephone at his own home. More than 
one hundred other officials will ha\e to follow suit, other- 
wise their telephones will be removed, as a result of the 
arrangements which Mayor Curley i.s making with the tele- 
phone company. The estimate of the amount of money 
that the city will .save in telephone charges is $15,000. The; 
plan is to divert that money to the care of the needy dur- 
ing the wintci' months. The idea upon which it ia based is 
that the city is not under any obligation to furnish free 
telephone service and that the various officials can well 
afford to pay for it, particularly in view of the fact that 
their home telephones are unquestionably used mainly for 
private rather than official business. If they do not care to 
pay for their own telephones, then henceforth they will 
have to do without them. 

• Mayor Curley's plan carries even farther than the 
elimination of city telephones in the homes of officials. He 
intends to have the private telephones in the schoolhouses^ 
replaced by public pay stations. Instead of co.sting the city, 
tnoney then, the schoolhouse telephones would provide a j 
^urce of revenue. j 

The move to require salaried public officials to pay] 
for the telephones in their own homes is a sound and busi-i 
nesslike one that merits commendation, and it is not sur- j 
prising that the Bo.ston newspapers prominently displayed | 
the stories regarding it. 

As a matter of fact, though, the publicity once more 
calls attention to the di.stance in front of the rest of the 
procession that Lawrence usually is, because this city was 
just about five years ahead of Boston in making this par- 
ticular change. 

Lawrence for many years gave free home telephones 
to many of its officials, but back in about 1926 it was de- 
cided to discontinue them as an economy measure, and 
since then the city has been making a sub.stantial annual 
saving by reason of the fact that no telephones are paid 
for that are not for strictly official use. 

This is not an isolated instance wherein Lawrence was 
many years ahead of Boston in an important matter of 
public policy. Only a comparatively short time ago the 
Hub inaugurated a plan in its charities department with 
regard to the matter of dispensing aid to families which 
had been deserted by the husband and father. By prose- 
cuting vigorously family desertei's, it waf= forecast that 
Boston would make a large yearly .saving in the matter of 
relief extended to such families. Again quite properly the 
Boston papers gave considerable publicity to the move, 
presumably on the ground that it was a brand new de- 
parture in public relief administration. The interesting fact 
in that connection from a local standpoint was that the 
Lawrence charities department had been following a simi-

Curley Urges Quincy 
^.Toin 'Greater Hub' 



"All citie.5 and town.s within a 15- 
nille radius of the Baston city hull 
sliould unite and co-operate for a 
Greater Bo.ston," Mayor James M. 
Curley told 175 members of the Quin- 
cy Chamber of Commerce last night. 

The mayor was the principal .speaV.- 
er at the annual meeting of the or- 
ganization and continued, .saying: 
"Boston is now the eighth- largest 
city in this count, j. If this Greater 
Boston plan went through, it would 
make the city the fourth, and event- 
ually the second or third largest in 
the United States, The result would 
be that we could demsnd better rail 
and steamship facilities. This in turn 
would be an inducement to attract 
business, increase the total ixipulp- 
tion, and increa.se business for each 
city and town concerned. 

He then pointed out that Quincy 
would benefit, as it has in the past, 
wlicn metroiX)lilnn sewerage and 
park s.vstcms were introduced. la- 
.•^tead of stopping with these advan- 
tages, tlie mayor declared, a grea; 
police department and fire depart- 
ment should be inaugurated to co- 
operate in higher efficiency, to work 
with other departments in the vmited 
system. These bureaus would sti!l 
have their owi individual heads, he 
stated. 

Mayor McGrath of Quincy. was 
present during the description of the 
plan, but was not called upon to 
'speak. 

New England must fight for com- 
mercial and industrial progress 
Mayor Curley said, and should start 
immediately. He offered no plan of 
advancement which .should be Insti- 
ituted to get the new .schedule started, 
however. • 

CompM-CR Hub 'With London 

Bo.ston WR.S compared with London. 
England and with St. Louis, Detroit, 
Chicago and New 'Vork in this coun- 
try. The flaws of tlie plan the speaker 
explained, could be best described by 
the old Roman empire, which de- 
cayed when every citizen in the city 
of Rome was on the municipal pay- 
roll.

That 
is how the population and business 
Tiould prow in a city such as this." 
ExplaJns Cost of Plan 

"The cost of suca a plan is inter- 
esting and a question of good judg- 
ment. Under pre,';ent conditions, with 
metropolitan ."-jftems being carried 
out within this 15 -mile radius, the 
city of Boston carries the burdut of 
S2 per cent of the total axpendltiJres, 
If changes are made in the metro- 
politan system In surrounding cities 
and towns Boston pays the wm^ 



amount, and the city or town pays 
the 48 per rent, difference. I am sure 
that any city or town in the present

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Holding Up Boston V? 



The city of Boston sent out 25,000 sum- 
monses a few months ago to persons who had 
not paid their water bills for th€ first quarter 
of 1931. As this was the largest number ever 
mailed at one time, it was apparent that the 
uncollected total would break all records. It 
has done so. It was more than $800,000 Octo- 
ber 1. An examination of the books shows 
that the unpaid bills were $18,000 in 1928, 
$90,000 in 1929 and $290,000 in 1930. The rest, 
amounting to more than half of the total, is 
m^Tked against 1931. Here is new evidence, 
if any were needed, of the extent to which 
depression has affected many Bostonians. 

When consumers do not pay their water 
bills within a specified period, the city may 
shut off the supply and eventually bring suit, 
the deblz being a lien against the property, 
but because of health, fire and other hazards 
the city does not usually go to .such an ex- 
treme. The total is now so large, however, 
that evidently many persons are taking ad- 
vantage of the situation. The decision to put 
all these cases in the hands of the corpora- 
tion coun.sel and to take all reasonable 
trt«asures to enforce payments is none the 
less welcome for being somewhat belated. 
With general revenue falling off and destined 
to fall off more, and with requests for relief 
which must be an.swered, the city is under n 
greater obligation than usual to collect all 
money-owing to it. 

Commenting upon this situation, the Herald 
says: "Here is another example Indicating 
how much better the private firms do busi- 
ness than the city, State or Nation. Gais, 
heat, light-and-power and telephone com- 
panies, which have thousands of customers 
to whom they send bills every month, manage 
somehow to collect nearly everything without 
Imposing undue hardship. The non-public 
corporations which furnish some of our small 
communities with water probably make a 
better record than the municipalities them- 
selves. Where politics intervenes, a.S(, in Bos- 
ton and every other city, whether it is large 
or small, non-partisan, Democratic, Repub- 
lican or Socialist, under a mayor or a city 
manager, it is usually difficult and often Im- 
po.sslble to apply strict'buslne,ss methods."

"The Only Measure. . ." 

"There has been some confusion 
concevnlng the status of the pro- 
posed 1932 rates for compulsory au- 
tomobile Insurance tenUtlvely an- 
nounced by me Sept. I,' said Mr. 
Brown "These rfltes have not yet 
been promulRated, pending such ac- 
tion as may be taken by the General 
Court now in special session. 

•Some measures now under con- 
sideration by the legislature cannot 
effect the 1932 rates. Provisions for 
» demerit system. *or notice and 
similar changes, are to be regarded 
«s safety devices which, while of de- 
cided benefit for the future, cannot 
accomplish «i reduction of rates for 
the coming year. 

"Two features which can bring im- 
Ttiedlate results are omission ot guest 
liability, so-called, and provision for 
• 1100 deductible clause In some form. 
The result of eliminating guest 
liability In and of itself, however. 
will be too .■■.light to mean any sub- 
stantial reduction In the 1932 rates. 
The only measure under consideration 
which will enable me to promulgate 
rates substantially lower then those 
announced, is the ceduotlble feature. 

"'.V!th the adoption of a law pro- 
viding for the writing of a »100 de- 
ductible policy, I can promulgate 
i-ates for 1932 at or near the level of 
the 1931 rates." 

Laat-Minute 'Club' 

Mr. Brown seems to have hit the 
nail on the head. His statement was 
regarded tonight as a sort of a last- 
minute "club" to force through the 
deductible clause. It became appar- 
ent to Republican leaders yesterday 
that If the special se.wion was to ac- 
complish anything, and they believed 
the publl<?^n general would be dis- 
satisfied It It didn't that the deductl- 
ble policy offered the only salvation.

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FEARS FOR DEMOCRACY 
/JF UNITED STATES HAS 
ANOTHER DEPRESSION 

Mayor James M. Cur ley Asks Chamber Sup- 
port Federal Planning Comm. ; Urges Strong 
Defence Until World Agrees to Disarm

Declaring that America could not 
survive another deprcsalon slnillur to 
the one through which i; has jus( 
passed and still remain <leniocratlc, 
Hon. James M. Curley, mayor of 
Boston. In speaking before approxi- 
mately 200 business and Inrtustrlnl 
men of the city at the Hotel Haw- 
thorne last evening, on the occasion 
of the first of a series of dinners, 
smokers and get-togethers being 
sponsored by the .Salem Chamber 
of Commerce, urged the local or- 
ganization to support, the creation 
of the federal Industrial plsnning 
commission, non-partisan in cnar- 
acter, which would be charged with 
the rrnponslblUty of studying the 
■ Industrial situation of the country 
' and submitting Its findings to con- 
gress. .Such an organization, he 
stated, would help to do away with 
future depressions and in the advent 
of such periods of depressloii, 
would at least bring about the 
mlnhnization of their effects. Hear- 
ings on the creation of such a board 
are now being held In Washington. 

.Speaking straight to the point and 
in the ramlllar curley manner, 
Boston's municipal director dis- 
cussed the depression, stressing the 
highlights ol the situation, present- 
ed several optimistic suggestions, 
and in addition touched upon the 
question of war debts and disarma- 
ment most tllumlnatingly. He de- 
clared that there Is not an intelli- 
gent man In America who believes 
that a dollar on the principal of the 
■war debts will evei- be collected, un- 
less America resorts to war and "no 
one would ever think of that." he 
said, "for it Is not worth It." He 
stated that America is In a position 
to

if the foreign countries will agree 
to a program of universal disarma- 
ment agreeable to the United .States 
of America. 

Just at present, he asserted, 86 
cents of every dollar of the national 
tax Is expended to meet the obliga- 
tions Incurred by the war or In an- 
ticipation of war, leaving only 14 
cents of every dollar to take care 
of everything else with the percent- 
age In Europe being but nine rents 
of every dollar. "I believe In peace 
and that we should have the best 
navy and defense In the world un- 
til every other country places Its 
own guns on the table. This coun- 
try Is In a position also to dictate 
a i»llcy of disarmament to the rest 
of the world and when the other 
countries agree to such a policy 
America can afford to do so too." 

Referring to the Unparalleled de- 

firesslon as being more revolutionary 
han a matter of evolution. Mayor 
Curley explained how It differs from 
'previous situations of such charac- 
ter, saying that due to the unusual 
wave of prosperity, high wages, 
good Jobs, etc, the average family 
endeavored to be a little better and 
to have more than they had ever 
had before, with the r<'stilt that they 
bought newer and better things, not 
outright, but on the payment plan, 
»0 that when cra.sh did come. It was 
a matter of everybody owing some- 
thing to everybody else. "Because 
all were living beyond their means 
they were not able to adjust them- 
selves to meet the situation. Also 
at thU time, the corner grocery and 
similar etores had disappeared, their 
places being taken over by the chain 



store with ita cash and carry sys- 
tem, so that when the American 

public, hit by the fall In btislness, 
sUempted to buy things. It was 
either cash or no carry. Banks 
asked for collateral but most fami- 
lies did not own their things out- 
right and could not borrow monev 
In that way. Then came the drain 
va. all municipalities to meet the 

distress resulting from the depres- 
sion. 

"I once believed that people were 
guided by the Biblical axiom. 'Thou 
Shalt love thy neighbor as thyself,' 
but after studying the depression 
situation and devising ways and 
means of raising money, I have come 
to the conclusion that you cannot 
depend upon the generosity of the 
American public to raise money for 
the unemployed." The mayor then 
mentioned some of the effects of 
the depression upon the city of 
Boston, sayint, that his city, which i 

Refuses .Vlil to No One 
has helped more people than there 
are Included In the population of 
Chelsea. He said that all Individ- 
uals were responsfole for the pres- 
ent condition for failing to develop 
a means of safeguarding the con- 
tinuity of the workers of America. 
He specified that Boston was going 
to holp lus nnemployed 'until pros- 
perity returns to America and I do 
not think that that is far off now. 
We have made commendable prog- 
ress despit* the depression particu- 
larly in humanitarian reform." The 
mayor paid a tribute to the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor as the unit 
being responsible for whatever legis- i 
latlon has gone on the books for the! 
workers. He digressed upon the va-t 
rlous Influences that have brought 
about working changes in this coun- | 
try, especially In regard to labor i 
laws. No single Institution was more 
responsible for the depression tlian 
the machine age. he said. He gave | 
.several examples of the effect of the 
use of machines in diminishing the 
number of Jobs which is a serious 
situation. He said that there either 
must be a dole system or all must 
take a little more interest in the 
situation: that the problem is too 
big for any one organization to han- 
dle and that while the machine was 
created to servo man so that he 
could find time for greater physical 
and mental recreation, it has devel- 
oped to such a state that there la 
no longer any pleasure. "Today it 
is not the case of losing a iob but 
a case of the Job vanishing. The 
export business cannot be relied up» I 
on on create new Jobs, but there 1* 
the five-day week. 

"There are two m.ajor propositions 
current. One is the creation of the 
federal industrial planning board 
and the other is the five-day week. 
The latter is in operation in vsrl- 
ou.s industriej) and has been In the 
public school sy.stem for the last 
half century." The mayor then went 
on to explain, how Boston would 
benefit by the five-day system. He 
also Btres.sed over-time payments and 
the cutting down of needless ex- 
pense.* In the city's bills. He declared 
that city employes sre too willing to 
use the city's telephone to make 
frequent and long-distance calls. 

He spoke of the tribute American 
individuals pay to superior minds, to 
logic or to presentation of facts and 
«aid that congress is wUUng to meet 
any situation if supplied with the 
information to do the right thing. 
He further stated that the average 
Individual is a victim of the depres- 
sion and all he wants Is work so that 
he may provide for his family and 
safe-guard It with the decency and 
honor that ha should. 
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Atty. MlcdiMl *. •Murdon 
of tbU city, through whose effortt 
Mayor CUrtey wa» »bl» to be ob- 
tMned u the upeaker %X the first of 
the fellowBhlp meetings bf the local 
Chamber of Commerce, was the able 
toastmaster of the evening He was 
introduced by William E. Lavendei, 
chairman of the committee on ar- 
rwigements, who explained the^ na- 
ture of the affair and spoke of the 
future get-togethers. 

In his Introduction of Mayor Cur- 
ley, Atty. lUardon told of his apprcs- 
claUon and that of the Chamber of 
Commerce for his being present; re- 
ferred to the mayor as a man re- 
spected and admired, stressed his 
WXM tvsmA, ability and achleve- 
menta, and called him a mayor who 
does things especially for the poor 
and unemployed. He said that Mayor 
Ourley might well be called the 
"Qood Samaritan" of the poor and 
unemployed and expressed his de- 
sire that the mayor may soon occu- 
py the gubernatorial seat of this 
commonwealth. 

Representing the city of Salem In 
the absence of Mayor Bates who was 
fulfilling a speaking engagement at 
Hewburyport, Timothy W. Fltzgernld, 
president of the city council, extend- 
ed the official welcome, calling it a 
pleasant occasion as well as duty. He 
asserted that no man In public UIo 
has done more for progress and to 
help others than Mayor Ourley whose 
efforts, be said, have not been con- 
fined entirely to the city of Boston. 
Ho mentioned a few or the mayor's 
outside Interests, rojiktng particular 
reference to the steamship lines and 
the railroads as examples.

Mayor Curley Is 
Warmly Greeted 

Gives Fine Address At 
Open Meeting Of Wone- 
wok Tribe

Franklin, Mass., Nov. 10— Arriving 
at 10:30, just as tlie audience of 400 
tliat had patiently awaited his com- 
ing was aljout to disperse, Hon. 
James M. Curley, distinguished 
guest speaker at an open meetmg 
of Wonewok Tribe of Red Men m 
Odd Fellow.s' hall last night, elo- 
quently sounded the keynote of con- 
fidence in a near return to prosper- 
ity as he gave a resume of the pres- 
ent depression, unemployment, and 
suffering and the many remedies 
that were being advanced to bring 
about a better state of things. The 
mayor was introduced by Sachem 
John Peck of Wonewok Tribe and 
ho was given a great reception. The 
flrst thing he said was to utter 
words of apology for his late com- 
ing taut at the conclusion of his ad- 
dress all felt well repaid for having 
remained to hear him. 

America, he .said, entered the 
World War that there might be no 
more wars, and speaking of the 
laudable efforts that had been and 
were still being made for world 
peace, he said he wa,>; wondering 
now if this country would be drawn 
into the present trouble in the East. 
Saying that the present depression 
came to the world as the aftermath 
of the war. the mayor .spoke of t,he 
many methods being advanced for 
relief. He believed individuals and 
organizations, taking hold and be- 
coming active, could do much to aid 
in relieving unemployment, di.stre.ss 
and suffering, and referring to the 
faft that Baston is laying out many 
thousands of dollars in welfare 
work, he .said \\: would sooner have 
it spend millions than have one per- 
son suffer from cold and hunger. 

Machinery had thrown thousands 
of men out of employment, ho said, 
while thousands of women were tak- , 
Ing the places of men in all branch- 
es^^of industry throughout the coun- 
try, with the result in .some ca.ses 
that the men, unable to obtain oth- 
er employment, were staying liome 
to take care of the children and do 
hou-sework- while their wives were 
out at work. One method of relief 
rhat he had taken up with the Pres- 
ident of the United States, he said, 
as a means of restoring prosperity, 
and one that he had faith in as a 
material aid, was the selling of some 
of our stored-up wheat to starving 
China, but his proposition was not 
favored, as he was told the Chinese 
ate rice and did not eat bread. How- 
ever, he was informed by prominent 
Chinese government officials that a 
creat section of China did not eat 
rice, but would be glad to eat bread. 
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in his final analysis the mayor 
was optimistic of a turn for the 
better soon, and he quoted from » 
clipping from Harper's Week y 
nrmted in 1857, when the peop e 
of that panic period had practically 
given up hope of prosperity ever rc-

closed with an eloquent plea that all 
mic'ht have the vision and courage 
of George Washington in an effort 
to have prosperity restored. 

At the conclusion of the mayors 
address the large audience, which 
comprised people in all walks of 
life with a good representation of 
women, all rose and gave him very' 
heiry applause. Just before he 
left the platform Mr. Peck, on be- 
half of the industrial committee ol 
th'- Franklin Business A.ssociation, 
presented him a copy of the asso- 
ciation's pamphlet, "Pranklin and 
Its Advantages." When the mayor 
drove away the police department^ 
afforded motorcycle escort to the., 
Wrontham line. , , jl 

vVhen Wonewok Tril^e concluded 
its council fire at 8:45 the doors of j 
Odd Fellows' hall were thrown open i 
to the public, and soon the hall was j 
filled Then began the wait forj 
Mayor Curley. Sachem Peck an-; 
nounced that he had assurance that j 
Mayor Curley, then overdue, would i 
su-ely be on hand. He then intro- i 
duccd Fred E. Hawley, great sachem 
of Massachusetts, and a most en- 
tertaining speaker, who spoke of 
Mayor Curley in glowing terms and 
then gave a brief history of the Or- 
der of Red Men, its aims and ob- 
jects and its standing as an Amer- 
ican organization for the benefit of 
mankind. 

There was still no Mayor Curley 
on the scene when the great sa- 
chem concluded his address, and 
then Sachem Pock announced there 
would be an indoor baseball game 
between the Wonewok team and the 
Mansfield tribe's team, to be aban- 
doned should the mayor appear.

Btances may easily create an inter- 
party squabble, led by Curley, which 
should be avoided, for the Demo- 
cratic party, with victory in its 
grasp, can only contribute to success 
of the oppo.-<ition if it resorts tq 
Ijactional .strife. 

Democracy is suffering from no 
Bhortage of able men, any one of 
vhom can qualify for the presidency, 
and only through complete accord 
upon men and is.sues can the finel 
victory be a&.suved. If the party 
•were confronted by a dearth of elig- 
ible candidates there might be some 
excuse for squabbling, but under the 
circumstances .sanity perm'ts of no 
inter-party feuds. There's every 
chance for succc-ss, no matter who 
hea<ls the Democratic ticket next 
jear. Therefore it should be the aim 
of all who have any claims of lead- 
.«rship to bury their own personal 
desires in the larger business of as- 
suring victory. 

Wliile it is perhaps too early for 
the party to decide upon any one 
candidate for the presidential nom- 
ination, it is not too early to lay the 
groundwork for concerted action at 
the national convention. All those 
of the party who are intrenched 
strongly enougli to have a voice in 
tlip making of presidents must have 
idecided who, in their opinion, has 
the best chance for victory in 1932. 

It tnly remains for these leaders to 
get togetlier with a view to pledging 
tliat the iTiajority opinion shall pre- 
vail. 

It mtist be accepted as inevitable 
that "favorite son" candidates will 
get attention at the national con- 
I vention. But this phase of the po- 
litical picture should create no 
trouble, if tho-se in authority have 
made their decision prior to the con- 
vention.

F&er War Secretary, Speaking In Boston, Asks 
Expansion of Federal Reserve System 



Boston, Nov. 17 — Expansion of tho i 
Federal Reserve system lo piomole 
banklne stability was urged toilay by 
Newton D. Balcer. , 

Addressing a Boston Chamber of 
Commerce luncheon, the former scorc- 
tar;- ot war sugsPs'ed that Congreas ' 
enact a law whereby every bank liold- ' 
ing deposits in tlie United States, 
whether federal or state charter, must ' 
be a, member of the Federal Tlcserve 
system and subject to its rules and 
ffuidance. 

"This," he said, "would prevent a -"- 
eurrence of that string of state and 
private bank failures whicli in the 
outside region of the country has been 
30 shocklne." 

Because Baker has been mentioned 
IS a possible candidate for tlie Demo»- 
jratic nomination for president in 
1933, extraordinary interest was shown 
In his address, whicli was broadcast 
over a national hookup ot 76 radio 
station.^. 

Sitting be.siae Baker at thi^ luncheon 
was Mayor Jano.s M. Curley of Bos- 
ton, ardent supyoi' tT ii nf n i aif ij i'r ankliri 
D. Roosevelt of New Y irk. It was re- 
called that when Oov Albert C. Ritchie 
of Maryland spoke horn recently 
Mayor Curley had a prior engagement 
and couldn't attend. 

DiscusainK his piopo.ial for expan- 
sion of the Federal Reserve idea, 
• Baker euggeated that banks not join- 
Mnir the system l)o taxed so drastically 
a-s non-members as to force them out 

I of business. 
Baker praised the Federal Reserve 
system in itii present form but held 
that cnanges iti conjitions made it 
aUvi.sable to widen its scope. 

VViiat had demonstrated the neces- 
sity lor such legislation, he said, wa-s 
tho extraordinary period of specula- 
tive prosperity wherein virtually 
every business in the country became 
converted to the theory tliat progre-ss 
would always he upward and that 
there would be no more economic de- 
clines. 

By such legislation as he advocated. 
Baker said, the government would be 
able to patabli.''h .standard.s in banking 
and would make it impossible for 
banks to go into tho securities busi- 
ness. 

Baker also iirc;ed United States' 
membership in the Woi'ld couft. 

"1 think the U-'iitcd Stales ought to 
go into tlie World court at the next 
session ot Coiig^.ss," he sniil "It would 
be a gesturo of good will towat*! man- 
kind. He warned, however, that the 
World court itself would not .stop or 
prevent war.

While not appearing as a defender 
of the board, James J. Casey of Cam- 
bridge, chairman of the legislative 
committee of the a.^scssors' organiza- 
tion, suggested it might be well if 
criticism of the board were reserved 
until such time as that body has had 
an opixnUniity of showing its worth or 
lack of worth. Mr. Casey felt that 
the local a5ses.sors are In a splendid 
position to be of assistance to their 
commimities at the present time by 
reaon of the many local problems aris- 
ing due to the business depression and 
he suggested that they devote all their 
attention to this phase of their work 
before going afield to condemn the 
state ofBcials. 

There was continuous . criticism of 
the state appeal board during the af- 
ternoon scs.'iion but its work was de- 
fended by Heni'y P. Long, state com- 
missioner of taxation and corporation.

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INROAD PROGRAM ^ 

Massachusetts Tax Association Recom- 
mends Legislation Intended to Provide 
Relief From Increased Taxation 



ATTACKS STATE 

TAX BOARD 



Rigid control of municipal finances throughout Mass- 
achusetts, covering both boi'rowing and expenditures, is 
the aim of the Massachusetts Tax Association to provide 
relief from increased taxation, and evidence was furnished 
a few days ago that the organization intends to conduct a 
vigorous fight to realize it. The proof was the association's 
submission to the special recess commission on taxation of a 
summary of the legislation that it proposes. 

The association's move is based on the belief that the 
source of reckless expenditures will be blocked by placing 
aiditional chrcks on borrowing outside the debt limit, 
throwing muni /al budgets open to public inspection prior 
to passage, and compelling city councils to grant hearings 
on items comprehending increased expenditures. 

Prominent in the Tax A.«sociation's program is a pro- 
vision for the creation of a board on municipal finance in 
the state department of corporations and taxation, which 
fvouid be given authority to have municipal finance experts 
Jversee the expenditures and borrowings. 

In tightening up on municipal loans, the association 
would make it impossible for any city or town to petition 
IJie legislature for authority to borrow outside the debt 
hmit. or for any purpose not authori/.ed by law, unless the 
new board had received notice before September 1st of the 
petition scheduled for filing in the legislative session begin- 
ning the following January. 

The organization favors legialation whereby no city 
budget could be passed until after it had been open to 
public inspection for a period of thirty days, with oppor- 
tunity for public hearings on all items constituting 'v»- 
creases. One hundred or more taxable citizens could bring 
about such hearings. 

The proposed new board would be given the power to 
report to the legislature on municipal petitions and to pass 
upon appeals by citizens against local increases. Appeals 
could be filed by 250 citizens and the board would be 
authorize^ to eliminate protested items from local bud- 
gets. In the event of eliminations being made, a city coun- 
cil or town meeting would have the right to place the issue 
before the local \oters for final decision on referendum by 
a two-thirds vote. The intention also is to give the new 
board the authority, subject to the tax commissioner's 
approval, to eflFect a more efficient and uniform method of 
local assessment of property. 

The Tax Association's program comprehends some 
radical changes in the field of municipal finance and 
Mavm- f^m-lfltt-fif Boston immediately attacked it as un- 
sbund. Others probably will resent the attempt to give the 
state authorities so much power over the conduct of local 
financial aflFairs. On the other hand, undoubtedly there 
are many citizens throughout Massachusetts who feel thati 
some such drastic steps are necessary to correct c^nditions^' 
which are jeopardizing the future of sonic Bay State citien. 
Because of its possibilities fpK good the legislative pregram 
OMtits the most serious consideration.

More than 5000 needy persons from 
I Boston and vicinity were given employ- 
ment in this manner at the Morgan 
Memorial last year. $212,000 realized 
from the sale of reconditioned waste 
materials, were paid out to them in 
wages. Five hundred different persons 
may be employed there each day if the 
necessary amount of discarded clothing 
can be collected, and some subsidy 
provided to meet the difference between 
the income from the sale of recondition- 
ed goods and the wages that have to be 
paid. 

Ill recognition of 25 years of unselfish, 
sacrificial, and constructive service to 
Metropolitan Boston, during which time 
several million dollars have been saved to 
the taxpayers and contributing public, 
and many thousands of persons saved 
from pauperism, and encouraged and

)f an interestinK and expensive na- 
Luie in connection with the disposal 
„f garhase. As lonp apo as when 
Thomas N. Hart was serving his 
linal term— and that was in 1900 
and li>01— a concern which had a 
contract with the city made during 
the administration of Mayor QuiD'", 
performed its duties sy hadly 'art 
Calf I'asturo, Dorchester, where It 
was located, that a niiKhty protest 
went lip from dwellers in Dorchester 
and South Boston, and a demand 
that the garbage incinerating works 
l)e moved from the mainland had to 
!>e heeded. Then it was discovered 
thai the city's contract with the 
company had been so drawn that 
the city would have to pay the cost 
of abating a nuisance which the 
company had created. And the city 
did just that. 

Previously, before iMayor Quincy's 
administration ended, Alderman 
I'resho of Charlestown had charged 
that the city's law department had 
reiiresented the garbage company, 
instead of the city in making the 
contract, and Andrew .1. Bailey, 
liead ot the law department, re- 
signed in a huff at the obvious re- 
flection on his loyalty to the munici- 
pality, but Mayor Quincy Induced , 
liini to withdraw his resignation and 
nobody apologized. After that, at 
loo fre(|uent intervals, the people ot

He attacked 
Donahue as a party c?ar. 

The tension in the Democretlc 
party In the Bfcy State over tne choice 
for president has been evldeat for 
some time. .Although there ls at 
present an evident sentiment for Gov. 
Franklin D. n(K>.scvelt of New York, 
the f.ict that Mayor Curley 9f Boston 
\r th« prime iilU««s.<iM lilS'Tocal cam- 
paign has threatened to alien. .te the 
support of other leaders who fear 
Roosevelt's nomination would add to 
Ctiriey's prestige. 

Recently it was reported that 
Chairman Donahue, who Is believed 
to favor Newton D. Baker for the 
nomination, was planning a slate of 
at-large delegates to go to the con- 
vention tinplcdgcd. Tnis was seen 
as a move to cheek Roosevelt 5 ascend- 
ancy in Massachusetts. The report- 
ed slite, in addition to the chairman, 
Included Senators Walsh and Uool- 
Idge, Governor Ely. former Mayor 
John F. Fitzgerald. Mrs. Francis B. 
Sayrc. daughter of the late President

Unexpected, and with no preliminary 
announcements, the jitney committee 
of the Boston City Council reported 
favorably yesterday on the application 
of the Eastern Mass. St. Rwy. Co. for 
a license to operate a bus service be- 
tween Forest Hills Elevated station and 
Dedham line. 

Coming within a week of the institu- 
tion of bus service to Boston by the 
Pierce Bus Lines the unexpected de- 
nouement heightens tlie general in- 
terest in a rather vague bus situation. 

If Mayor Curley signs the license 
when it is sent to him either today or 
tomorrow, the Eastern Mass. is prac- 
tically certain of victory. If Mayor 
Curley refuses to sign the license there 
is no way in which the vote of the City 
Council can be enforced over his head. 

Ma y or- P\\i r;]f V - '^ ° ° been quoted on 
mliiiy occasions as saying that he would 
do nothing to injure the interests of 
the railroads and whether this can be 

interpreted to mean protection of their 
subsidiaries, as in the case of the New 
Haven and the New England Trans- 
portation Co., remains to be seen. 

The Boston Elevated Co. and the 
Boston Chamber of Commerce, both of 
whom endorsed the application before 
the City Council, have also written 
letters to Mayor Curley asking his fav- 
orable consideration and signature to 
the license. The Elevated favors the 
project because the Eastern Mass. will 
run busses without stop from Dedham 
to Forest Hills, where the bus patrons 
will take the Elevated trains to their 
destinations. 

The Jitney committee held a hearing 
Friday afternoon at which a letter of 
recommendation was read from the 
Norwood Selectmen, stating that a lic- 
ehse had been granted by the Norwood 
Board two years ago, and asking fav- 
orable consideration by the council. 

If Mayor Curley signs the license, 
the Public Utilities Commission will 
Ihen consider giving it their approval. 
Since there is no direct competition on 
the highway between thf points In- 
volved the chances of the Eastern Mass.

No Trial of 12-Hour Pro- 
gram Until Feb. 1; Will 
Scrap the Alternating Plan 
If Better One Devised 

Boston, Dec. 2 — Plans to experiment 
with 12-hour alternate parking on 
downtown streets during the Christ- 
mas holidays were abandoned yester- 
day by Mayor Cur ley and the traffic 
commission" clurlnV a conference with 
the retail trade board of the cham- 
ber of commerce arid traffic com- 
missioners. 

In.stead It was agreed, !.l the sug- 
gestion of the mayor, that any trial of 
the program be deffered until Feb. 1. 
He invited both the trade board and 
chamber to recommend plans to Im- 
prove the present .situation and also 
to study the 12-hour altcrn,ate scheme 
with a view of changes to make it 
acceptable to the business interests. 
Mayor Curley made It clear that he 
will support any con.'itrurtlve change 
which will be intelligible and will end 
the probelem now caused by down- 
town parking. If it means the scrap- 
ping of the 12-hour idea, he Is ready 
to do .so cheerfully, but if nothing 
better can be de'. isrd he will Insist 
that this be given a trial '.n February. 
The general opinion at the ami- 
cable meeting which the mayor held 
at City hall wft.s the organizations af- 
fected and the traffic con.mlsslon 
will be able to agree on changes in 
the present regulations which will 
make possible adoption of a uniform 
parking Bystcm without confusion 
and do away with any sweeping 12- 
hour plan applied to downtown Bos- 
^ ton. 

\ In aquiesclng to the demands of 
the trade organization for the aban- 
donment of the plan to place the al- 
ternating regulation In operation Im- 
mediately, the mayor chlded the 
ohamlier of commerce and the re- 
tall trade bureau for failure to pro- 
po,'ie in the last six years a compre- 
hensive and enforceable parking plan. 
Curley strewed this failure as Justl- 
flcatlon for his position. Ho pointed 
out that for more than a year ho 
has advocated an alternating plan 
which he win believe, until actual 
, trial proves otherwise, provides an ac- 
ceptable solution.

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THE REAL BURDEN OF UNEMPIOYMW^ 

The fact that Bo«ton will spend more than ?6,000,- 
000 this year in assisting sufferers from unemployment ap- 
pears to indicate that Boston has been far more hberal m 
grants of aid to the unfortunates than have other commun- 
ities. Comparison however of the per capita expenditures 
of Massachusetts cities shows th«it all have been generous in 
the allowances which have been made to applicants at wel- 
fare departments. 

Boston's total is almost staggering. It represents a vast 
expenditure from which the city, as a whole, obtains no re- 
turrf. It represents, in a limited way, the wages which the 
recipients of aid from welfare departments would have earn- 
ed had they been able to find employment. 

Unquestionably there have been abuses in Boston and 
elsewhere practiced by the undeserving who misrepresent 
their circumstances. It is impossible to deny aid to appli- 
cants who need it immediately by compelling them to await 
investigation, of their statements. 

Such inquiries require time and bepause Mayor Curley 
has refused to establish a policy which makes an investiga- 
tion preliminary to the grant of aid, unscrupulous persons 
have taken advantage of an unprecedented .situation. How 
long it will continue is uncertain but it will last throughout 

the winter. ,. „ _, . 

The bright sunshine of prosoerity is not yet diVernable. 
Meanwhile Bqston and Mayor Curley are takmg excellen 
care of the unemployed and the needy. 
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PERSONALITiES ACCOMPLISH NOTHING 

Without passing Judgment upon the justification which 
may have been provided, Boston city councillors who be- 
lieve that "mud-slinging" ;.» doffensive personalities will 
gain their ends, will eventually learn the folly of their ways. 

It is true that three coun< ilmen, whom Mayor Curley 
sought to depose were re-elected. The mayor accepted the 
dictates of the voters. Certainly the re-election of these men 
does not carry a mandate from their constituents to take ad- 
vantage of the legal privilege at city council meetings to in- 
dulge in characterizations and accusations which, under 
other conditions, would be slanderous. 

There are legitimate ways to gain the ends which two 
of these councilmen feel it necessary to attain. At a «-ec«nt 
meeting Councilman Francis E. Kelly of Dorchester unfairly 
branded Senator Michael J. Ward whom he dislikes about 
as strongly as one can another. 

Casting sarcastic aspersion upon the health of another 
is not fair play. Mr. Kelley's characterizatitHi, undoubted- 
ly chosen under pressure, had no part in any speech in the 
city council. This young man ought to be busily engaged 
in trvins t* find Jobs for the unemployed of his ward.

Radical Parking: Plan 

Boston's traffic commission, which 
obeys the wishes of Bi ^yor Ci^rle)r> 
has adopted a new pafKuig pian 
which seems as revolutionary as the 
single tax. On streets where one- 
hour parking is now allowed auto- 
mobiles may be parked without limit 
of time between 1 a. m. and 1 p. m., 
but at 1 p. m. all vehicles must be 
moved to the other side of the 
street. From then until 1 a. m. it' 
appears that parking will be unre- 
stricted on the side on which it is 
permitted. 

The theory of the plan is that the 
required shift at 1 p. m. will dis- 
courage attempts at all-day parking 
and that the removal of the one- 
hour limit will make it possible for 
shoppers to trade at the stores and 
return to their cars without fearing 
to find them tiigged. Although the 
plan is designed to facilitate trading, 

it is stoutly opposed by the retail 
trade board of the Chamber ofi 
Commerce, which contemplates legal 
action in an attempt to prevent it 
from being placed in effect. Ap- 
parently Police Commissioner Hult- 
man, who has had famous disagree- 
ments with the traffic commission, 
favors giving the plan a trial, but 
recognizes that it places an impos- 
sible burden upon the police depart- 
ment. 

It remains to be seen whether the 
plan has any theoretical advantage 
that would not be attained by per- 
mitting slightly longer parking 
periods. That it is capable of abuse 
seems certain. And there is grave 
doubt whether the Christmas shop- 
ping season is the time for giving it 
a trial. On the other hand, it ap- 
pears to be free from political or 
other ulterior motive and represents 
Mayor Curley's honest opinion as to 
how the parking problem should 1*^

Protests Against 
Radio Broadcast 

Claim Lowell Thomas, An- 
nouncer, ( aUjjfl Game . 
With Holy Ci ■ , 'Racket' 



Bcsion, Nov. 30,— i AP.i--The Bos- 
ton College Athletic As.socialion to- 
day sent a formal protest to Lowell 
Thomas, radio news broadcaster, 
agaln.-.t his alleged statement that the 
Boston Collcge-Hol.v Cross lootball 
game Mas a "racket." Tlie statement 
wa.s plleged to have been made by 
Thomas in his broadcast over a na- 
tion-wide hookup last Saturday 
night. 

The college us.soeiation charged 
Thomas made several desparaging re- 
niarlts in reference to the game which 
was played Thanksgiving Dav and 
whicli was planned to aid Boston's 
unemployment fund. John P. Curley, 
graduate manager of Athletics, 
claimed Thomas ridiculed the ar- 
rangements for the game, comment- 
ing on the disappointing attendance. 
Attendance Uropprd. 

The two colleges liave plaved an- 
nually at Fenway Park and usually 
the attendance was in excess of 32,- 
000. Mayor James. M-XUlclej^-of Bos- 
ton, asked the colleges to shift their 
game to tlie Harvard Stadium and 
all ticket sales over ;j2,000 be given 
to Boston's unomployed. The game 
was shifted from Saiiirdav to 
Thanksgiving and despite strenuous 
efforts to promote the attendance, 
only 24.000 people attended and the 
receipts were approximatelv $12,000 
less to cacli college than in other 
.years. 

Unless .some change is made in the 
agreement the unemployed will get 
nothing from the game. 

In Curley's message to Thomas he 
said, "Boston College and Holy Cross 
play their annual game on the Sat- 
urday following Thanksgiving Day at 
Fenway Park, which seats over 32,000. 
The game is generally a .sell-out, and 
as many as 43,000 have attended. This 
.year, at the request of the mayor of 
Boston, and through the kindness of 
President Lowell of Harvard, the 
game was transferred to Harvard Sta- 
dium, where CO.OOO can be accom- 
modated. The two colleges were to 
receive the returns on 32.000 tickets, 
pay all expenses and every cent over 
the return on these tickets was to be 
turned over to charity. 

Both Take Loss. 

"If the game went over as expected, 
over $75,000 could have been realized 
for charity. As it is Boston College 
and Holy Cro.ss stand to lake a severe 
less, and here at Boston College the 
receipts nf this game carry our entire 
athletic program, which now faces a 
heavy deficit. 

"We do not con.scientlously believe 
wc were sponsoring any racket' and 
think your remarks on last Saturday 
^veiling were a gross misrepresenta- 
tion of the facts and figures and of a 
most libellous nature." 

The protest was the .second In the 
last month against a radio announcer 
to be made by a greater Boston In- 
stitution. Harvard protested Ted Mus- 
ing's use of the word "putrid" in des- 
cribing the play of Barry 'Wood, Har- 
vafd quarterback in the Dartmouth 
game. Harvard barred Husing from 
the stadium as a broadcaster.

^ On Coal Costs 

Following a statement, from 
Mayor Curloy last week in which 
he said that Ralph W. iRobarl, 
director o£ the diviaion on the 
necessaries o£ lite, had been 
"evasive" when questioned about 
the retail price of coal, Direc-i 
tor Robart made public the fol-j 
lowing answer giving the result 
of his investigation of retail 
prices of coal iu Greater Boa- 
ton; 

Robart Answers 
Dear Mr. Mayor; I have delayed 
answering your letter of November 
10 requesting an investigation of 
coal prices in the Boston district, 
which was supplemented on No- 
vember 17 to include a letter from 
one of the Boston dealers, to allow 
Us the opportunity of conimunicat- 
injj with each dealer in this dis- 
trict for th« purpose of verifying 
current retail prices. Please he as- 
sured that this division is in hearty 
accord wjth your desire to reduce 
the price of coal. However, we 
find upon checking up that present 
day conditions have apparently 
been misrepresented to you. 

Coal, from the standpoint of the 
consumer, is in a more wholesome 
condition competitively than at any 
time since tlig war. Prior to last 
Spring retail prices were fairly uni- 
form, although the division was un- ! 
able to find any evidence of an un- 
derstanding between dealers for 
establishing prices. It is our opin- 
ion that the smaller dealers in \ 
iJreater Boston have based their 
^■elling prices upon those charged 
by the larger companies in the Bos- 
un di.'frict. 

Anthracite coal, unlike most other 
necessary commodities, has but one 
.source of domestic supply — the 
coal mines of Pennsylvania, the 
operators of which have a fixed 
price for coal at wholesale. At 
the .present time this price is $8 per 
net ton at the mines for stove and 
nut coal; adding to this the rail 
rate per carload lot of %i&l per 
net ton. we find the cost of coal 
on board freight in Boston to be 
$11.82 per ton. It is therefore very 
easy to determine the gross profit 
of the retailer, which varies at the 
present time from .$2.18 to $.i.lR per 
ton. The latter figure, which is 
based on prices charged hy the 
majority of dealers, is for coal .-icU- 
ing at $15 per ton. 



The ^o-called uniform price 
which is being maintained today by 
approximately 75% of the Boston 
dealers is $1.25 per ton less than 
the correstionding period a year 
ago. Duf to a change in the whole- 
sale market U'oni gross to net ton, 
posted prices wouM appear to be 
much leis than last year. The actual 
reduction, however, at wholesale, 
according to Anthracite C'irculai 
Prices, is 17c per ton. The retail 
dealers of Boston have reduced 
tb^"r gross profit appro.^cimately 
$lT08 pec ton from last year. The 
division finds that 25 p. c. of the 
dealers in the Boston district are 
selling anthracite coal from $14 to

Such a game would be at 
best an exhibition game, without 
the element of seasoned rivalry ami 
association which gives college foot- 
ball its chief lure. Dartmouth and 
Stanford, wluch are not natural 
rivals, drew about 40,000 to th» 
Harvard stadium, and Yale and 
Princeton, which are natural rivals,

' places a heavy financial burden on 
i many although the i.tatc and federal 
j governments pay the major part of the 
I co.st of rcplaclns cattle If found suf- 
fering from tuberculo.sls. 

According to figures compiled by the 
Mas.sachusc-tts State College, farm 
bureau division, the cost of produc- 
ing milk In this area is $.0617 per 
quarl., average. 

To feed cows the farmer must pay 
58.4 percent of this s>un and the com- 
bined cast of labor and feed amount-s 
to 82.8 percent of the $.0617 per quart. 
In addition to the cost of feed and 
labor, the farmer mirsl pay the ex- 
pense of transporting his milk in cans 
to the dealer, it was said at the 
Worcester County Extension Service. 
This averages approximat,cly one and 
one-half cent per quart. 

Other Expon.scs 
Other expenses of the farmer no* 
include heavy taxes on property and 
cows, upkeep c.f buildings to meet 
Worcester milk Inspection regulations, 
cost of equipment and depreciation in 
the value of both cattle and buildings 
and medical attention for cattle. i 

According to daln* experts at the I 
extension service farmers in this conn- | 
Ity depending on the towns In which 
their farms are located have a heavier 
'tax burden to near tl..in any other 
Cla.is of people. All property owned 
by the farmer, practically, is taxable, 
ill was .said. 

No est.imale could be made as to the 
number of fnrmers in this co\mt.y who 
aro actively engaged, and dependent 
on their milk business, because many 
I own only one or two cows and do not 
deal in milk. , j 

Bvit according to Ihc 1930 federal < 
census this county has one quarter of 
all cattle in Ma.ssachusetts. There are 
more tlian 49.000 in all in addition tn 
a number of calves which were not 
counted. A large percentage of milk 
prod\iclng cattle are included in this 
figure, it was .said. 

Conditions have always been bad lor 
the producer. It was learned, but by 
rigid economy he has always been able 
to get by. But with price's lower than 
they have been in many years and 
with the price of labor higher than 
In pre-war day.s the farmer is in des- 
perate straits. 

Cost of Labor 
Tlie extension service experts assert- 
ed that the cost of labor In pr»ottc»My 



all of the county milk could" not be 
checked agaln.st the cost of production 
under the price of five cents a quart. 
Conditions were pictured where a 
farmer will have his whole family 
working at no other return to them- 
selves than the cost of meals and 
lodging. No luxuries may be afforded 
and tlie situation is growing more and 
more desperate. Walter Shaw, dairy 
agent of the extension service said. 
Labor ccsts by the larger producers 
are as.'^^imilated in the increased pro- 
duction by the farmer, Mr. Shaw said. 
Noverthclrss, he stated, the big pro-

The close dependency by producer

Milk "Made in Massachusetts" 

Tlie proposal to label the milk 
produced by the dairies of the com- 
monwealth as "Made in Mass»chu- 
'setts," indorsed by Dr Arthur W. 
Cilbert, commissioner of agricul- 
ture, would be only a part solution 
of tlie tiairy problem, even if it had 
the tliorou^h cooperation of pro- 
ducers, distributors and liealth au- 
thorities. Yet, if the adoption of 
such a label should result in greater 
pride in product and increased loy- 
alty to home industry, .something of 
value would be accomplisheti. 

A first requisite would be tlie for- 
mation of the idea on the part of 
the consuming public that Mas.sa- 
chusetts milk is at least as good as 
any other, if nol better. Since in any 
ease Massachusetts, raising only 60 
per cent of the milk which it con- 
sumes, would have to import a good 
deal, Vermonters could put on their 
own labels, but the advantage 
should rest with the home product, 
equal quality being assumed. 

Legislative measures to prevent 
the flooding of the market with 
cheap outside milk are not promis- 
ing. What Commissioner Gilbert has 
in mind has not yet been revealed 
in detail, but there is a suggestion 
that there is involved a more cen- 
tralized state control oO»pro<!uction 
than is now exercised, possibly sim- 
ilar to that of Connecticut, which 
has been able to present a better 
market for its own milk than has 
been the case with Massachusetts. 

In thi.s commonwealth a large de- 
gree of independence has been re- 
served to local boards of health. 
That is why Mayor Curley, assum- 
ing that the Boston board of health 
will do what he wants it to, can bar 
out of Hoston all milk not produced 
under Mas.sachusetts inspection. A 
board of health can place about any 
requirement on milk production that 
is within rea.'^on and it is not im- 
probable that M ayor Curley and the 
Boston board of liealOi cciulil legally 
put what amounts to an cmharijo 
on imported milk, regardless of the 
actual quality of the milk. 

While Massacliu.Hctls requires 
certain sanitary measures to be 
taken in dairy production and es- 
tablishes milk standards that must 
he met, tlie acceptance of imported 
milk is left to local authorities. If, 
like Connecticut, this state should 
require dairies sending milk into 
this .state to be inspected by Massa- 
chusetts inspectors, it might help 
to solve the problem of getting 
Maiwchugettfinilk marketed first.

Flaws In Gilbert's SiiRgeslIon 
Several suiuIKuis liave so far been 
pror>oae<i bJH^ptercsts allied with the 
proitucers. The suggestion of Dr Ar- 
thur W. Gilbert, commissioner of ag- 
riculture, that the use of state prod- 
uct labels might encourag'e loyalty 
toward a native product is all ri;;ht 
so far as it t'oos. A comparatively few 
«ouId patronize the labeled milk at 
hiffher iirices. The vast majority of 
consumers will i>ay no more than 
they are obliged to pay, especially for 
II thiuR- like milk Where differences in 
ll (luality arc invisible to the average 
jj iierson.

It may be impossible, as Ivoim'c- 
sentative Forward p(dnled out and is 
doubtless true, to i ,'iss any regula- 
tions in restriction of interstate com- 
1 nierce such as prevention of tho im- 
ffers sirlk- I port.ation of "foreign" milk. Ai)))ar- 
mduct of ciitly the same results can be ob- 
tained for enforcement of health and 
in'Hiection slandaiil.s as was advocat- 
ed in these columns as long ago as 
June 19. 

Faced with tho threat that a large 
Bostcnt dealer wmiM imiioi-t milk from 
New York state unii'ss local produc- 
ers would drop their price, Mayor 
Cnrley forbade the Boston board of 
health to allow- the sale of New Yorlt 
slate milk within the city. If Roston 
can so ea.illy enfnrcc the sale of na- 
tive milk Siuinglteld and other Con- 
necticut valley markets should be able 
to di) the same. 

Denlors' »Veifnre at StiikP 
So far the dealers have had little 
to s.iy, which may mean, .as some of 
them cl.iim, they are .as helple,":;^ in 
the downw;ird swing of the milk m.ir- 
ket a.s the general public is before a 
ilownw.ird trend in financial and eco- 
nomic aff.air.s. Certainly their welfare 
Is at stake as well as tiial of the pro- 
ducers ,ind there seems to \» some 
ground (or bcliet that ninny of them 
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arc the victims of one or two oI,th* 
largest de.iU-rs who have alreruly Deei|; 
accuse! of a desire to gain suprenaa 
control of the dairy industry in this 
■ section regardless of consequences. 
As far iLs that goes the farnierB 
themsidvcs, or as many of thorn as 
.ire members of the New England 
.Milk Producers' association, have been 
accused of respcjiisibility for the cut 
ill prices in an effort to control the 
market. 

There may be some truth In this 
.statement also but as only about 500 
of^the 1360 producers shipping, into 
the Springfield market are members 
of the N. E. M. 1\ A. tho accusation 
.•annot apidy to a majority of dairy 
farmers in this section. In any case 
'the producers are not to be blamed if 
ihey take whatever stejis they canto 
correct a dangerous situation. .\nd 
whatever steps are taken the public 
should support. It is the public that 
always pays, a little more perhaps if 
the price of milk is raised, and a great 
■leal more if the native dairy indus- 
try is crowded to the wall. 

A generation ago a situation of this 
sort would have reflected a public at- 
titude entirely different from that it 
does today. The welfare of one cla.ss 
of iieoplo was not .seen as of concern 
to all the others, nor was this true to 
any such extent as it is today. It took 
the war and many subsequent events 
to show that the prosiierity or pover- 
ty of one section is vitally ridated to 
the welfare nf other re.uions. The fal- 
lacy of sucee.ss at the expense of 
someone's failure has been amply 
demonstrated. With the business 
etrueture whaf It is today the failure 
or poverty of any class is of far- 
reacliing consequence. Wi.Iespread 
an<I general recognition of this fact is 
tho greatest reassurance the dairy- 
men have today that their Indtistrv 
will survive the nresnnt ., ^^

It develops as pretty sure, however, thai wholh- 
or i\ot lie decides to enter the race for renomin- 
atioii, Mayor J ames M. Cnrley will be in thai race. 
Of I'ourso there is no re.WllH WIV'y he should not he. 
Politically, tha, seems to be the logical thins for 
him to do. He has been mayor about all he wants 
to; he is Ineligibie tor immediate re-election, under 
the Boston charter which does not allow a mayor 
to succeed himself; and to sit and wait another 
tour years, then jump in again, comes too close 
to comedy. The mayor Is not Interested in any 
such in and out game. One of the stroncest, most 
brilliant of JIassachusells Democrats, what is there 
for him ahead? He has already been to Congress, 
years ago, and there is no likelilioort that he would 
wish to go back there again at this late date. In 
the Senate he would be conspicuous, for it Is the 
golden throne of oratory — and they need some 
good orators right now. No imminent opening ap- 
pears there now, however. 

Every consideration of poiitiiul logic marks Mr. 
Cnrley as a candidate for the Ijemocratic nomi- 
iialiou tor governor next year, and wo have Utile 
dovibt that he will make the attempt. If Mr. Ely 
should choose not to run, Mr. Curley would have 
pradically a clear field. Undoubtedly he w'ould 
have oiiposition in the primaries, but there is no 
other Democrat in sight who would have much 
:;hance to defeat him for the nomination — that is, 
)t course, not counting Governor Klv.

TEMPORARY LOANS 

Massachusetts Cities Having Difficulty in 
^ Borrowing Money in Anticipation 
4: of Collecting Taxes 



The Mayors' Club of Massachusetts met in Boston 
.Saturday and the chief topic of discussion covered various 
suggested ways and means of obtaining more revenue for 
cities to meet an anticipated general increase in expendi- 
tures for charity relief next year. 

Max<it.£LU£la*Mif Boston favored increasing the income 
(tax on intangibles from six to ten per cent, and also sug- 
gested a law which would compel persons seeking automo- 
bile registrations to show that they had already paid their 
motor excise tax. 

j Mayor Bates of Salem would have the state turn, over 
to the cities the entire receipts of this year's increase of 
.one cent a gallon in the gasoline tax, instead of one-half, 
which is the amount now being received. 

Both Mayor Cassassa of Revere and Mayor Ashley of 
New Bedford stated that cities are having difficulty in bor- 
rowing money from banks. The latter called attention to 
the fact that cities must pay the money they owe to the 
fitate on certain specified dates, but there is no correspond- 
ing promptness in payments by the commonwealth to them. 
He also pointed out that the state loans to Fall River at a 
low rate of interest, while the other cities have difficulty 
in borrowing at almost any price. To overcome this bor- 
rowing difficulty. Mayor Cassassa suggested legislation te 
enable cities requiring money to borrow it directly from the 
state. 

The news account of the meeting contained no men- 
'tion of any suggestion to reduce municipal expenditures 
and to place the conduct of public affairs in the cities on a 
sound, businesslike basis — and that seems to be the crying 
need at the present moment. 

There should not be any curtailment of the money 
spent for the proper care of the deserving sick and needy. 
Expenditures in all other lines, though, should be kept 
down to actual necessities, and excessive outlays in all 
directions should be reduced to the bounds of reason. That 
'coui-se will have to be taken if m.any of the cities of the 
istate are to avoid financial disaster. There is no choice in 
the matter. 

It was reported at the Mayors' club meeting that 
municipal executives were meeting difficulty not only in 
getting tax payments, but also were not receiving cordial 
reception from bankers with regard to temporary loans in 
anticipation of taxes. In view of the first, the latter fact is 
not surprising. Taxes, particularly when they are increas- 
ing and being placed upon already overburdened 
shoulders, are not the same sound security for loans to 
Massachusetts cities that they once were. 

Bankers are viewing with alarm the unbusinesslike 
management of most municipalities, and are likely to be 
more and more reluctant to help those communities which 
make no endeavor to help themselves. Cities which fail to 
put their own financial houses in order are likely to ftnd 
increasing difficulty in floating temporary loans to carry on 
their affairs until the taxes begin to be paid in the latter 
part of each year. That fact should furnish the basis for 
the most serious sort of reflection by Mayor-elect White 
ad the members of the 1932 city council and scfrnnl hiiiifA,

The registry of motor vehicles will 
give Curley a hearing as soon as the 
Investigation by Inspectors is com- 
pleted. The hearing Is mandatory in 
the case of a fatality and Is to de- 
termine If the driver is guilty of "se- 
rious" fault.

ers of New England being forced to sell their herds. They give 
us milk at less than the cost of production to drive somebody 
out. And 'rhcn that has happened, we'll pay the penalty per-

The public, truly, views the "milk war" with uneasy doubts. 
Not that cheaper milk is unwelcome, a saving of a dollar or two 
on the monthly bill being gratifying to any householders. But if 
this saving is effected by gouging strugghng farmers, or by sub- 
stituting for the Massachusetts standard of milk a product which 
does not meet this standard, the saving justifies suspicion. 

The consumer may reason that the "milk war" is none of his 
business ; that when prices are cut ruthlessly and without regard 
for production costs, it is to his advantage, but this is specious 
reasoning. Milk is a necessary of hfe. Children's health de- 
pends on an adequate supply, and that the supply be clean, fresh 
and rich. Sympathy must swing against a "war" by distributors 
which threatens the source. The milk producer, like othir 
workers, is entitled to a living wage in the form of a fair price 
for his product.

For the first time in the history of 
the Commonwealth, Democratic Ad- 
ministrations will soon be in power 
In all of these nine. Conditions in 
the cities of smaller size are very 
mixed. Elections took piace in thir- 
teen of them on Tuesday and Repub- 
licans were rrturned to office in 
most in.-stance.s but the electoratew 
did not divide strictly on party lines, 
and ten of the winning candidates 
for Mayoralties were running on 
non-partisan ticlcets. All in all the 
Democrats are fretting more comfort 
out of the present situation than are 
the Kepublioans. 

In Boston, of course. Mayor Curley 
is in the midst of his third four-year 
non-consecutive term. The intentions 
of this formidable campaigner when 
his term shall close, or before it 
ends, form one of the most Jntereat- 
Ing and perplexing speculations in 
political circles. 

Across the Charles River in Cam- 
bridge in early November, Richard 
M. Russell, the won of former Gov- 
ernor Biliy Ru.=3cJl, was elected to a 
second term aa Mayor, when the city 
recorded the biggest vote ever last 
there with the one exception of that 
In the last Presidential election 
Springfield, nix weolcs ago, umw 
Mayor Dwight R. Winter a two-to- 
ont. victory over the Rapublican 
aspirant. Worcester recorded the 
greatest D«>moorattc win In y«M-« by 
electinK John C. Uahoney as Mayor 
by about 6,000. Fall River haa only 
40,000 registered votes and 36,000 
went to the polls on Dec. 2, when a 
Oemooratic member of the City 
Council defeated the Mayor tn office 
by 1,800. The flnanelal dlffieultlaa 
of the city probably had somethinK 
to do with the verdict.

lor mat otnce. j^owell Democrats 
obtained a general victory in Novem- 
ber and a Democrat defeated the 
Kepublican Mayor, who sought a 
third term. The other cities in this 
class are New Bedford, where Mayor 
Ashley remains in office as though a 
permanent fixture, and SomerviUe, 
where the election was very close. 

The Republicans did better in the 
smaller cities yesterday. 'Jl but two 
of the successful Mayorttl candidates, 
however, ran on non-pai tisan tickets. 
In Brockton and Wobirn alone did 
the Republican candidates win as 
Kepublicans. The most dazzling 
feature of these elections was the 
outcome in Chioopee, adjacent to 
Springfield, where, with five candi- 
dates in the running, a Republican 
won the Mayoralty, whereas in the 
Gubernatorial election of last year 
Ely, the Democrat, defeated Allen, 
the Republican, by 8,000 to 3,000. In- 
teresting also is the .situation in 
Ely's home city of Westfield. The 
campaign was vindictive, and per- 
sonalities abounded. A Republican 
defeated the Democratic incumbent 
by the largest sweep recorded In the 
relatively brief life of Westfield aa a 
city. 

In some of these cities the results 
were foregone conclUEions. Sinclair 
Weeks, son of the late John W. 
Weeks, had no opposition for another 
term in Newton. Salem's Mayor won 
a fifth term. Maiden's a fourth, 
Gloucester's a third. In yet another 
city, North Adams, where no Ma,vor 
was to be elected, the Democrats, 
after the warmest fight in years, 
obtained a majority of the offices to 
be filled. 

The Republicans appear to be the 
more disturbed over these develop- 
ments. Witness the unsanctioned I

though repudiating both design 
tions, on Monday night. It did not 
produce the fireworks which had 
been expected.

It is obvious that Republican le»d- 
ers are wondering if they can carry 
thf Stite in 1832. Lieut. Gov. Young- 
man is almost certain to have the 
Republican nomination although he 
is persona non grata to most of ths 
party leaders. Governor B3ty will 
probably try for another tesna. The 
rumor persists that Mayor Curley 
will enter the field agaipst Ely but 
^ it appears to be taken less seriously 
than it was a few months ago. Many 
believe he will wait for 1934 and 
there have been hints of late that be 
might aspire meantime to a Cabinet 
position. 

Mr. Curley Is the one Democratic 
leader in the State who thus far has 
come out with a square annou-.xce- 
ment of his choice for the Democratic 
candidate for President next year. 
He stands unequivocally for Gover- 
nor Roosevelt of New York. The 
Massachusetts Governor and the two 
Democratic Senators from this State 
as well a.s the chairman of the State 
committee favor an unpledged dele- 
gation to the national convention. 
This difference of opinion as to what 
the party policy should be may widen 
into a lift of some significance, but 
both the DcmooratB and the Kepubli- 
cans are well aware that unity is 
essential in the face of the enemy in 
a State whoso political future may 
he decided next year. 

Meantime it may be noted that at 
Washington the Democrats are faring 
far better in committee appoirtmenta 
than might have been expected when 
it is considered that the South is al- 
ways Democratio and the Bay State 
is not. Massachusetts has four 
Democratic Congressmen and all 
four have been well paced in the 
lower House. The national organiza- 
tion is aware of what may nappea 
here in a year or so.

r BOSTON FOR NEW ENGLAND 

Boston is interested in protecting 
the New England milk market for 
New England producers. In the face 
of a threat, one of the large milk 
dealers to bring in milk to Boston from 
New York brought forth a rebuke 
from Mayor Curley. He directed the 
Boston Board cf Health to exclude 
foreign milk from the Boston market 
and also expressed himself very firm- 
ly in opposition to the recent cut in 
the milk price. 

It is well known that milk going to 
Boston from the New England terri- 
tory is in.spected by the Bo.ston Board 
of Health. This inspection extends 
.I'rom the city Jjisints through to the 
country creamories and back to tin' 
farmers where the milk is jjroduced. 
U is done to protect the health of the 
consumers. 

It may be there is an etiicient in- 
spection in New York but it is not as 
thorough in some of the western 
states. Anyway the Boston inspec- 
tion does not extend beyond New Eng- 
land lin •&. 

But while Boston excludes un- 
inspected milk yet it does take cream 
from western states which is unin- 
spected. This does not seem a con-j 
sistent policy. If there is danger from j 
unhealthy milk, there is certainly 
equal danger from unhealthy cream. 
With adequate protection New Eng- 
land can produce enough whole milk 
and cream to supply the entire New 
England market. 

As an economic proposition Boston 
would find it of advantage to get all 
its milk and cream from its nearby 
neighbor. Thousands and thousands 
of dollars of Vermont money goes into 
Boston every year to buy merchan- 
dise. When the milk producers in 
this state are prosperous Boston gets 
more of this money than it does when 
things are down. 

At the present price of milk Boston 
will get practically nothing in this 
line of trade and that's about what 
the city gets from the milk producers 
of the western states where Boston is 
buying its cream. The Hub city takes 
the money it gets from the Vermont 
dairymen in trade and sends it out 
west to buy cream. It's not a fair 
shake. 



It is gratifying that Mayor Curley 
has taken a firm stand to exclude 
whole milk from the Boston market 
but the ruling should go still further 
and exclude cream as well. 

This would not be a discrimination 
igainst the dairymen of the west. It 
would simply be a reciprocity !)usiness 
plan between the Boston merchandise 
market and the milk producers of 
Vermont. This principle of trading 
has been recognized for years and is 
t.'iken into account in tariff regulations 
with irude deals between countries. 
ll is equally as important as api)lying 
'jotween Boston and the resl of New 
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THE STAGGERING COST OF RELIEF

$2942 Lost As Result of Car 
Owners Giving Fictitious 
.__^ Addresses 

Along the same lines as Mayor 
Curley of Boaton pointed out last 
week. Chairman of the Board of As- 
sessors Frank W. Tucker, of this 
town, points out the dlJilculty now ex- 
perienced in making collection on the 
motor excise tax here. 
I No less than 219 uncollectable ex- 
icise tax hills for the year 192», 
amounting to $2942, or about 9 per- 
cent of the total derived from the mo- 
loi- exise tax, is the result of flctitt- 
OU8 addresses given by car owners in 
this town. 

In summarizing the existing situa- 
tion, Chairman Tucker stated: 

"Mayor Curley's suggestion, made 
at the ?Iayors' Club, that motor ex- 
1 cise taxes be paid at the time of reg- 
istration, is a tiiiiely one and worthy 
' of careful consideration, as the effort 
I to evade those taxes lias already be- 
come a well defined racket. 

"In tliis town after two years' dili- 
gent work by the; constable-collector, 
supplcnicutinK tlie labors of the col- 
ieclor'.s oflice, a return has been made 
to the Tax Commissioner of 219 un- 
I collectal)Ie excise tax bills of the year 
I 192!). amounting to $2942, about 9 
percent of the net amount due from 
motor excise taxes for the year stated 
and e(iual to tlie amount of tax rev- 
i'liuo that would be received from real 
estate taxes upon property valued at 
$113,000. 

"Of the 219 tax l)ills reported as 
uncollectable, the reason given for 165 
was either false address or in cases 
I where transients having registered 
I had moved without giving new ad- 
dresses: 20 had either died or gone 
Into bankruptcy without leaving as- 
sets or estates and 27 plead poverty. 
"Of 7,50 tax bills sent out on Dec. 
l.-tt nearly two dozen were returned 
iiuirked 'Persons unknown.' 

"As the moneys collected from mo- 
tor excise are all merged in the gen- 
eral tax levy, the inability to collect 
has a direct effect on increase in the 
tax rate. 

"Due to the vast iimount of labor 
involved in assessing, committing and 
collecting these taxes combined with 
the amount uncollected, towns and 
cities could well alford to pay the 
state liberally for its work of collect- 
ing and its tiansfer to tlio Highway

Wlillo Mayor Ciirley'a latest pro- 
ject lor largWKHWISpment of the 
Port o£ Boston seems to have fallea 
flat, so far as the general public 
Is concerued, the plau of linking all 
raJlroads and wharves in a way 
that would do away with many 
jswltchlng charges and save much 
time in transferring cars from one 
set of tracks to another is one of no 
small importance.

Rackeiuanii and J, Colby Bassett, the 
mayor gave no Indication that he will 
make a furfner attempt to convert e 
ma]or':ty of the council to the advls- 
ablllty of accepting the act. 

The council must act favorably be- 
fore midnight tomorrow to rmke pos- 
sible extension o£ existing court ao- 
commodatlons under the bill enacted 
by tlic legislature this year. 

Refusal to recede from the po.^tlo», 
disclosed In several 12 to 8 vote* 
'against acceptance at tlie regular 
council meeting Monday .viU force 
the iBgLsUittire to consider a;;aln the 
project which has tw:ce been «p- 
p.-oved in bills which the city council 
has rejected. 

Unless there is an tmexpected ahUTt 
in the alignment of the councllmen, 
the argtunents !n favor of acceptance 
which will be ndv vnced by Raokemann 
fuid Bassett and possibly by Ker'oert 
P.^rker, will be of no avail. 

The cotmcil majority is certain 
that there Is a real estate "racket" 
mvolved in the project, and Is ada- 
njant in its opposition to approving 
any leglsl.\tlon which may result In 
the eniiohment of opei.Uora who spe- 
cialize in gaining control of property 
e.ssentinl to the completion of e;t- 
pensive public improvements, 

/j, Mayor CuHey's initiative in urg- 
ing- an increase in the gasoline tax 
from three cents a .Ejallon to five has 
some importance because the rev- 
enue-seeking Legislature in its 
.search for .sources is bound to give 
gasoline renewed attention. It is not 
surprising that the di.sposition 
sliown in other states to regard gas- 
oline taxes as easy money should be 
observable in Massachusetts as well. 
Mr Curley's purpose to use the ex- 
tra la.\ for the benefit of the cities 
and town.s is calculated to put fight- 
ing strength back of the proposal, 
which the motor interests will stren- 
uojsly oppose. It would be idle, 
however, for the nninicipalitie.s to 
suppose tluit they are going to get 
u suHicient measure of relief from 
real estate through revenue from 
other taxes alone. Their salvation 
must come in large part from re- 
duciim exDenses.
